CHAP. I. 
De State of Masonry from the Creation to the Flood. 


HE Divine Wiſdom having reſolved to form 

the WorLD, and to reduce a wild CHAos to 

a fair, regular, and petmanent Syſtem, the 

Almighty ARCHITECT not only traced out the 

whole Plan of the Univerſe, but gave Life and Being, 
Form and Figure, to every Part thereof, 

WHEN the Fiat for Licher was given, the dull, 
heavy, and terrene Parts of Matter, which over-clouded 
the Expanſum, obeyed the Almighty's Command, arid 
| B began

began to range into Form and Order. Some ſubſided 
to the Center of the Earth ; but the lucid and fiery Par- 
ticles aſcending higher, ſeparated LicaT from DARK - 
NESS, and made the firſt Day and Night; which became 
more lucid and ſerene by the Work of the ſecond Day; 
when the Waters were drawn off from the Chaos, and 
were diſmiſſed to their ſeveral Orbs and Stations. 

Tux delightful Element of the Air was diſentangled 
and extracted from the Chaos ; and next Day the Waters 
of the Earth being gathered into one Place, the dry 
Land appeared, and was furniſhed with Graſs for Cattle, 
and Herbs and Fruit-trees for the Nouriſhment of Man. 
On the fourth Day the ſame Divine Wiſdom created the 
glorious Orbs of the SUN to rule the Day, and the 
Moo to rule the Night; and for the Meaſure and 
Computation of Time. 

THeEsE great Bodies thus ſet in Order, he proceeded 
to the Creation of the ANIMAL World, and began 
with Fiſh and Foul, which the Divine Prom formed out 
of ſuch Matter as was mixed and concocted with the 
Water, and gave them a prolifick Virtue, and a natural 
Inſtin& for Generation, to preſerve their Species, and to 
multiply their Individuals; a Virtue which he alſo be- 
ſtowed on the terreſtrial Animals, both Savages, tame 
Creatures, and creeping Things. 

ALL Things neceſſary for Man's Felicity being“ per- 

fected by the ARCHITECT and GRAND 

4 3 MASTER of the UNIVERSE according to 
GEOMETRY, and fo ordered and diſpoſed 

as to contribute, in their ſeveral Capacities, to his Be- 
.nefit and Delight; then MA was alfo created and in- 
troduced into the World in a Manner and Solemnity

not unbecoming the Lord and Governor of it. A Work 
ſo truly Divine, that the Power of no ſubordinate Intel- 
ligence could be capable of; and was not perfected 
without a peculiar Conſultation of the Divine Perſons : 
The Reſult whereof was to create Man after the Imags 
of Gop ; with a Heart thoroughly inſtructed in the 
noble Science of GeomeTRr, for his own Improve- 
ment, and for the Inſtruction of his Deſcendants, in 
the Art of applying every Part of the Creation to the 
Glory of the Creator, and to the Benefit of the Creature : 
With a Mind fortified to bear the Divine Preſence, quali- 
fied for the Divine Converſe, fully illuminated by the 
Divine Spirit; and with a Body indulged with the Pri- 
vilege of Immortality, adorned with ſfuchComelineſs and 
Majeſty, as might challenge the Rule and Juriſdiction 
of this inferior World; and bleſſed with an univerſal 
Harmony in all its Faculties; an Under/tanding fraught 
with all Manner of Knowledge; a Will ſubmitted to the 
Divine Pleaſure ; Afections placed upon their proper 
ObjeRs ; Paſſion calm and eaſy; and a Conſcience quiet

How ADAM exerciſed himſelf in that noble Science, 
in his Paradiſaical State, does not certainly appear. But 
there is great Reaſon to believe that he employed him- 
ſelf in forming a well-proportioned and convenient Plan 
of Shelter from Heat; of Retirement, Reſt, and Repaſt ; 
and of Worſhip; and in laying out and cultivating his 
Garden of Delights. However, this very Man, whom 
Gop had created upright, by thirſting after illicit Know- 
edge, ſoon forfeited the Favour of the Almighty ; and 
his Right to that happy State : By our firſt Parents Diſ- 
obedience to the Divine Precept in Paradiſe, they de- 
faced the beautiful Works of the Creation ; entailing 
Sin, Pain, and Death upon their Poſterity : With guilty 
Shame they are forced to exchange fair EDEx's Garden 
for an uncultivated World, which produced nothing 
but what was the Effect of toilſome Labour; and where 
they had no other Proſpect than a fad Variety of Sorrow, 
Care, and Trouble : A State which, however impaired, 
we cannot, in any wiſe, ſuppoſe to be ignorant of the 
LIBERAL SCIENCES, much leſs of GeomETRY: In 
which it was found to be of the utmoſt Conſequence, to 
inſtruct his Offspring, to enable them to trace the 
Wiſdom, Strength, and Beauty diſplayed in all the won- 
derous Works of Creation ; and by which ſeveral curious 
Arts were invented, which to this Day are the Glory 
of Mankind, and an Ornament to the World. 

HENCE it is, that there is in Man a Fund of Induftry, 
and a certain happyIngenuity in inventing ARTs and Sci- 
ENCES, whether mechanical or liberal; all of which have a 
mighty Tendency to the Delight and Benefit of Man- 
kind. And therefore we need not queſtion but that the 
wiſe Gon, by putting theſe Singularities in our Nature, 
intended, as another End of our Creation, that we 
ſhould not only live happily ourſelves, and ſpend our 
Time in beneficial Occupations, or agreeable Amuſe- 

ments, 
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ments, but be likewiſe mutually aſſiſtant to each other, 
Inflruments for the Good of HUMAN SOCIETY ; which, in 
the Scripture Phraſe, is to be all of one Mind, having Com- 
paſſion one for another, and to love as Brethren; as all that 
have been TRUE and FAITHFUL have ſet an Example 
to the FREE and ACCEPTED. 

We may be very well aſſured, that Apam inſtructed 
his Deſcendants in GEOMETRY, and the Application of 
it to whatever Crafts were convenient for thoſe early 
Times ; without which, the Children of Men muſt have 
lived in Woods, Dens, and Caves, like Brutes; or at 
leaſt in Arbours made of Branches of Trees, or in ſome 
poor and wretched Hovels of Mud. 

CATN, with his Family and Adherents, being expelled 
from Apam's Altars, and pre-inſtruced 
in the Principles of GeoMETRY and AR- . 2 553. 
CHITECTURE, forthwith built a ſtrong Ciy, 
and called it DepicaTE or ConSECRATE, after the 
Name of his eldeſt Son ExocH; whoſe Race following 
this Example, improved themſelves not only in Geo- 
METRY and MasoNn&y, but made Diſcoveries of ſeveral 
other curious Arts . Thus JaBaL, the eldeſt Son of 
Lamecn, firſt invented the Uſe of Tents; for in thoſe 
early Days we cannot ſuppoſe the feeble Inhabitants of 
the Earth were capable of erecting many Buildings in 
Stone and Timber; and he taught the Art of managing 
thoſe Herds of Cattle, which heretofore had been diſ- 
perſed wild through the Land: Jus, his third Son, 
was the Inventor of Mufict, and muſical Inſtruments, el- 
pecially the Harp and Organ: And TuBaL Cain, his 
youngeſt Son, found out the Art of forging and working 
Metals, of making Armour and war-like Weapons ; and 
was alſo famous for his great Strength and Skill in Far. 

THe Deſcendants of SETH came nothing behind thoſe 
of Cain, in the Cultivation of GromeTryY and MasoNn- 


RY :; This Patriarch, of the other half of Mankind, mutt

have greatly profited in thoſe noble Sciences under the 
continual Tuition of Apam, with whom he lived till 
the Year of the World 930, and ſucceeded him then in 
the grand Direction of the CRA r, aſſiſted by * Enos, 
Kenan, MAHALALEEL, JARED, and Exoch; who, 
as a Monument of his ſuperior Abilities and Love to 
Pofterity, foreſeeing the univerſal Deſolation, which 
would ſoon happen by Water or Fire, and deprive Man- 
kind of thoſe ArTs and SCIENCES already improved, 
raiſed two large Pillars, one of Brick, the other of Stone, 
and inſcribed thereon an Abridgment of the Arts and 
Sciences, particularly GEOMETRY and MasoNRx, that, 
if the PILLAR of Brick happened to be overthrown by 


the Flood, THAT of Stone might remain; which + Jo- 


ſepbus tells was to be ſeen, in his Time, in the Land of 

Siriad, by the Name of SETH's or ExOCH's PILLARS, 
And from the Contents of theſe PiLLars we have great 
Reaſon to believe, that the enterprizing Genius of Man 
did not confine itſelf to the Art of Building, and work- 
ing in Braſs and Iron, and to Muſick ; but that it very 
early exerted itſelf in ASTRONOMY, and every Science, 
uſeful and entertaining. 

Nox can doubt but AsTRONOMY, tho” preceded by 
GEOMETRY, was invented near the Commencement of 
Time. As there is nothing more ſurprizing than the 
Regularity of the h:-avenly LUMINARIES, it is eaſy to 
judge that one of the firſt Curioſities of Mankind was 
to conſider their Courſes, and to obſerve the Periods of 
them. It was not Curioſity only that prompted Men 
to apply themſelves to aſtronomical Speculations ; Ne- 
ceſſity itſelf may be ſaid to have obliged them to it. 
For if the Sens are not obſerved, which are diſ- 
tinguiſhed by the Motion of the Sux, it is impoſſible 
to ſucceed in AGR:CULTURE. If the Duration of the 
Afonth and Har were not determined, a certain Order 
could not be eſtabliſhed in cigi Afairs, nor could the

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Days allotted to the Exerciſe of Religion be fixed. Thus 
as neither AGRICULTURE, PoLITY, nor REticion, 
could diſpenſe with the Want of AsTRoNomy, it is 
evident that Mankind were obliged to apply themſelves 
to the SciENCEs from the Beginning of the World. 

Tux Poſterity of SETH, who had for ſome Ages re- 
tained their Integrity in the true Worſhip of Gop, and 
a cloſe Application to SCIENCES, were at laſt infected 
with the ſame Contagion of Profaneneſs and Immorality, 
as the Race of Cain ; fo that all Sorts of Wickedneſs 
over-ſpread the Earth, and reigned triumphant : But at 
laſt ended in their Deſtruction and Extirpation by the 
Deluge, in which all the human Race periſhed, except 
No An and his Family“. Here was a diſmal Face of 
Things ; inſtead of the Earth, adorned with the Pro- 
ductions of Nature, and the Improvements of Art, a 
watery Deſart appeared, which offered nothing to the 
View of Heaven, but the floating Wrecks of Man and 
his Fellow-Creatures, who were ſwept away with the 
common Deſtruction ; which was the moſt dreadful and 
amazing Judgment, the moſt horrid and portentous Ca- 
taſtrophe that Nature ever yet ſaw +.

* Jared lived after his Son Enoch 435 Years, and died 
aged 962, A.M. 1422, the oldeſt Man except his Grandſon 

ETHUSELAH the Son of Enoch, who ſucceeded Jared; but 
Methuſelah ruled not long; for the immoral Corruption uni- 
verſally prevailing, 

Mzrauszran, with his Son Lausch and Grandſon 
Noan, retired from the corrupt World x, and in their own 
peculiar Family preſerved the good old Religion of the pro- 
miſed Meſtab pure, and alſo the Royal Art, till the Flood : For 
Lauch died only five Years before the Flood, and Mruu- 
SELAH died a few Days before it, aged 969 Years ; and ſo he 
could well communicate the Traditions of his learned Proge- 
nitors to Meab's three Sons; for IArHEr lived with him 100 
Years, Suu 98, and Ham 96.

| SOLOMON $s TEMPLE. 


HEN the World's Deſtruction 
_ * Bu. drew nigh, Gop commanded 
C 2348. Noan to build the great ARK Vor floating 
Caſtle, and his three Sons aſſiſted like 
DeevTy and two Wardens That Edifice, though of 
Wood only, was fabricated by GeoMETRr, as nicely 
as any Stone-Building (like true Ship-Building to this 
Day) a curious and large Piece of Architecture, and finiſhed 
when Noah entered into his booth Year; aboard which 
he and his three Sons and their four Wives aſcended + : 
And having received the Cargo of Animals by Gop's 
Directions, they were ſaved in the Art, while the reft 
periſhed in the Flaad || for their Immo- 
122 * rality and Unbelief. From theſe Ma- 
SONS, or four Grand Officers, the whole 

preſent Race of Mankind are deſcended. 

THEey brought with them over the Flood, and after- 
wards communicated to their Children, GEOMETRY ; 
and the Art of Building. The firſt Thing Noa did 
upon his landing, was to build an Altar Z, and offer a 
burnt Sacrifice of every clean Beaſt and Fowl. Gop 
having accepted the Sacrifice, bleſſed Noan, and gave 
him Power over ALL /iving Creatures, with a Permiſſion 


to eat them as freely as he would the Produce of the 


Ground : However, he forbid him to eat the Blood of 
Animals, or to ſhed the Blood of Man; commanding 
him to puniſh Manſlaughter with Death, and to people 
the World as faſt as he could.

as Noacnipz, or Sms of Noan, the firſt * 


Name of Masons. And when Noa ordered his Sons, 
and Grandſons, in the Year 101, in which PELEG was 
born to HEBER, to diſperſe and take Poſſeſſion of the 
ſeveral Parts of the Earth, according to the Partition he 
had made, they, through fear of the bad Conſequence of 
Separation, reſolving to keep together, aſſembled in 
great Numbers on the Plains of SnIN AR +, to build 
a City and large Tower. But as this was only in order 
to make themſelves a Name, and prevent their Diſperſion, 
God for their Vanity confounding their Speech t, oc- 
caſioned that which they endeavoured to avoid. And 
hence this Tower was called BABEL, or Confuſion. Up- 
on the Top of this Tower was an Obſervatory, by the 
Benefit of which it was that the Babylonians advanced 
their Skill in GeomETRY and ASTRONOMY, beyond all 
other Nations: For when | ALEXANDER took BABYLON, 
CALISTHENEs, the Philoſopher, who accompanied him 
thither, found they had aſtronomical Obſervations for 
1903 Years backwards from that Time, which carries 
up the Account as high as the 115th Year after the 
Flood, and fifteen after the building of the Tower of 
BazsEL. All which ſhews that, after the Diſperſion, 
they carried with them the Knowledge of Mason&y, 
and improved it to a great Degree of Perfection. 
NIMRODYS, or Brus *, the Son of Cusn, the 
eldeſt Son of Ham, and Founder of the Babylonian Mo- 
narchy, kept Poſſeſſion of the Plain, and founded the 
fr/t great Empire at BaBYLoN, and became GRAND 
MasTER of all Masoxs after the general Migration.

$ 1.e, Rebel, a Name given to Belus by the I/raelites, by Way 
of Invective. i. e. Lord, 
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He built many ſplendid Cities in SHINAR : And under 
| him flouriſhed thoſe learned Mathematicians, whoſe Suc- 
ceſſors were ſtiled Magi, or wiſe Men, by way of Emi- 
nence for their ſuperior Knowledge, The Migration 
from SHINAR commenced 53 Years after they began 
to build the Tower, or 154 Years after the Flood. And 
they went off at various Times, and travelled North, 
South, Eaſt, and V, with their mighty Skill, and 
found the good Uſe of it in ſettling their Colonies. And 
from SHINAR, the Science and the Art were carried to 
the diſtant Parts of the Earth, notwithſtanding the Con- 
Fuſion of Dialefts : Which gave Riſe to the Maſons Fa- 
culty, and univerſal Practice, of converſing without 
ſpeaking, and of knowing each other by Signs and To- 
tens; which, ſays an old Tradition, they ſettled upon 
the Diſperſion or Migration, in caſe any of them ſhould 
meet in diſtant Parts, who had been before in Syinar. 

Txvs the Earth was again planted and repleniſhed 
with Masoxs, whoſe various Improvements we ſhall 
trace. 

AMAITZRATITM, or Mrs, the ſecond Son of Ham, 


8 carried to, and preſerved in EG Vr, or 


Flood 160. the Land of MirzR Alu, their original 
—_— Skill, and much cultivated the Art: For 


ancient Hiſtory informs us * of the early 
nine Tafte of the Egyptians, their many magnificent Edi- 
fices, and great Cities, as Memphis, Heliopolis, Thebes 
with 100 Gates, c. beſides their Palaces and Sepulchres, 
their Obeliſts and Statues, the Coloſſal Statue of SpHINx, 
whoſe Head was 120 Feet round, and their famous 
Pyramids, the greateſt being reckoned the f or ear- 
lieſt of the ſeven I/ornders of Art, after the general Migra- 
tian. Some ſay it was built of Marble brought from the 
Quarries of Arabia; for there is no Veſtige of a Quarry 
near it. Others call them artificial Stones made on the 
Spot, moſt of them 30 Feet long. The Pile at Bottom 
was 700 Feet ſquare, and 481 Feet high; but others 

make

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make it much higher: And in rearing it, 360,000 Ma- 
ſons were employed for 20 Years, as if all the People 
had joined in the GRAND DEsicn. 

Tre Egyptians excelled all Nations alſo in their 
amazing LABYRINTHsS. One of them covered the Ground 
of a whole Province, containing many fine Palaces, and 
100 Temples, diſpoſed in its ſeveral Quarters and Divi- 
fions, adorned with Columns of the beſt Porphyry, and 
the accurate Statues of their Gods and Princes ; which 
Labyrinth the Greeks, long afterwards, endeavoured to 
imitate, but never arrived at its Extenſion and Sublime. 

THe Succeſſors of Mitzraim (who ſtiled themſelves 
the Sons of ancient Kings) encouraged the Royal Art down 
to the laſt of the Race, the learned King Amas1s. 

Bur Hiſtory fails us in the South and Weſt of Africa. 
Nor have we any juſt Accounts of the fair and gallant 
Poſterity of Noan's eldeſt Son FAP HET, that firſt 
repleniſhed vaſt Old Scythia, from Norway Eaſtward to 
America; nor of the Japhetites in Greece and Italy, Ger- 
many, Gaul and Britain, &c. till their original Skill was 
loft : But, no doubt, they were good Architects at their 
firſt Migration from Shinar. 

S HEA, the ſecond Son of Noan, remained at Us 
of the Chaldees in Shinar, with his Father and great 
Grandſon HEBER, where they lived private, and died in 
Peace; but SKEM's Offspring travelled into the South 
and Eaſt of Great Aſia, viz. ELAM, ASHUR, ARPHAXAD, 
Lup, and Aram, with SALA the Father of HeBER ; and 
their Offspring propagated the Science and the Art as far 
as CHINA and Japan: While Noan, SHem, and HeBeR, 
diverted themſelves at Ur, in Mathematical Studies, 
teaching PELEG the Father of Renv, Father of SzruG, 
Father of Nacror, Father of TERAH, Father of A- 


BRAM, a learned Race of Mathematicians and Geome- 
tricians *.

The old Conſtitutions affirm this ſtrongly, and expatiate 
on ABRAu's great Skill in Geometry, and ct his teaching it to 
many Scholars, though all Sons of the Free-{crn only. 
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Trvs ABRAM, born two Years after the Death of 
Noan “, had learned well the Science 
and the Art, before the Gop of Gloor 
called him to travel from Ur of the Chaldees, and to live 
a Peregrin, not in Stone or Brick, but in Tents erected 
alſo by Geometry. So travelling with his Family and

Flocks through Meſopetamia, he pitched at 
Charran +, where old TERAH, in five Years, 
died, and then ABRam, aged 75 Years, travelled into 
5 the Land of the Canaanites | : But a Fa- 
Z. C. — mine ſoon forced him down to Egypt; and 
returning next Vear, he began to commu- 
nicate his great Skill to the Chiefs of the Canaanites, 
for which they honoured him as a Prince. 

ABRAM tranſmitted his Geometry to all his Off- 
ſpring; Isaac did the ſame to his two Sons, and JacoB 
well inſtructed his Family, of which we have a clear 
Example in his Son Jost>H, who retained ſuch ſtrong 
Ideas of the early Inſtructions received in his Father's 
Houſe, that he excelled the Egyptian Masons in Know- 
ledge, and, being inſtalled their Grand Maſter by the 
Command of Pxaraon, employed them in building 
many Granaries, and Store-Cities, throughout the Land 
of Egypt, to preſerve them from the dire Effects of x 
long and ſevere Famine, before the Deſcent of Jacop 
and his Family, 

Tae Deſcendants of ABRam, being Sojourners 
Wa 8 and Shepherds in Egypt, practiſed very 
Flood 774. little of Architecture, except the building 
Vo rake of Tents, till about eighty Years before 

mY their Exodus ; when, by the over-ruling 
Hand of Providence, they were trained up to the build- 
ing with Stane and Brick, and built for the Egyptians 
the two ſtrong Cities of Pithom and Raamaſis, in order 
to make them expert Masoxs, before they poſſeſſed the 
promited Land, then famous for good ARCHITECTURE.

AFTER 
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ArrER ABRAM left Charran 430 Years, Moss 
marched out of Egypt, at the Head of 600,000 Hebrew 
. Males, marſhalled in due Form; for whoſe ſake GOD 
divided the Red-Sea, to let them paſs through, and 
drowned Pharaoh and the Egyptians that purſued them. 
And in this Peregrination through Arabia to Canaan, 
GOD was pleaſed to inſpire their Grand Paſter 
MOSES, Jaſbua his Deputy, and 
Aholiab Grand E Wiſdom of Heart; and 


and | ſo next Year they raiſed the 
Bezaleel WO curious TABERNACLE * or 
Tent (where the divine Shechinah reſided, and the holy 
Ark or Cheft, the Symbol of GO D's Preſence) which, 
though not of Stone or Brick, was framed by Geometry, a 
moſt beautiful Piece of true ſymmetrical Architecture, 
according to the Pattern that G O D diſcovered to Maſes 
on Mount Sinai, and it was afterwards the Model of 
SoLomoNn's Temple. 

MOSE Sbeing well ſkilled in all the Egyptian Learn- 

ing, and alſo divinely inſpired, excelled all Grand Maſ- 

ters before him, and ordered the more ſkilful to meet him, 
as in a Grand Lodge, near the Tabernacle in the Paſſover- 
Week, and gave them wiſe Charges, Regulations, &c. 
though the Tradition thereof has not been tranſmitted 
down to us ſo perfect as might have been wiſhed. 

FOSHUA ſucceeded in the Direction with CALEA 
his Deputy, and ELEAZAR the High-Prieft, 8 
and PHINEAS his Son, as Grand Wardens : Flood 390% 
He marſhalled the //raelites, and led them GI * 
over Jordan, which G OD made dry for vor 
their March, into the promiſed Land : The Canaanites 
had ſo regularly fortified their great Cities and Paſſes, 
that without the ſpecial Intervention of EL-sHappai, 
in behalf of his Peculiar, they were impregnable and 
invincible. And having finiſhed his Wars with the Ca- 
nganites, he fixed the TABERNACLE at Silab,

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in Ephraim, ordering the Chizfs of Ifrael to ſerve their 
God, cultivate the Land, and carry on the grand Defign 


of Architecture in the beſt MOSAICK STYLE. 

Tre Hfraclites made a prodigious Progreſs in the Study 
of Geometry and Architecture, having many expert Artiſts 
in every Tribe that met in Lodges or Societies for that 
Purpoſe, except when for their Sins they came under 
Servitude ; but their occaſional Princes, called Fudges 
and Saviours, revived the Moſaick Style along with Li- 
berty, and the Moſaick Conſtitution. But they were ex- 
ceeded by the Canaanites, Phænicians, and Sidonians in 
the SACRED Architecture of Store, who being a 
People of a happy Genius, and Frame of Mind, made 
many great Diſcoveries and Improvements in the Sci- 
ences, as well as in Point of Learning ; though it is 
very probable they excelled much more in the Labours 
of the Hand than thoſe of the Head. The Glaſs of 
Sidon, the Purple of Tyre, and the exceeding fine Linen 
they wove, were the Product of their own Country, 
and their own Inventions : And for their extraordinary 
Skill in working of Metals, in hewing Timber and 
Stone; in a Word, for their perfect Knowledge of what 
was ſolid, great, and ornamental in Architecture, it 
need but be remembered, the great Share they had in 
erecting and decorating of the Temple at Feruſalem 3 
than which nothing can more redound to their Honour, 
or give a clearer Idea of what their own Buildings muſt 
have been. "Their Fame was ſuch for their juſt Taſte, 
fine Deſign, and ingenious Invention, that whatever 
was elegant, great, or pleaſing, was diſtinguiſhed, by 
way of Excellence, with the Epithet of Sidonian; or 
for the Artiſts to be Men of Tyre; and yet the one 
Temple or Tabernacle of the one true God at Shiloh 
exceeded them all in Viſdom and Beauty, though not in 
Strength and Dimenſions. 

MEANWHILE, in Leſſer Afia, about 10 Years before 
the Exodus of Moſes, Troy was founded, and ſtood ſub- 
= lime

lime till deſtroyed by the emulous Greeks, about the 12th 
Year of Tela, Judge of Iſrael, A. M. 2819. 

AnD ſoon after the Exodus, the famous Temple of 
JoerTeR Hammon in Libyan Africa was erected, that 
ſtood till demoliſhed by the firſt Chriſtians in thoſe 
Parts. 

Tue City of Tyre, Sor, or Thor, was built by a great 
Body of Sidonian Masons from GaBalLa,  _ A 
under their Grand Maſter, and proper Flood 1096. 5 
Princes, or Directors, who finiſhed the Before Crit 
lofty Buildings of the City, with its ſtrong I 
Walls and Aqueducts, in a Manner greatly to the Ho- 
nour and Renown of thoſe who had the conducting of 
this grand Deſign. 

Tun Phaenicians built, in a grand and ſumptuous 
Manner, under the Direction of Sancno- 6 
NIATHON, Grand Maſter of Masons in Flood 1231. 
that Province, the famous Temple of Da⸗ 3 
gon, at Gaza, and artfully ſupported it 
by two ſlender Columns, not too big to graſp in the 
Arms of SaMs0Nn ; who pulling them down, the large 
Roof fell upon 3000 of the Lords and Ladies of the Phi- 
iſtines, and killed them all, himſelf ſharing the ſame Fate. 

In after Times, Abibal, King of Tyre, repaired and 
beautified that City, and ſo did his Son „ t 
HikaMm ; under whom the Kingdom of pF1ood 1292. 
Tyre was in a very flouriſhing Condition: Before Cori 
He alſo repaired and improved ſeveral Cities 5 
in the Eaſtern Parts of his Dominions; and being him- 
ſelf a Maſon, he took the Direction of the Craft upon 
himſelf, and became a ſumptuous Grand Maſter : He 
enlarged Tyre, and joined it to the Temple  _ te | 
of JUPITER Olympus, ſtanding in an Flood 1302. 
Iſland : He alſo built two Temples, one —_— Gr 
to HERCULES, and the other to AS- : 
TARTE; with many other rich and ſplendid Build- 
ings.

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Duntxo all this Period, the Mraelites, by their Vict- 
nity to the Artiſts of Tyre and Sidon, had great Oppor- 
tunities of cultivating the Royal Art; which they failed 
not diligently to purſue, and at laft attained to a vety 
high Perfection, as well in operative Maſonry, as in the 
Regularity and Diſcipline of their well-formed Lodges, 
| which through all ſucceeding Ages has hitherto ſuffered

7 D/ VID, King of Iſrael, through the long Wars

almoſt his whole Reign was one continued Series of 
1 Wars, Fatigues, and Misfortunes. But at length, 
Year of the baving taken the City of Ixus, and 
Flood 1301.

but found it was the Divine Will, this great Work was 
to be accompliſhed by his Son Solouox. He requeſted 
them to aſſiſt in ſo laudable a Work. 

Tat King died ſoon after, in the 7oth Year of his 
Age, after having reigned ſeven Years in Hebron, over 
the Houſe of Judab, and thirty-three over all the 
Tribes. 

Urod the Death of David, and the Succeſſion of 
SOLOMON to the Throne, the Affection 
HIRAM had ever maintained for the Father, — — 
prompted him to ſend a gratulatory Em- Before c 
baſſy to the Son, expreſſing great Joy to PIT 
find the Regality continued in the Family. When 
theſe Ambaſladors returned, SoLomoxn embraced the 
Occaſion, and wrote a Letter to HiR am in theſe Terms: 


King SOLOMON to King HRA GREETING. 


a E it known unto thee, O King, that my Fa- 
2 ther David had it a long Time in his Mind to 
t erect a Temple to the Lord, but being perpetually 
&* in War, and under a Neceſſity of clearing his Hands 
& of his Enemies, and make them all his Tributaries

gin, and to finiſh it, according to Direction, as well

HIRAM was highly pleaſed with this Letter, and 
returned the following Anſwer :

OTHING could have been more welcome 
40 to me, than to underſtand that the Govern-

| 4 Providence, into the Hands of ſo excellent, ſo wiſe, 
1 „and ſo virtuous a Succeflor : His holy Name be praiſed 
| © for it: That which you write for, ſhall be done with 
« all Care and Good-Will : For I will give Order to

| | <© Cedars, and Cypreſs-Trees, as you ſhall have Occa- 
| « ſion for: My People ſhall bring them to the Sea-ſide 
1 « for you, and from thence ſhip them away to what

. „ own Men to tranſport them to Feruſalem. It would 
| « be a great Obligation, after all this, to allow us ſuch 
« a Proviſion of Corn in Exchange, as may ſtand with

; SOLOMON was highly pleaſed with this Anſwec 
of the Tyrian King, and, in Return for his generous 
Offers, ordered him a yearly Preſent of 20,000 Meaſures 
of Wheat, and 20,000 Meaſures of fine Oil for his 
Houſhold ; beſides the ſame Quantity of Barley, Wheat, 
Wine and Oil, which he engaged to give Hiram's Ma- 
ſons, who were to be employed in the intended Work 
of the Temple. Hiram was to ſend the Cedars, Fir, 
and other Woods, upon Floats to Foppa, there to be 
delivered to whom Solomon ſhould direct, in order to be 

| carried 
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carried to Jeruſalem. He ſent him alſo a Man of his 
own Name, a Tyrian by Birth, but of 7-aelitih De- 
ſcent, who was a ſecond Bexaleel, and honoured by his 
King with the Title of Father; and in 2 Chron. ii. 13. 
is called HIRAM ABB1F, the moſt accompliſhed De- 
ſigner and Operator upon Earth, who in Solomon's Ab- 
ſence filled the Chair as Deputy Grand Maſter, and in 
his Preſence was the Senior Grand Warden, or prin- 
cipal Surveyor and Maſter of the Wark *.

In 2 Chron. ii. 13. His au King of Tyre (called there 
Hun an) in his Letter to King SoLoman, ſays, I have ſent 
a Cunning Man, el Huram Abbi; which is not to be tranſlated, 
like the Vulgate Greet and Latin, Hua au my Father; for 
his Deſcription, verſe 14, refutes it; and the Words import 
only Huram of my Father's, or the Chief Maſter Maſon of my 
Father ABiBaLus. Yet ſome think that King Hiz aw might 
call the Architect Hiram his Father, as learned and wiſe 
Men were wont to be called by Royal Patrons in old Times : 
Thus ſossen was called ABRECH, or the King's Father; 
and this fame Hiram the Architect is called SoLoxox's Fa- 
ther, 2 Chron. iv. 16.

But the Difficulty is over at once by allowing the Word ABN 
to be the Surname of Hiram the e, c.lled above Hiram 
Abbi, and here called Huram Abbif, as in the Lodge he is called 
Hizam ABBtF, to diſtinguiſh him from King Say For 
this Reading makes the Senſe plain and compleat, w:z. that 
Hinam, King of Tyre, ſent to King Sorouos the cunning 
Workman called Hixam Arr. 


He is deſcribed in two Places, 1 Xing: vii. 13, 14, 15. and 

2 Chren. ii. 13. 14. In the firſt he is called a Fidow's Son of 
the Tribe of Naphtali, and in the other he is called % Son iF 
a Winan of the Daughters of Dan; but in both, that his Fa- 
ther was a Man of Tyre: That is, ſhe was of the Daughters 
of the City of Dan, in the Tribe of Napbtali, and is called 
a Widezv of Naphrali, as her Huſband was a Naphtalite ; for 
he is not called a Tyrian by Deſcent, but a Man of Tyre by 
Habitation, 
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Tuts infpired Maſter was, without Queſtion, the 
moſt cunning, ſkilful, and curious Workman that ever 
lived, whoſe Abilities were not confined to Building 
only, but extended to all Kinds of Work, whether in 
Gold, Silver, Braſs, or Iron; whether in Linen, Ta- 
peſtry, or Embroidery ; whether conſidered as an Archi- 
tet, Statuary, Founder, or Deſigner, ſeparately or to- 
gether, he equally excelled. From his Deſigns, and 
under his Direction, all the rich and ſplendid Furniture 
of the Temple, and its ſeveral Appendages, were be- 
gun, carried on, and finiſhed. Solomon appointed him, 
in his Abſence, to fill the Chair, as Deputy Grand 
Maſter ; and, in his Preſence, Senior Grand Warden, 
Maſter of Work, and general Overſeer of all Artiſts, 
as well thoſe whom David had formerly procured from 
Tyre and Sidon, as thoſe Hiram ſhould now ſend. The 
Fellow- Crafts were ordered to be partitioned into 
| LonGcts, of a certain Number, with a Maſter and War- 
dens in each, to be duly paid, fed, and cloathed, and to 
take Care of their Succeſſion : Thus a laſting Founda- 
tion was laid of perfect Harmony, Love, and Friend- 
ſhip ; each knew his peculiar Buſineſs and Duty, and the 
grand Deſign was vigorouſly purſued. The Alliance

Habitation, as Oꝶed Edem the Lewite is called a Cittite, and 
the Apoſtle Paul a Man of Tarſus.. 

But tho' Hix Au AsBir had been a Tyrian by Blood, that 
derogates not from his vaſt Capacity; for the Tyrians row 
were the belt Artificers, by the Encouragement of King Hi- 
RaM: And thoſe Texts teſtify, that God had endued this H1- 
ram Air with Wiſdom, Underitanding, and mechanical 
Cunning to perform every Thing that Sorouo required, 
not only in building the TemyLE with all its coſtly Magni- 
ficence ; but alſo in founding, faſhioning, and framing all 
the holy Utenſils thereof, according to Geometry, and to find 
out every Device that ſhall be put to him; and the E * aſ- 
ſures us, that He fully maintained his Character in far larger 
Works than thoſe of Aboliab and Bexaleel, for which he will 
be honoured 1a the Lodges till the End of Time. 
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between theſe wiſe and learned Princes ended only with 
their Lives. 

DIUS, the Hiſtorian, tells us, that the Love of 
Wiſdom was the chief Inducement to that Tenderneſs 
of Friendſhip betwixt HIRAM and SoLomon; that 
they interchanged difficult and myſterious Queſtions, 
and Points of Art, to be ſolved according to the true 
Reaſon and Nature of the Matter in Hand. Menander, 
of Epheſus, who tranſlated the Tyrian Annals out of the 
Philiſtine Tongue into Greek, alſo relates, that when 
any of theſe Propoſitions proved too hard for thoſe wiſe 
and learned Princes, Abdeymonus, or Abdomenus, the Ty- 
rian, called, in the old Conſtitutions, Amon, or Hiram 
Abbif,, anſwered every Device that was put to him, 2 Chron. 
ii. 14; and even challenged Salaman, though the wiſeſt 
Prince on Earth, with the Subtlety of the Queſtions he 
propoſed. 

To carry on this ſtupendous Work with greater 
Eaſe and Speed, Solomon cauſed all the Craftſmen, as well 
Natives as Foreigners, to be numbered, and claſſed as 
follows, viz.

SOLOMON partitioned the Fellow-Crafts into certain 
Lodges, with a Mafter and Wardens * in each; that they 
might receive Commands in a regular Manner, might 
take Care of their Tools and Jewels, might be regu- 
larly paid every Week, and be duly fed and cloathed, 
Sc. and the Fellow-Crafts took Care of their Succeſſion 
by educating Cnfered Pꝛentices. 

Tus a ſolid Foundation was laid of perfect Har- 
mony among the Brotherhood; the Lodge was ſtrongly 
cemented with Love and Friendſhip ; every Brother was 
duly taught Secreſy and Prudence, Morality and good 
Fellowſhip ; each knew his peculiar Buſineſs, and the 
Grand Deſign was vigorouſly purſued at a prodigious 
Expence. 

WHEN they were all duly marſhalled, Solomon, who 
had been ſtill adding immenſe Quantities of Gold, Sil- 
ver, precious Stones, and other rich Materials to thoſe, 
which David had laid up before his Death, put them 
into proper Hands, to be wrought into an infinite Va- 
riety of Ornaments. The vaſt Number of Hands em- 
ployed, and the Diligence, Skill, and Dexterity of the 
MasTER of the Mort, the Overſeers and Fellow-Crafts, 
were ſuch, that he was able to level the Foot-Stone of 
this vaſt Structure in the fourth Year of his Reign, the 
third after the Death of David, and the 480th after 
the Children of [frae!'s paſſing the Red-Sea. This mag- 

nificent Work was begun in Mount A- 
on 4 2 riah, on Monday, the ſecond Day of the 
of the Flood Month Zif, which anſwers to the twenty- 
57 before firſt of our April, being the ſecond Month 

of the ſacred Year; and was carried on 
with ſuch prodigious Speed, that it was finiſhed in all 
its 


* According to the Tradition: of old Maſons, who tals 
much of theſe Things. 
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its Parts in little more than ſeven Years, which hap- 
pened on the eighth Day of the Month Bul, which an- 
ſwers to the twenty- third of our October, being the ſe- 
venth Month of the ſacred Year, and the eleventh of 
King Solomon, What is ſtill more aſtoniſhing, is, that 
every Piece of it, whether Timber, Stone, or Metal, 
was brought ready cut, framed, and poliſhed to Feru- 
ſalem; ſo that no other Tools were wanted, or heard, 
than what were neceſlary to join the ſeveral Parts toge- 
ther. All the Noiſe of Ax, Hammer, and Saw, was 
confined to Lebanon, the Quarries and Plains of Zere- 
dathah, that nothing might be heard among the Maſons 
of Sion, ſave Harmony and Peace. 

Tur Length of the Temple, or Holy Place, from 
Wall to Wall, was fixty Cubits, of the ſacred Meaſure ; 
the Breadth twenty Cubits, or one-third of its Length ; 
and the Height thirty Cubits to the upper Cieling, diſ- 
tinct from the Porch : So that the Temple was twice 
as long and large every Way as the Tabernacle. The 
Porch was 120 Cubits high ; its Length twenty ; and 
Breadth ten Cubits. The Harmony and Symmetry of 
the three Dimenſions in the "Temple are very remark- 
able, which are the Proportions congruous to the three 
great Concords in Muſick, which muſt be a grateful 
Proportion to the Eye, as that Harmony in Muſick is 
ſo exceedingly raviſhing to the Ear. The Oracle, or 
Moſt Holy Place, was a perfect Cube of twenty Cubits, 
thereby ſhadowing the Perfection of Happineſs : The 
great Philoſopher Ar:;/totle ſays, that he who bears the 
Shocks of Fortune valiantly, and demeans himſelf up- 
rightly, is truly good, and of a ſquare Poſture without Re- 
proof. Beſides, as the ſquare Figure is the moſt firm in 
Building, ſo this Dimenſion of the Oracle was to de- 
note the Conſtancy, Duration, and Perpetuity of Hea- 
ven. The Wall of the Outer Court, or that of the 
Gentiles, was 7700 Feet in Compaſs, and all the Courts 
and e would contain 300,000 People: The

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Whole was adorned with 1453 Columns of Parian 
Marble, twiſted, ſculptured, and voluted, with 2906 
Pilaſtres, decorated with magnificent Capitals, and 
about double that Number of Windows, beſides thoſe 
in the curious Pavement. The Oracle and Sanctuary 


were lined with maſſy Gold, adorned with all the Em- 


belliſhments of Sculpture, and ſet with numerous, moſt 
gorgeous, and dazzling Decorations of Diamonds and 
all Kinds of precious Stones, 

No Structure was ever to be compared with the 
Temple, for its exactly- proportioned and beautiful Di- 
menſions, from the magnificent Portico on the Eaſt, to 
the glorious and reverend Sanfum Sanforum on the 
Weſt ; with the numerous Apartments for the Kings, 
Princes, Sanhedrim, Prieſts, Levites, and People of I, 
rael ; and the Outer Court for the Gentiles, it being an 
Houſe of Prayer for all Nations. The Proſpect of it 
highly tranſcended all that we are now capable to ima- 
gine, and has ever been eſteemed the fineſt Piece of 
Maſonry upon Earth, before or ſince. 

THe old Conſtitutions aver, that, ſome ſhort Time

View thereof, declared the Temple to be the utmoſt 
Stretch of human Art. SoLomoN here again renewed 
the League with HIR Au, and made him a Preſent of 
the Sacred Scriptures tranſlated into the Syriack Tongue, 
which, it is ſaid, is ſtill extant among the Maronites, 
and other Eaſtern Chriſtians, under the Name of the 
old Syriack Verſion. 

Trns Temple of JEHOVAH being finiſhed, under 
rhe Auſpices of the wiſe and glorious King of [jract, 
SoLoMON, the Prince of 4: c.trdure, and the GRAND 

MASTER 
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MasTER Maſon of his Day, the Fraternity celebrated 
the Cape-Stone with great Joy; but their Joy was ſoon 
interrupted by the ſudden Death of their dear and worthy 
Maſter HIR AM ABB1F ; nor leſs was the Concern of 
King Solomon, who, after ſome Time allowed to the 
Craft to vent their Sorrow, ordered his Obſequies to be 
performed with great Solemnity and Decency, and bu- 
ried him in the Lodge, near the Temple, according to 
the ancient Uſages among Masons ; and long mourned 


for his Loſs. 


ArTER HIRAM ABBiF was mourned for, the Ta⸗ 
bernacle of Moszs and its holy Reliques being lodged 
in the Temple, SoLomov, in a General Aﬀembly, de- 
dicated, or conſecrated it by ſolemn Prayer, and coftly 
Sacrifices paſt Number, with the fineſt Muſick, vocal and 
inſtrumental, praiſing JEHOVAH, upon fixing the 
Ha ARK in its proper Place, between the Cherubims ; 
when JEHOVAH filled his own Temple with a Cloud 
of Glory! 


Bur, leaving what muſt not, and, indeed, what can- 
not be committed to Writing, we may certainly affirm, 
that, however.ambitious and emulous the Gentiles were 
in improving the Royal Art, it was never perfected till 
the building of this Gorgeous Hſe of Gop, fit for 
the ſpecial Refulgence of his Glory upon Earth, where 
he dwelt between the Cherubims, on the Aercy-Seat, 
above the Art, and from thence gave his People frequent 
oraculous Reſponſes. 


THe Fame of this grand Edifice ſoon ——_ the 
Inquiſitive of all Nations to travel, and ſpend ſome Time 
at Feruſalem, and ſurvey its Excellencies, as far as was 
allowed to the Gentiles; and they ſoon found, that the 
Joint Skill of all the World came infinitely ſhort of the 
Ifraelites, in the IViſdem, Strength, and Beauty of their 
ARCHITECTURE ; when the wi/e King SOLOMON 
was Grand Paſter of all Mafins at Fernſalem, and the 

learned 
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learned King HiRam * was Grand Maſter at Tyre, and 
inſpired HiRam ABBIF had been Maſter of Mort; when 

true compleat Maſonry was under the immediate Care 
and Direction of Heaven; when the NoBLE and the 
Wiſe thought it their Honour to be the Aſſociates of the 
ingenious Craftſmen in their well-formed Lodges; and 
ſo the Temple of JEHOVAH, the one true GOD, 
became the juſt Wonder of all Travellers, by which, as 
by the moſt perfect Pattern, they reſolved to correct the 
Architecture of their own Countries upon their Return.

CHAP. IV. 


The State of MasoNRVY from the CONSECRATION to the 


DEsTRUCTI1o0N of SoLomoN's Temple, and Captivity 
of the Jews. 


OL OM ON next employed the Fraternity in car- 
rying on his other Works, viz. his two PALACES 

at Feruſalem, for himſelf and his Queen. The ſtately 
Hall of Judicature, with his Ivory Throne, and Golden 
Liens, MiLLo, or the Royal Exchange, made by filling 
up the Great Gulf, between Mount Moriah and Mount 
Zion, with ſtrong Arches, upon which many beautiful 
Piazzas were erected, with lofty Collonading on each Side, 
and between the Columns a ſpacious Walk from Zim 
Caſtile to the Temple, where Men of Buſineſs met. The 
Houss of the Foret of Lebanon, built upon four 
Rows of Cedar Pillars, his Summer-Houſe to retire from 
the 


Tue Tradition is, that King Hixau had been Grand 
Mafter of all Maſons; but when the TZMurr was finiſhed, 
Hizam came to ſurvey it before its Conſecration, and to 
commune with SoLOMON about W:/dem and Art; and, find- 
ing the Great Architect of the Univerſe had inſpired SoLowon 
above all mortal Men, Hiz am very readily yielded the Pre- 
eminence to SOLOMON JEDIDIAN, the Beloved of Ged. 
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the Heat of Buſineſs, with a Wateb- Teuer that looked 
to the Road to Damaſcus. Several Cities on the Road 
between TFeruſalem and Lebanon. Many Store-Houſes 
Mat of the Jordan, and ſeveral Store-Cities Eaft of that 
River, well fortified : And laſt of all Tadmor, in the 
Deſart towards 8SVYRIA, one Day's Journey from the 
Euphrates, and fix from BaBVYLON, called in later Times 
by the Greeks PALMYRA, with a lofty Palace in it: The 
vaſt and glorious Ruins of this once great City, in Mar- 
ble Pillars, Arches, and other grand Remains, have 
been at large deſcribed, and are feen by Travellers to 
this Day. 

ALL theſe, and many more coſtly Edifices, were 
finiſhed in the ſhort Space of thirteen Years 8 
after the Temple, by the Care of 550 Flood 1369. 
Princes, or Maſters of Work: For Ma- Before Chr 
SONRY Was Carried on throughout all the * 
Kingdom of Hael, and many LopGes were conſtituted 
under Grand Maſter SoLomon, who, as the old Con- 
flitutions relate, annually aſſembled the GRAND Lopce, 
at Feruſalem, to preſerve the Cement of the Fraternity, 
and tranſmit their Affairs to the lateſt Poſterity. 

And even during his Idolatry he built ſome curious 
Temples to Chemoſh, Poloch, and Aſhtaroth, the 
Gods of his Concubines, till about three Years before 
he died, when he compoſed his penitential Song, the 
Ecelgſiaſtes; and fixed the true Motto on all earthly 
Glory, viz. VANITY of VANITIES, ALL is VaniTY, 
without the Fear of GO D, and the keeping 
of his Commands, which is the whole Duty of wy — 
Man ! and died aged 58 Years. 

Maxy of SoLomon's Maſons, before he died, began 
to travel, and carried with them the High Tafte of Archi- 
tecture, with the Secrets of the Fraternity, into Syria, 
Leſſer Aſia, Meſopotamia, Scythia, Aſſyria, Chaldea, Me- 
dia, Bactria, India, Perſia, Arabia, Egypt, and other 
Parts of great ASIA, and AFRICA; alſo into Euros,

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no doubt, though we have no Hiſtory to aſſure us yet of 
the Tranſactions of Greece and Italy: But the Tradition 
is, that they travelled to HErcuLEs's PiLLARs on the 
Ma, and to ChixA on the Ea And the old Confti- 
tutions affirm, that one, called Ninus, who had been at 
the building of Solomon s Temple, brought the refined 
Knowledge of the Science and the Art into Germany and 
Gaul. 


In many Places being highly eſteemed, they obtained 
ſpecial Privileges; and becauſe they taught their liberal 
Art only to the Free-barn, they were called FREE MA- 
sons; conſtituting L:dges in the Places where they built 
ſtately Piles, by the Encouragement of the Great and 
Wealthy, who foon requeſted to be accepted as Mem- 
bers of the Lodge, and Brothers of the Craft; till by 
Merit thoſe free and accepted Maſons came to be Maſters 
and FFardens. 


Nay, Kings, Princes, and Potentates, became Grand 
Maſters, cach in his own Dominion, in Imitation of 
King $/2mmn, whoſe Memory, as a Maſon, has been 
duly worſhipped, and will be, till Architecture ſhall be 
contumed in the general Conflagration ; for he never 
can be rivalied, but by one equally inſpired from above. 


Tut Diviſion of SoLomon's Dominions into the 
r of i. Kingdoms of Iſrael and Judab did not 
Flud 1374 much affect the Fraternity, or diſturb their 
©. C. 97+ Ladges: For Ferobram ordered them to build 
him two Palaces, the one at Sichem, and the other at 
Penuel; and alſo to make and erect the two curious Sta- 
res of the GoLven CaLves, with Temples for their 
Worſhip, the one in Bethel, and the other in Dan, 
which were worſhipped by the Jſraelttes, till they were 
taken and carried away by Salmaneſar and Tiglath-Pileſer. 
king Baaſba built Tirzah for his Palace; and King Omri 
built Samaria for his Capital; where his Son, King 
AnH2B, built a large and ſumptuous Temple for his 

Ido! 
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Idol Baal, afterwards deſtroyed by King Ju, and a 
Palace of Ivory, beſides many Caſtles and fenced Cities. 

SoLoMoN's Royal Race, the Kings of Fudah, ſuc- 
ceeded him alſo in the GRAND MAsrER's Chair, or 
deputed the High-Prieft to preſerve the Royal Art. Their 
Care of the Temple, with the many Buildings they 
raiſed, and ſtrong Forts, are mentioned in Holy Writ 
down to Jos1AH the laſt good King of Judah. 

SoLomoN's Travellers improved the Gentiles beyond 
Expreſſion. Thus the Syrians adorned their Damaſcus 
with a lofty Temple and a Royal Palace. Thoſe of Leffer 
Aſa became excellent Maſons, particularly at Sardis in 
Lydia, and along the Sea-Coaſts in the mercantile Cities, 
as at Cpheſus. 

THERE the old Temple of Diana, built by ſome Ja- 
phetites about the Days of Miſes, being burnt down 
about 34 Years after Salamon's Death, the Kings of 
Leſſer Aſia refounded and adorned it with 127 C:lumns 
of the beſt Marble, each 60 Feet high, and 36 of them 
were of the moſt noble Sculpture, by the Direction of 
Dreſiphon and Archiphron, the Diſciples of Salcneu's 
Travellers: But it was not finiſhed till after 220 Years, 
in the 7th Year of Hezetiab King of Fudah, under the 
Direction of the Grand Epheſan Maſters in this Royal 
Craft, Demetrius and Polonius, A. M. 3283. 

Tunis Temple of the Init Order was in Length 425 
Feet, and in Breadth 220 Feet, with a duly-proportioned 
Height, ſo magnificent, ſo admirable a Fabrick, that 
it became the third of the ſeven anders of Art, the 
charming Miſtreſs of Leſſer Afia, which even Xerxes, 
the avowed Enemy of Image 1//5rſhip, left ſtanding, 
while he burnt all the other Temples in his Way to 
Greece. 

Bur, at laſt, it was burnt down by a vile Fellow 
only for the Luſt of being talked of in after Ages 
(whoſe Name therefore ſhall not be mentioned here) 
on the Birth-Day of Alexander the Great, after it had 

4 | ſtood 
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ſtood 365 Years, about A. M. 3680; when jocoſe People 
ſaid, The Goddeſs was ſo deeply engaged at the Birth of her 
Hero in Pella of Macedonia, that ſhe had no Leiſure to 
ſave her Temple at Erhksus. It was rebuilt by the 
Architect Denecrates, at the Expence of the neighbour- 
ing Princes and States. 

Tiit ASSYRIANS, ever ſince Nimrod and Nixus, 
had cultivated the Royal Art, eſpecially at their Great 
NIx EVER, down to King Pur (to whom Jonah preached) 
and his Son Sardan Pul, or SARDANAPALUS, called alfo 
Tonos Concoleros, who was beſieged by his Brother Tig- 
lath Pul Eſer and his General Nabonaſſar, till he burnt 
himſelf with his Concubines and Treaſure in old Nim- 
rod's Palace, in the 12th Year of Jotham King of Judah, 
A. M. 3257, when the Empire was partitioned between 
TiGLATH Pol EsER, who ſucceeded in NINEVE H, 
and NABONASSAR, who got CHALDAA. 

NAaBoONASSAR, called alſo Belgia or Baladan, an ex- 
cellent Aſtronomer and Architect, built his new Me- 
tropolis upon the Ruins of a Part of old Nimrod's Works 
near the Great old Tower of Babe! then ſtanding, and 
called it BAB WYLON, founded in the firſt Year of the Na- 
benaſſarian, or famous aſtronomical Ara, A. M. 3257. 

For this City BaByYLon is not mentioned by any Au- 
thor before Iſaiab, who mentions both its Riſe and its 
Ruin. 

THe Science and the Art did not only flouriſh long in 
Eaſtern Aſia to the fartheſt E- Indies; but alſo before 
the Days of Nebuchagnezzar the Great, we find that old 
Maſonry took a Weſtern Courſe: For the Diſciples of 
Salamon's Travellers, by the Encouragement of Princes 
and States Veſt of the Mrian Bounds, built, enlarged, 
and adorned Cities paſt Number. 

SUCH as Boriſibenes and Sinope in PoNTUs : Nicomedia, 
Pruſias, and Chalcedin, in BITHYNIA: Bizantium (now 
Conſtantinople) Cizicus alſo and Lampſacus, in the HELLE- 
4POXT : Abdara in TrRace: Many Cities in GREECE: 
Taren- 


E 
Tarentum, Regium, Rome, Ravenna, Crotona, Florence, 
and many more, in ITALy : Granada, Malaga, Gades, 
&c. in SPAIN: Maſſilia and others on the Coaſt of 
GA; while BRTTAIN was unknown. 

THe Syrians adorned Damaſcus, by the Aſſiſtance of 
SoLoMoN's Masons, with a lofty TEMU-  _ 2 
PLE, a Royal Palace, and a public Altar of Flood 1601. 
moſt admirable Workmanſhip, which laſt Before ch. 
ſo raviſhed An AZ, King of Judah, that he 
cauſed a Pattern thereof to be taken, and ſent it to 
Uni Ak, the High-Prieſt of Feruſalem ; and upon his 
Return, having removed the Altar of the Lord out of 
its Place in the Temple, ordered this new Altar to be 
ſet up in its Stead. 

AFTER godly Jostan King of Judah, fighting for his 
ſuperior Nabopolaſſar, was lain in the Battle of Hadah 
Rimmon by Pharaoh Necho, A. M. 3394. B. C. 610. all 
Things went wrong in Judah. 

Fox the Grand Monarch NRBucHADpDNEZZ AR, firſt 
his Father's Partner, having defeated Necho, made Jo- 
ſiab's Son Fehotakim his Vaſſal, and for his revolting he 
ruined him, and at length captivated all the remaining 
Royal Family of Fudah, with the Flower of the Nobles, 
eſpecially of the more ingenious Craftſmen ; laid waſte 
the whole Land of Hrael, burnt and demoliſhed all the 
fine Edifices, and alſo the glorious and inimitable Temple 
of SOLOMON, after it was finiſhed and conſecrated: 416 
Years. 

For in the fifth Month, on the ſeventh Day of the 
Month, i. e. towards the End of our Fuly, came Nevu- 
zaradan, Captain of the Guards to the King of Basr- 
LON, to JERUSALEM, and after having taken out all the 
facred Veſſels, and the two famous Pillars, that were 
in the Temple, and all the Riches that could be found 
in the King's Palace, and the City : He did, purſuant 
to the Command of his Maſter, on the tenth of the 
ſame Month, ſet both the TemPLE and Cir r on Fire, 


Over 
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overthrew all the Walls, Fortreſſes, and Towers be- 
longing thereto, wholly razing and levelling it to the 
Ground, till he had brought all to a thorough and per- 
fect Deſolation. 

NEBUCHADNEZZAR being now at Reft 
Year of the from all his Wars, and being in full Peace 
Flood 1778. at home, he applied himſelf with great In- 
8 duſtry to the carrying on this grand Deſign 
in finiſhing of his Buildings at BaByLon, and employed 
therein all the able Artiſts of JuDEa, and other Cap- 
tives, to join his own Chaldean MAasoxs, who, by their 
Joint Labour made it the fourth of the ſeven Wonders 
of Art. The moſt famous Works therein were the 
Walks of the City, the Temple of BELus, in which 
were placed the BRAZEN SEA, the PILLARS, &c. brought 
from JERUSALEM, the Palace and hanging Gardens, 
the River and the artificial Lake and Canals, made for 
draining that River. In the Magnificence and Expence 
of which Works, he much exceeded whatſoever had 
been done by any King before him: And excepting the 
amazing WALL of CHINA, nothing like it has been 
ſince attempted, whereby any one elſe can be equalled to 
| him. This ſumptuous GRAN D MASTER, alſo, cauſed 
to be erected in the Plains of Dura a GoLDetn 
ImaGe of their God Baar, ſixty Cubits high, and fix 
broad ; containing 7000 Attick Drachma's of Gold, ac- 
cording to Diodorus, which amounts to three Millions 
and a half of our Money. 

Taz Mpzs and PERSTANS had much improved in 
the Royal Art, and had rivalled the Afyrians and Chal- 
deans in Maſonry at Ckbatana, Suſtana, Perſepolts, 
and many more fine Cities, before they conquered them 
in War; though they had nothing ſo large as Rineveh 
and Babylon, nor fo accurate as the Temple, and the 
other Structures of SoLOMON. 

Tur Jeuiſh Captives, after Nebuchadnezzar's Death, 
kept themſelves at Work in REGULAR Lodges, waiting 
the 
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the appointed Time of their Deliverance; and wert 
thus the more capable, at the Redu#ton, or Rebuilding 
the Holy Temple and City of Salem upon the old Founda- 
tions; which was ordered by the Decree of Cyrus, ac- 
cording to God's Word that had foretold his Exaltation 
and that Decree, for, Be/þazzar being lain, A. M. 3466 
Crzus the Perfian, ſoon after removed the Year & the 
Imperial Seat to Sufiana, in Perfia, and 27" *-— wy 
thereby put an End to the Babylanian Em- 

pire, after it had ſtood 209 Years; and promiſed the 
{ſraelites great Favour, and a ſpeedy Reſtoration to their 
own Land. 

Tut Medes and Perfians had much improved in the 
Royal Art, and had even out-done the - yu of the 
rians in MagsonRy at Ecbatana, which be- Flood 164r, 
ing repaired, beautified, and vaſtly en- M * 
larged by Deioces, King of the Medes, who reigned there 
with great Wiſdom, Honour, and Proſperity for above 
fifty Years, during which Time he conſtantly employed 
THE FRATERNITY, and it becoming a great City, he 
is for this Reaſon, by the Greeks, thought to be the 
Founder of it. Alſo Suſiana and Perſepolis, with many 
more fine Cities, were built before the Per/ians had over- 
come the A/jyrians and Babylonians in War, where they 
had ſhewn admirable Skill ; but yet did not come up to 
the Accuracy of the Temple, and other Structures of 
SOLOMON,

his Decrees for reſtoring his choſen People, 
D ths 
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the FaztBorn Children of Iacl, and for rebuilding 
the Holy Temple at JERUSALEM ; having founded the 
Perſian Empire, iſſued out his Decree for reſtoring the 
ven of the Jews unto their own Land, and for re- 
Flood 1812. building of the Temple at Junvzazon : 
what: And conſtituted ZERUBBABEL, the Son of 
Salathiel, his Provincial GRAN D MasTER in the Land 
of JUDEA, the lineal Heir of David's Royal Race and 
Prince of the Reduction, with the High Prieſt Jeſhuah 
his Deputy; under the Title of TixzsHaTHA, by im- 
mediate Commiſſion from him: And all the Veſſels of 
Gold and Silver brought to Babylon from Feruſalem 
were, by this Decree, ordered to be delivered by Mi- 
thredath, the King's Treaſurer, to ZERUBBABEL, who 
carried them back to JERUSALEM ; the Veſſels that were 
at this Time reſtored, amounted to 5400, the Remain- 
der was brought back by Ezra, in the Reign of Ar- 
taxerxes Longimanus, many Years after. But, before the 
Temple was half finiſhed, Cyrus died, which then put 
a Stop to the Work. 

CAMBYSES, the Succeſſor of Cyrus, neglected the 
Temple; being wholly intent upon the Conqueſt of 
Egypt, that had revolted under AMasys, the laſt of 
Mitzraim's Race, a learned Grand Maſter, for whom 
the Fellow-Crafts cut, out of a Rock, an Houſe all of 
one Stone, 21 Cubits long, 12 broad, and 8 deep, the La- 
bour of boo Maſons for three Years, and brought it 
ſafe to Memphis. 

H had built many coſtly Structures, contributed 
largely to the Rebuilding of A polic's famous Temple at 
Delphi in Greece, and died much lamented juſt as Cam- 
byſes had reached to Egypt, A. M. 3478. 

CamByYSEs conquered the Land, and deſtroyed many 
Temples, Palaces, Obeliſts, and other glorious Monu- 
ments of the antient Egyptian Haſanry, and died on his 
Way home, J. MV. 3482. 
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Tas falſe Smerdis, the Magian, taking Advantage of 
this Event, uſurped the Throne by the Name of 4r- 
taxerxes, according to Ezra, and ſtopt the building of 
the Temple : But was ſoon dethroned, and ſucceeded by 

Darrvus HysTAsPEs, one of the ſeven Princes that 
conſpired to cut him off. Darius married Arti/tona, the 
Daughter of Cyrus, and confirmed his Decree. 

DARIUS was a Prince of Wiſdom, Clemency, and 
Juſtice; and hath the Honour to have his „ir, of the 
Name recorded in Holy Writ for a Fa- Flood 13:8. 
vourer of God's People, a Reſtorer of his „ 
Temple, and a Promoter of his Worthip therein; he 
was bleſſed with a numerous Iſſue, a long Reign, and 
great Proſperity. 

In his 6th Year, juſt 20 Years after the Founding of 
the Temple, ZERUBBABEL finiſhed it“, 93 
and celebrated the Cape-Stane; and next ven of the 
Year its Conſecration or Dedication was 853. 

, . C. ug. 
ſolemnized, 

AnD though it came far ſhort of SoLomox's Temple in 
Extent and Decorations, nor had in it the Cloud of 
Glory or Divine Shechinah, and the holy Reliques of 
Meſes; yet being reared in the S9/5::9ntan Style, it was 
the fineſt Building upon Earth. 

THz Sidenians were frank and liberal towards this 
Work, as in the Days of HiR Au, bringing down Ce- 
dar-Planks in Abundance from Libanus to the Sca-Shore, 
and from thence into the Port of Joppa, as they had 
been ordered firſt by Cyrus, and after him by Darius. 
Here, alſo, the curious Craftſmen held ſtated and regu- 
lar Lodges, as in the Days of Salomon; aſſoc iated wits | 
the Maſter-Maſons, giving Lectures, and ſtrictly ad- 
hering to good old Uſages. 

Ix this Reign Zeroaſtres flouriſhed, the Archimagus 
or Grand Maſter of the Magians (who worſhipped the 
San and the Fire made by his Rays) who became famous 
every-where, called by the Greeks, the Teacher of all hu- 


4 man 
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mas and divine Knowledge ; and his Diſciples were great 
Improvers of Geometry in the liberal Arts, erecting 
many Palaces and Fine Temples throughout the Ems 
pire, and long flouriſhed in Eaſtern IIa, even till the 
Mahometans prevailed; and a Remnant of them are 
ſcattered in thoſe Parts to this Day, who retain 
of the old Uſages of the Free Maſons, for which they 
are here mentioned, and not for their Religious Rites, 
which are not the Subject of this Book: For we leave 
every Brother to Liberty of Conſcience ; but ſtrictly 
charge him carefully to maintain the Cement of the Lodge, 
and the three Articles of Noan. 

ZoROASTRES was ſlain by Argaſp the Scythian, A. M. 
3517; and Hy/taſpes died 3518. 

XERxXEs his Son ſucceeded, who encouraged the Ma- 
gian Maſons, and deſtroyed all the Image Temples, (except 
that of Diana at Epheſus) in his Way to Greece, with an 
Army of five Millions, and Ships paſt Number. 

A HASUE RUS, called Artaxerxes Longimames, having 
Vear of the married the beautiful Jeet, Queen Esr- 
Flood 1838, HER, became a great Favourer of the 
8 Fews ; and, in the third Year of his Reign, 
he made a great Feaſt in his Palace of Suza ; And the 
Drinking was according to the Law, NONE DID COMPEL : 
For fo the King had appointed to all the Officers of his Houſe, 
that they ſhould do according to every Man's Pleaſure. Eſt. i. 
ver. 8. He alſo appointed Ezra, the learned Scribe, 
to ſucceed ZERUBBABEL in the Direction of the CRAFT; 
who built many Synagogues, as well in Jeruſalem, as in 
the other Cities of Fudea ; and next to him NEHEMIAH, 
year of the Who built the ſtrong Walls of Feruſaler - 
Flood 1893, He for that Purpoſe divided his Wortmen 
* 6. 05h into Claſſes, or Companies, more properly 
Lodges, and aligned to each of them the Quarter where 
they were to work, and their Places of Refreſhment ; 
but referved to himſelf the Reviewal and Direction of 
the Whole, in which he laboured ſo effectually as to 
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compleat the Work, notwithſtanding the utmoſt Efforts 
of his Enemies, both within and without the Walls, to 
retard his Deſign. While Part of the CRArr were 
carrying on the Building, the other ſtood to their Arms 
to defend them againſt any ſudden Attack : And all had 
their Arms at Hand, even while they worked, to be 
ready, at a Signal given, to draw together to any Part 
where the Enemy ſhould be diſcoyered to be coming 
upon them. 

DARIUS NOTHUS gave Leave to Sanballat, 
the Haronite, the Friend and Advocate of „r of the 
the Samaritans, to build a Temple upon Flood 1940. 
Mount Gerizim, near Samaria, and ſo far . C. . 
inſinuated himſelf into the Favour of Darivs, as to 
procure the High-Prieſthood for Man assEs, his Son-in- 
Law, and Brother to JapDua the High-Prieſt of IR- 
RUSALEM. This Temple ſtood in Splendor till demo- 
liſhed by Jabn Hyrcanus, who levelled the City and Tem- 
ple with the Ground; and compelled all the Idumeans 
to conform to the Law of Moses. After NExEMIan, 
the High-Prieſt of Jeruſalem, was uſually the Provincial 
GRAND MASTER of Fudea, as well under the Perſians, 
as the Greeks and Romans. 

UNDER Darius Ochus, Mauſalus, King of Cari, 
in Leſſer Afia, died, which Accident was rendered fa- 
mous by the great Grief which Artemiſia, who was both 
his Siſter and his Wife, expreſſed at his Loſs. Before 
ſhe died, ſhe took Care for the erecting „nr or ,. 
that famous MonumenT for him, at Ha- Flood 1995. 
licarnaſſus, which was reckoned the fifth of 6: > 
the ſeven WonDERs of the World, and from whence all 
Monuments of more than ordinary Magnificence are 
called Mauſoleums. It was in Length, from North 
to South, ſixty-three Cubits, in Circuit 411 Feet, and 
in Height 140 Feet, ſurrounded with 136 Columns of 
moſt admirable Sculpture; and the Fronts, Eaſt and 
Weſt, had Arches ſeyenty-three Feet wide, with a Py- 
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ramid on the Side Wall, ending in a pointed Broach, on 
which was a Coach with four Horſes of one Marble 
Stone. All was performed by the four beſt Masons of 
the Age, Scopas, Leechares, Timotheus, and Briax. 
AFTER the Erection of SoLomMoN's, or, as ſome 
think, the ſecond Temple, the Rovar Ar was 
brought into Greece, where the CRAFT was encouraged 
to the utmoſt, and GeomMETRY every-where cultivated 
with uacommon Induſtry ; many noble Structures were 


| erected, which to this Day ſhew their former Magni- 


ficence and Grandeur, though many of thoſe early Per- 
formances of the Greeks in Architecture have been loſt 
in the Ruins of Time. 

IxnDEED, we read of the old Dedalus, and his Sons, 
the Imitators of the Egyptians and Phænicians, of the little 
Labyrinth in Crete, and the larger at Lemnos, of the 
Arts and Sciences early at Athens and Sicyon, Candia and 


Sicily before the Trojan War; of the Temples of Jupiter 


Olympus, Eſculapiue, Sc. of the Tryan Horſe, and 
other Things: But we are all in Darkneſs, Fable, and 
Uncertainty, till the Olympiads; which began in the 
thirty-fifth Year of Uzziah, King of Judab, when 
ſome of their bright Men began to travel, A. M. 3228. 
B. C. 776. before the Founding of Rome 28 Years. So 
that their moſt antient famous Buildings, as the Cita- 
del of Athens, the Court of Areopagus, the Parthenian, or 
Temple of iner de, the Temples of Theſeus and Apollo, 
their Porticoes and Forums, Theatres and Gymnaſiums, 
ſtately publick Halle, curious Briages, regular Fortifica- 
tions, frout Ships of War, and magnificent Palaces, with 
their beſt Statues and Sculpture, were, all of them, either 
at firſt erected, or e'ſe rebuilt fine, even after the Temple 
of ZERUBS8APEL ; for 

Tus Milesrvs, their firſt Philoſopher, who was 
Year of the the firſt that brought GeoMETRyY, with 
Flood 18 very great Improvements, out of EGyPT 
* into GREECE, died eleven Years only be- 
fore 
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fore the Decree of Cyrus ; and the ſame Year, 3457, 
PyTHAGORAS, his Scholar, travelled into Egypt; while 


PisisrRATrus, the Tyrant of Athens, began to collect 


the firſt Library in Greece. 

- PYTHAGORAS lived twenty-two Years among 
the Egyptian Prieſts, till ſent by Cambyſes to Babylon and 
Perfia, A. M. 3480, where he picked up great Know- 
ledge among the Chaldæan Magians, and Babyleniſh Ferws ; 
and returned to Greece the Year that Zerubbabes Tem⸗ 
ple was finiſhed, 4. M. 3489. 

He became, not only the Head of a new Religion of 
Patch-Work, but likewiſe of an Academy or Lodge of 
good Geometricians, to whom he communicated a Se- 
cret *, viz. That amazing Propoſition which is the Founda- 
tion of all Maſenry, of whatever Materials or Dimenſions, 
called by Maſons his HE U RE KA; becauſe they think 
it was his own Invention. 

Bur, after Pythagoras, GEOMETRY was the darlin 
Study of the Greets, and their learned Men reduced the 
noble Science to the Uſe of the ingenious Mechanicks of 
all Sorts, that perform by Geometry, as well as the Ope- 
rators in Stone or Brick. 

AxD as Masonky kept pace with Geometry, fo many 
Lodges appeared, eſpecially in the Grecian Republicks, 
where Liberty, Trade, and Learning flouriſhed ; as at Si- 
yen, Athens, Corinth, and the Cities of Ienia, till they 
arrived at their beautiful DoRIck, Ionick, and Corin- 
THIAN Orders. 

From this Time we date the ſtrict Union between 
the FREE and the ACCEPTED MasoNns, which has ſub- 
ſiſted ever ſince in all REGULAaz Lopes. | 

GREECE now abounded with the beſt Architects, Sculp= 
tors, Statuaries, Painters, and other fine Deſigners ; moſt 
of them educated at the Academies of Athens and Sicyon, 
who inſtructed many Artiſts, and Fel/2w-Crafts, to be 
the beſt Operators upon Earth : So that the Nations of 
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Alia and Africa, who had taught the Greets, were now 
taught by them. 

No Country but Greece could now boaſt of ſuch Men 
as Mycon, Phidias, Demon, Androcides, Meton, Anaxago- 
ras, Dipenus, and Scyllis, Glycon, Alcamenes, Praxitles, 
Polycletus, Lyſippus, Peneus, Euphronor, Perſeus, Philo- 
flratus, Zeuxis, Apoll:dorus, Parbaſius, Timanthes, Eu- 
pompus, Pamphilus, Apelles, Artemanes, Sacrates, Eudoxus, 
Metrodorus (who wrote of Maſonry) and the excellent 
Theadorus Cyreneus, who amplified Geometry, and pub- 
liſhed the Art Analytich, the Maſter of the divine PLaTo®, 
from whoſe School came Aenocrates, and Ari/lotle the Pre- 
ceptor of ALEXANDER the Great. 

Tu learned Greeks rightly judging, that the Rules 
of the beautiful Proportions in Architecture ſhould be 
taken from the Proportions of the Human Body, their 
fine Painters and Statuaries were eſteemed Architects, and 


were then actually ſo (even as by the Paznters) nor could 


they have been fine Painters without being Architects. 

THEREFORE ſeveral of thoſe excellent Painters and 
Philoſophers are in the Lift of antient Architects: Nay, they 
all openly taught Geemetry, and many of them practiſed 
Maſonry ; and being Gentlemen of good Repute, they 
were generally at the Head of the Craft, highly uſeful 
to the Fellaiu-Craſts, by their Deſigns and fine Draw- 
ings, and bred them up clever Artiſts: Only by a Law 
in Grezcz, no Slade was allowed to learn the ſeven liberal 
Sciences, or thoſe of the Free-born t; ſo that in Greece 
alſo they were called FREE Masoxs, and, in their ma- 
ny Ladges, the Noble and Learned were ACCEPTED as 
Brothers. 

ALEXANDER, the Macedonian, having overcome 
Vear of the Darius Codamannus at the GRAxicus, and 
Llood zc14. in the Battles of 2 and Arbela, taking 
PG N TyRE and Gaza, and ſoon over-run all 

Egypt ; 

Plato died A. M. 3656. B. C. 348. + According to 
the old Con/trrutiens, theſe are, I. Grammar. 2. Rhetorick. 3. 
[ 5.8. 1 Artthmetich. 5. GEOMETRY. 6. MA. 7. Aftronomy. 
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Egypt; poor Darius fied into Bafria, and was murdered 
by one of his own Generals. After a Continuance of 
207 Years, in him ended the PERS1¹Ax, and in Alexander 
began the Grecian Empire. In one of Alexander's 
drunken Frolicks, he burnt the rich and ſplendid City 
of PtRs;:PoLIs, which was truly a City of Palaces in 
the beſt Ityle; but all its Beauty and Splendor could not 
preſerve it from the inebriated Fury of this inſolent Diſ- 
turber and common Enemy of the human Race; by no 
Means to be allowed to rank in the Liſts of true 
Masons. 

HowEvi?R, his Architect, renowned Denocrates, before 
mentioned, prevailed with him to perform , of the 
ſome grand Deſign, and to encourage the Flood 2016. 
Fraternity ; he propoſed to him to diſpoſe 3 © 332. 
Mount Ar os into the Form of that Prince's Statue, 
with a City in one Hand, and in the other a large Lake 
to water that City; but this great Deſign never took 
Effet. The Ambition of Alexander prompted him to 
the Building of a new City in Egypt, in a very conve- 
nient Place over-againſt the Iſland of Pharos, and called 
it ALEXANDRYA, which thenceforth became the Capital 
of that Kingdom. It is remarked by Varro, that at the 
Time of building Alexandria, the Uſe of the Papyrus 
was firſt found aut, and uſed in that City by the Fer.- 
Low-CRrAFTSs to draw out their Deſigns and Plans up- 
on, for different Parts of their Work, and other Uſes. 
The Papyrus, in its proper Signification, is a Sort of 
great Bulruih, growing in the Marſhes of Egypt, near 
the Nile. It runs up into a triangular Stalk to the 
Height of about fifteen Feet, and is uſually a Foot and 
half in Circumſerence, Theſe, when flaked and ſepa- 
rated from the Stalk, made the Paper uſed by the An- 
tients, and which, from the Name of the Tree that 
bore it, they called alſo Papyrus. The Manner how 
it was fitted for Uſe may be ſeen in the eleventh and 
twelfth Chapters of the thirtcenth Book of Pliny's Na- 
tural Hiſtory. DEzNo-

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DExocRATES was the Architect of Alexandria, having 
firſt drawn a Plan of the City, with its Walls, Gates, 
and Streets; and Alexander left him to perfect the ſaid 
Work according to the Plan; which afforded ample 
Wa" of a Employment for the CRAFT T. But Alex- 
Flood 2025, ander dying drunk at Babylon, left his Em- 
pire to be parcelled out by his Generals. 


CHAF.. VL 


The State of Masoxry from Grand Maſter SELEUcus 
NicAxok, 10 the Death of HEROD the GREAT. 


ELEUCUS Nricanvr proved an excellent Grand 

Maſter, founded the Great Seleucia on the Euphrates 
for his Deputy in the Eg/t, and in the / he built his 
ſtately Capital City, the famous AnTIocH, in old Syria, 
with the great Grove of Daphne, a ſacred Afylum; in 
the Middle of which he reared the Temple of AFOLLO 
and DIANA (though it proved afterwards the Temple 
of Tenus and Bacchus) and alſo the leſſer Cities of 
old Syria, as Apamia, Berea, Seleucia, Laodicea, Edeſſa, 
Pella, &c. 


Masoxry flouriſhed moſt in Egypt, where the Grecian 
Year of the ARCHITECTURE was highly admired, and 
23222 where PTOLEMY Sor ER, another of Alex- 

tuck os ander's Generals, had ſet up his Throne. 
EucLip, the famous Geometer of Tyre, who had in his 
Travels collected the ſcattered Elements of GromeTRY, 
came to the Court of Ptclemy Soter, and was by him en- 
couraged to reſtore and teach that cle Science, eſpecially 
to the Children of the great Lords and Eſtates of the 
Realm, who by the continual Wars and Decay of the 
Sciences in former Reigns were reduced to great Neceſ- 
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ſities for want of Means to get an honourable and com- 
petent Livelihood. For this Purpoſe, ſays an old Re- 
cord of MAS NY, Euclid having received Commiſ- 
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ſion, he taught ſuch as were committed to his Charge 
the Science of Geometry in Practice to work in STONE 
all Manner of worthy Work that belongeth to build- 
ing of Altars, Temples, Towers, and Caſtles, and all 
other Manner of Buildings, and gave them a Charge 
in this Form : 


Fist that they ſhould be true to their King and to 
the Lord they ſerve, and to the Fellowſhip whereof 
they are admitted : And that they ſhould be true to 
and love one another : And that they ſhould call each 
other his Fellow or Brother ; not Servant, nor Knave, 
nor any other foul Name : And that they ſhould truly 
deſerve their Pay of their Lord, or the Maſter of the 
Work that they ſerve. 


© SECONDLY, That they ſhould ordain the wiſeſt of 
them to be the Maſter of the Work, and neither for 


Love nor Lineage, Riches nor Favour, to ſet another 


that hath but little Cunning to be Maſter of the Lord's 
Work ; whereby the Lord ſhould be evil ſerved, and 
they aſhamed : And alſo that they ſhould call the Go- 
verno of the Work MasTER, in the Time that they 
work with him, 

Ap many other Charges he gave them that are too 
long to relate; and to all theſe Charges, ſays my Au- 
thor, he made them ſwear a great Oath, that Men 
uſed at that Time. 


Ap he ordained for them a reaſonable Pay, where- 
by they might live honeſtly ; and alſo that they ſhould 
come and aſſemble together every Year once, to con- 
ſult how they might work beſt to ſerve the Lord, for 
his Profit, and to their own Credit; and to correct, 
within themſelves, him that had treſpaſſed againſt the 
CRAFT, 

Ax 
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Ax thus was the Craft grounded there: And that 
© worthy Clerk Euclid gave it the Name of GzomeTxy, 
© which now is called MAsoN RV.“ 


Arp he accordingly digeſted his Inſtructions into 
ſuch Order, improved and demonſtrated them fo accu- 
rately, as to have left no Room for any others to ex- 
ceed him in Geometry ; for which his Memory will ever 
be fragrant in the Lodges. According to the old Con- 
ſtitutions, PToLEMy, GRAND MasTER, with his War- 
dens, Euclip the Geometrician, and STRATON the 
Philoſopher, built his Palace at Alexandria, and the cu- 
rious Muſeum or College of the Learned, with the Li- 
brary of Bruchium, near the Palace, that was filled with 
400,000 Manuſcripts, or valuable Volumes, before it 
was burnt in the Wars of Julius Czsar. 


PTOLEMY PHILADELPHUS ſucceeded his Fa- 
ther in the Throne and Salamon's Chair too: And in his 
ſecond Year he carried on the great Tower of Pharo, 
founded by his Father *, the ſixth of the ſeven onders of 
Art, built on an Iſland, as the Light-Houſe for the Har- 
bour of Alexandria, (whence Light- Houſes in the Medi- 
terranean are called Faros) a Piece of amazing Architec- 
ture, by the Care of his Grand I/ardens Deriphanes 
and his Son Soſtratus: The Father built the Heptaſta- 
dium for joining the Iſland to the Continent, while the 
Son reared the Tower. 


PHILADELPHUs founded the City 14yos Hormus on the 
Red Sea for the Eaſt-India Trade, built the Temple of 
the Zephyrian Uenus in Crete, Ptolemais in Paleſtine, 

and 


Some prefer to this the great Oꝭeliſt of Queen Semin a- 
M1s, 150 Feet high, and 24 Feet ſquare at Bottom, all of one 
Stone like a Pyramid, that was brought from Armenia to Ba- 
bylon ; alſo an huge Rock cut into the Figure of Semiramis, 
with the imaller Rocks by it in the Shape of tributary Kings: 
If we may believe Car, againſt the Advice of Bereſus and 
Ariſtotle : For ſhe is not ſo antient as is generally thought, and 
icems to be caly the Queen of NON SSSR. 
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and rebuilt old Rabbah of the Armmonites, calling it Phi- 
ladelphia. Nay, he was fo accurate an Architect, that for 
a long Time all fine Maſonry was called Phtladelphian, 
or after the Style of Philadelphus. 

PTOLEMY, the Son of Philadelphus, called Eu- 
ERGETESs, ſucceeded, and was the /aft good GRAND Mas- 
TER in EcyeT: His Wardens were bis , e 4 
two learned Librarians, ERATOSTHENES Flood 2102. 
of Cyrene, and APoLLonius of Rhodes, Bore Giri 
The Library of Bruchium being near full, 
he erected another at Seraphium, which in Time con- 
tained 300, ooo Manuſcripts, and Cleopatra afterwards 
added 200,000 more, from the Library of Pergamus, 
given to her by Mark Anthony: But all this vaſt Library 
was burnt by the ignorant, ſtupid, and beſotted Saracens, 
when they took the City of Alexandria, to the irreparable 
Loſs of the Learned. It had been often rifled on the 
Revolutions and Commotions that happened in the Ro- 
man Empire, yet it was as often repaired and repleniſhed 
again with its full Number of Books, till this its final 
Deſtruction by the Saracens. This happened as follows: 
Fobannes Grammaticus, the famous Ariſtotelian Philoſo- 
pher, being then living at Aexandria, and having much 
ingratiated himſelf with Amrus Ebnol As, the General of 
the Saracen Army, and, by Reaſon of his great Learn- 
ing, made himſelf acceptable to him, he begged of him 
the Royal Library: To this Amrus replied, T hat it was 
not in his Power, but was wholly at the Diſpoſal of the 
Caliph, or Emperor of the Saracens, to whom he would 
write about it, who returned for Anſwer, That if thoſe 
Books contained what was agreeing with the Alcoran, 
there was no Need of them, for that alone was ſufficient 
of itſelf for all Truths; but if they contained what diſ- 
agreed with the Alcoran, they were not to be endured ; 
and therefore he ordered that, whatſoever the Contents 
of them were, they ſhould all be deſtroyed ; whereon 
being diſtributed among the publick Baths, they ſerved 


as 
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as Fuel for fix Months to heat all the Baths of Alexan- 
dria ; which ſhews how great the Number of them was, 
and what an ineſtimable Treaſure of Learning was 
wholly deſtroyed. 

EUERGETEs was the laſt good Grand Mafter of Egypt; 
and therefore we ſhall fail over the Helleſpent to view the 
glorious Temple of Cyzicus, with Threads of beaten Gold 
in the Joints of the Inſides of the Marble Stones, that 
caſt a fine Luſtre on all the Statues and Images: Beſides 
the curious Echo of the ſeven Towers at the Thraciam 
Gate of Cyxzicus, and a large Bouleutorion, or Town- Houſe, 
without one Pin or Nail in the Carpenter's Work ; fo 
that the Beams and Rafters could be taken off, and again 
put on, without Laces or Keys to bind them. 

Tux Rhodians employed the famous Architect, CHAREs, 
ver of the Of Lindus, to erect the great Colossus, 
<7 3 2043. at Rhoges, which employed him and his 

oy CRAFTSMEN for twelve Years. It was 
eſteemed the laſt of the ſeven Wonders of Art, and the 
greateſt human Statue under the Sun, to which it was 
dedicated. It was 70 Cubits high, and duly propor- 
tioned in every Part and Limb, ftriding over the Har- 
bour's Mouth, and wide enough to receive between its 
Legs the largeſt Ships under fail, and appeared at a 
Diſtance like a high Tower. It was thrown down by an 
Earthquake after it had ſtood 66 Years, and lay where 
it fell 894 Years more ; till at length, in the Year of 
Chriſt 672, Matias, the fixth Caliph of the Saracens, 
having taken Rhodes, ſold the Braſs to a Few Merchant, 
who loaded with it goo Camels, and allowing only 800 
Pounds Weight to every Camel's Burden, the Braſs of 
this Coloſſus, after the Waſte of ſo many Years, by the 
Ruſt and Wear of the Braſs itſelf, and the Purloinings 
and Embezzlements of Men, amounted to 720,000 
Pounds Weight. 

WHILE the Greeks were propagating 2 Science and 
the At in the very beſt Manner, founding new Cities, 


repairing 
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repairing old ones, and erecting Statues paſt Number, 
the other Africans imitated the Egyptians, Southward in 
Ethiopia down to the Cape of Good Hope; and alſo Weſt- 
ward to the Atlantick Shore : Though Hiſtory fails, and no 
Travellers have yet diſcovered the valuable Remains of 


thoſe many powerful Nations. Only we know that 

Tu CARTHAGINIANS had formed a magnificent Re- 
publick long before the Romans ; had built ſome thouſands 
of ſtately Cities and ſtrong Ca/tles, and made their great 
Capital CARTHAGE the Terror of Rome, and her Rival 
for univerſal Empire. Great was their Skill in Ges- 
metry and Maſonry of all Sorts, in Marble Temples, golden 
Statues, ſtately Palaces, regular Forts, and ſtout Ships 
that failed in all the known Seas, and carried on the 
chief Trade of the known World : Therefore the emu- 
lows Romans long deſigned its Deſtruction, having a pro- 
Pphetical Proverb, Delenda et Carthago Carthage muſt be 
demoliſhed ! which they accompliſhed, as in the Sequel. 

Tus HANNIBAL the Warlike, in his Retreat from 
Cartbage to Armenia, ſhewed his great Skill in drawing 
for King Artaxes the Plan of the City Artaxata, and ſur- 
veyed the Palace, Temples, and Citadel thereof. 

THe learned SicILIans, deſcended from the Greeks, 
followed their Inſtructions in Architecture throughout 
the land very early, at Agrigentum, Mc/jana, Cela, &c. 
eſpecially at Szracaſe; for when it was beſieged by the 
Romans, it was 22 Miles round, and Marcellus could 
not ſtorm it, becauſe of the amazing Devices of the 
learned Geonetrician, Architect, Mechanick, and En- 
gineer, the noble * ARCHIMEDES, till, by maſter- 
ing an ill-guarded Tower, the City was taken by Sur- 
prize on a Feſtival Day. But, though Marcellus gave 
a ftrict Charge to fave ARCHIMEDEs, a common Soldier 
few him, while, not minding the Uproar, the noble 
and learned Man was deeply engaged in mechanical Spe- 

culations 


Called by the old Maſons the Noble and Excellent Grane 
Mager of Cyracuſe. 
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culations and Schemes to repulſe the Romans, atid fave 
Syracuſe. MAarCELLUus ſhed Tears for him as a publick 
Loſs to the Learned, and gave him an honourable Burial 
in the Year of Rome 537. A. M. 3792. B. C. 212. while 
Hannibal diſtreſſed Italy. 

Many of the Grecian, Carthaginian, and Sicilian Ma- 
SONS had travelled into the North and Ht of Eu rope, 
and propagated their uſeful Skill, particularly in tach, 
Spain, the Balearick Iſlands, and the Coaſt of Gaul ; but 
Hiſtory fails, till the Roman Armies came there. Nor 
have we certain Accounts of the Chineſe and other H- 
Indians, till the Europeans navigated thither in theſe later 
Times; only the Wall of China makes a Figure in the 
Atap, though we know not yet when it was built: Alſo 
their great Cities, and moſt ſplendid Palaces, as de- 
ſcribed by Travellers, evidently diſcover that thoſe an- 
tient Nations had long cultivated Arts and Sciences, 
eſpecially Geometry and Maſonry. 

THrvs hitherto the Masons, above all other Artif, 
have been the Favourites of the Eminent, who wiſely 
joined the Lodges for the better conducting of their va- 
rious Undertakings in old Architecture; and ſtill great 
Men continued at the Head of the Craft. 

From Sicily we ſoon paſs into ITALY, to view the firſt 
Improvements of the Romans, who for many Ages af- 
fected nothing but War, till by Degrees they learned 
the Science and Art from their Neighbours. But 

TRE HETRURIANS, or Tuſcans, very early uſed their 
own natural Tuscan ORDER, never uſed by the Greeks, 
and were the firſt in Italy that learned from the Greeks 
the Doricx, Ionicx, and CorIxTHIAN Orders; till the 
Royal Art was there conſpicuous under their King Por- 
SENNA, who built a ſtately Labyrinth not inferior to that 
of Lemnos, and the higheſt Mauſoleum on Record. 

PorRSENNA died in the Year of Rome 303. A. M. 
3558. B. C. 446. the 19th Year of Artaxerxes Longi- 
manus, While the Romans were only engaged in ſub- 
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duing their Neighbours in Italy, and their Taſe was as 
yet but low ; till 

TURRENUS, the laſt King of the Tuſcans, be- 
queathed his Kingdom to the Romans, in the ſixth Year 
of Ph:ladelphus, while Pyrrhus diſtreſſed Italy, TurRE- 
Ns died A. M. 3725. The Tuſcans had built many fine 
ſtrong Places ; and now their Diſciples were invited to 
Rome, and taught the Romans the Royal Art, though 
ſtill their Improvements were not conſiderable, till 


MARCELLUsS, who triumphed in the ſplendid Spoils 
of Syracuſe, upon the Death of the Great ARCHIMEDEs, 
becoming the Patron of Arts and Sciences, employed 
his Fellow-Crafts to build at Rome his famous Theatre, 
with a Temple to Uirtuc, and another to Yonour ; yet 
the High Taſte of the Romans was not general till 


Scipio Afiaticus led them againſt Antiochus Magnus, 


King of Syria, and took from him all the Country /Y:/t 


of Mount Taurus, A. M. 3814 
In the 15th Year In the Year of Rome

For then, with Aſtoniſhment, they beheld the unſpeak- 
able Beauties of the Grecian and Afratick Architecture, 
ſtanding in full Splendor, which they reſolved to imitate. 


AxD ſo they went on improving, till

ſacked Corinth, the wealthy Queen of Greece ; who diſ- 
covered his Ignorance, when he threatened thoſe that 
earried home, from Cerinth, the inimitable Pictures of 

IX E Wercutes 
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Hercules and Bacchus, that if they loſt them they muft 
make them good with new ones. 

BoTH theſe Generals triumphed at Rome in the 
portable Monuments of Art brought from thoſe Cities, 
that had been the moſt opulent and glorious upon Earth. 
But now the Romans were fo wiſe as to bring home too 
the ableſt Profeſſors of Science, and Practitioners of Art, 
After which we read of ſeveral ſtately Edifices at Rome, 
built in the fineſt Grecian Style; as the famous Palace of 
Paulus Euros of the beſt Phrygian Marble; the 
Triumphal Arch of Marivs at Orange in Gaul, the three 
ſurprizing Theatres of Sc Aukus at Rome, &c. 

Tus one held 80,000 People at Shows or Plays. It 
had three Scenes or Lofts, one above another, with 360 
Columns: The firſt Row of Marble, each 38 Feet 
high; the ſecond Row was of Chry/al, and the third of 
gilded Nod: Between the Columns were 3000 Statues of 
Braſs. 

Tu other two Theatres were x od, ſuſtained on 
great Axles, whereby they could be turned round, and 
joined in one great Amphitheatre. 

THe mighty SYLLA brought the Columns of the Temple 
of Jupiter Ohmpius from Greece, to adorn the Temple of 
Jupiter Capitoliuus at Rome, after the old one, built by 
Turguinius Superbus, was burnt; in whoſe Time Jupiter 
was only of Clay, but now of pure Gold. 

Lucullus, the learned and brave, erected a fine Li- 
brary, and a ſplendid Houſe with Gardens, in the A/catick 
Style. 

3 the Great built a Theatre that held 40,000 
People at the Shows, near his fine Palace, and his Temple 
of Miſtorv. 

Tags and other great Men, during the * Re- 
publick, much encouraged Architects and Maſons as their 
Patrons ; and, in their AbGace, the Conſul Reſident, or 
the High-Prie/t of Rome, or the Arch-Flamin, or ſome 
other Great Man on the Spot, thought it his Honour to 

I be 
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be the Patron of Arts and Sciences (what we now call 
Grand Mafter ) attended duly by the moſt ingenious of 
the Fraternity, till the Republick was near its Exit by the 
Competition of Pompey and Ceſar for Pre-eminence. 

Bur Pour being routed at Pharſalia, and murdered 
by the Egyptians in his Flight, the Kepublick expired, and 
Juiius Cs obtained the Pre-eminence A. M. 3956. 
B. C. 48. Year of Rome 70t. Before the Birth of 
Chrift 44. 

C &SAR, now perpetual Dictator and Imperator, a m0 
Geometrician, Architect, Engineer and Aſtronomer, be- 
ing High-Preeft, reformed the Roman CALENDAR, B. C. 
or before the Chriſtian Ara 45. 

Hz and his Legions had built much in Gaul, and at 
Rome he raiſed his great Circus or Square, a true Oblong, 
three Furlongs in Length, and one in Breadth, that held 
260,000 People at the Shows : Alſo his ſtately Palace, 
and lovely Temple of Wenus, and ordered Carthage 
and Corinth to be rebuilt, about 100 Years after they 
were demoliſhed *. 

But CzsaR, intending firſt to quell the Parthians, 
and then, as Grand Maſter of the Roman Republich, to 
encourage the Science and the Art beyond all before him 
in univerſal Peace, was baſely murdered by his ungrate- 
ful Brutus under Pompey's Statue, A. H. 3960. B. C. 44. 
His Death was ſoon followed by the Conqueſt of Egypt, 
the Death of Cleapatra, and End of the Grecian Monarchy ; 
and the Commencement of the Raman Empire, by the 
Victory Auguſtus gained over Anthony at Actium. 

ROME became now the Center both of Learning 
and fupreme Power, under AUuGUusTus, the illuſtrious 
GRAND MasTER, with his Deputy A- Vear of the 
GRIPPA; who erected the great Portico of Flood 2319. 
the Pantuzon ; and his principal J/arden, e 
the learned Virn nerds, who became the Father of true 


 ArchiteFure by his admirable Writings. T his mighty 
E 2 Patron 


* See Pliny, who gives a fall Account of theſe Things. 
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Patron firſt employed his Fellow-Crafts in repairing all 
the publick Edifices (a moſt needful Work after the 
Wars) and in rebuilding ſome of them. But alſo he 
built the Bridge of Arminium; and at Rome the Temple of 
Mars the Avenger, the Temple of A polle, the Rotunda 
called Galucio, the great and ſumptuous Forum, the prin- 
cipal and magnificent Palace of AuGusTus, with ſome 
leſſer Palaces ; the fine Mauſoleum, the accurate Statue 
in the Capitol, the curious Library, the Portico, and the 
Park for People to walk in, &c. Nay, he filled the 
Temples of Rome with the moſt coſtly Statues, and wittily 
ſet up that of CLEOPATRA (of maſſy Gold brought from 
Egypt) in the Temple of Venus. 

In thoſe Golden Days of AucusTvus, the Eminent 
following his Example, built above 100 Marble Palaces 
at Rome, fit for the greateſt Kings ; and every ſubſtantial 
Citizen rebuilt their Houſes too in Marble, all joining 
in the ſame Diſpoſition of adorning Rome ; whereby ma- 
ny Lodges appeared, in City and Suburbs, of the Free 
and Accepted Aaſons; ſo that AuGusTvus, when a dying, 
juſtly ſaid, I found Rome built of Brick, but I leaves it 
built of Marble. 

THEREFORE the preſent Remains of antient Ran in 
his Time, and of ſome following Emperors, are ſo ac- 
curate, that they are the beſt Patterns of true Maſonry 
extant, the Epitome of all the old Grecian Architecture, 
commonly expreſſed by the AUGUSTAN STYLE ; and 
we now wiſh to arrive at its glorious Perfection in / 
dam, Strength, and Beauty. 

Bur, before the Death of AuGusTus, we muſt tra- 
vel into Judea. The High-Priefts of Jeruſalem had been 
Provincial Grand Majiers there, under the Kings of E- 
gt, then Sovereigns of the Fews, till SELEUCUs 
A. M. 3824. P hilopater King of Syria ſeized Fudea, or 
B. C. 130. Paleſtine. His Son, viz. 

AxTIoCHUus Epiphanes cruelly perſecuted the Fews till 
reſcued by the valiaat Manæan Prieſt, Judas Maccabeus ; 
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for long after Zerubbabel and Jaſbus the High-Prieft, an 
ordinary Prieſt, called Aſmoneus, appeared, not of the 
Houſe of Foſhna, but only of the Courſe of Foarih, the 
Great Grandfather of Mattathias, the brave Prieſt of 
Modin and Father of Maccaszvs. 


For the lineal Succeſſor of Jeu was Or1as IV. 
(Son of Onias III. the laſt good High-Prizft) who, be- 
ing deprived of his Right by the Syrian Kings, went to 
Egypt, where he got leave to build a Temple at Helia- 
polis, like that of Jeruſalem, for the Fews in Egypt and 
Cyrene, then more numerous and opulent than thoſe in 
Fudea. This Temple was founded - A. . 3855. 
But the Aſmoneans or Maccabees fought B. C. 149. 
their Way to Pre- | It ſtood ſplendid till A. D. 73. 
eminence againſt the 
Syrian Kings, and during Years 222. 
alſo obtained it as | Tilldeſtroy'd by Vſpaſian the Emperor. 
High-Priefls and Princes of the eus, during about 130 
Years, till Mark Anthony and Ofavianus got the Senate of 
Rome to create HERoD the Edomite, or Idumæan Few, 
King of Judea, in the Capital, A. MH. 3964, and, by 
the Help of the Romans, HERO D conquered AxT1G0- 
NUs, and mounted the Throne at Feruſalem,

He got rid of all the Aſmnonæans, made the Sanhedrim 
uſeleſs, and ſet up High-Prizfts at his Pleaſure. But, for 
all his great Faults, 

HERoD became the greateſt Builder of his Day, the 
Patron or Grand Maſter of many Lodges, and ſent for the 
moſt expert Fellow-Crafts of Greece to aſſiſt his own 
Jeus : For, after the Battle of Afium, B. C. 30, be- 
fore Chriſt's Birth 26, 

HERoD, being reconciled to Auguſtus, began to ſhew 
his mighty Skill in Maſenry, by erecting a ſplendid Gre- 
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cian THEATRE at Feru/alem, and next built the 
ſtately City Sebaſſe (ſo called from Sebaſtos or Auguftes ) 
formerly Samaria, with a curious little Temple in it like 
that of Jeruſalem. He made the City Cæſaraa the beſt 
Harbour in Paleſtine, and built a Temple of white Marble 
at Paneas ; the Cities Autipatrit, Phaſaelis and Cypron, 
and the Tower of Phaſael at Feruſalem, not inferior to 
the Pharos of Alexandria, &c. 

Bor his moſt amazing Work was his Rebuilding of 
the Temple of ZzRUBBABEIL. 

HEROD, being in full Enjoyment of Peace and 
Plenty, formed a Deſign of new-building the Temple 
at Jeruſalem, whereby he thought he ſhould not only re- 
concile to himſelf the Affections of the Fews, but alſo 
erect a Monument of laſting Honour to his own Name. 
The TEMPLE built after the Return of the Fews from 
the Babylonihh Captivity, though an admirable Building, 
500 Years being elapſed ſince its Erection, was greatly 
decayed, both by the Length of Time, and alfo by the 
Violence of Enemies. Herod propoſed to build the whole 
TEMPLE a-new, and, in a general Aſſembly of the 
People, offered to them what he intended. But when 
he found them ftartled at the Propoſal, to deliver them 
from their Fears, he told them that he would not take 
down the OLD Temple till he had all the Materials ready 
Vear of the for erecting a NEw one in its Place; and 
Flood 2329. accordingly he did forthwith ſet himſelf to 
BetoreCort9. make all Manner of Preparations for it ; 
employing therein 1000 Waggons for carrying of the 
Stone and Timber; 10,000 Masons, beſides Labourers, 
to fit all Things for the Building, and marſhalled them 
into Lodges under 1000 Priefts and Levites, ſkilful in all 
Parts of ARCHITECTURE, to ſuperviſe and direct them 
in the Work, himſelf acting as Gx AND MASTER, with 
his Wardens HILLEL and SHAMMAI, two learned Rab- 
bins of great Reputation. In two Years Time, he had 
got all Things ready for the Building ; and then, and 
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not before, did he pull down the oLD Temple to the very 
Foundations. 

Taz Fot-Stone of the NEW Temple was levelled juſt 
forty-ſax Years before the firſt Paſſover of Cyr1sT's perſo- 
nal Miniſtry, at which Time the Jews told him, John ii. 


20. Forty and fix Years hath THIS Temple been in building 


For although then forty-ſix Years had paſſed from the 
Time it was begun ; yet that Part which was moſt pro- 
perly the Temple, that is, that which contained the H:/y 
Place, the HoLy of Hor1ts in the Eat, and the Poxch 
in the Vn, through which was the Paſlage leading 
to both, were finiſhed, at an amazing Coſt, in the 


ſhort Space of one Year and fix Months, 8 


and the reſt deſigned by Herad, in eight Flocd 2141. 


Years more; when the FRATERNITY ce- Before C. 7. 


lebrated the Cape - Stone, with great Joy and in due Form; 
and the KING ſolemnized its Dedication with great Pomp 
and Expence. And the Day appointed for it falling in 
with the Day of the Year when he firſt received the 
Crown, augmented the Solemnity. 

A GREAT Number of Masons were continued at 
Work for the carrying on the Out Buildings, all the Time 
of our SAvIOouUR's being here on Earth, and for ſome 
Years after, till the Coming of Gesivs FLorvs to be 


| Governor of Judea; when he cauſed 18,000 Maſons to 


be diſcharged at one Time, which gave great Offence 
to the cus, and, perhaps, was one Cauſe of thoſe ma- 
ny Mutinies and Seditions, which at laſt drew on the 
Deſtruftion of JERUSALEM, and the TEMPLE with it 
ſo that it ſeems very unjuſt to charge the Maſons with 
being the Fomenters of thoſe Diſturbances, for the Want 
of Employment; when all the Jews looked on this Be- 
haviour of the Roman Governor as levelled not only 

againſt their Temple, but their Worſhip. alſo. 
FOSEPHUS deſcribes the TEMrLE of HzroD 
(Lib. xv. Cap. 14.) as a moſt admirable and magnificent 
Fabrick of Marble, ſet off with the greateſt Profuſion

AFTER the Birth of Chi four Years, or when CHRIS 
was going in his fourth Year, the CHRISTIAN Ara 
begins, A. M. 4004, commonly called Ax NO Domini 1. 

DurinG the long Reign of AuGusTus, the CRAFT 
was well cultivated ; worthy Craftſmen were every- 
where employed and encouraged, as well in Europe as in 
Aſia, till his Death, which happened at Nola in Campa- 
nia, after a glorious Reign of forty-four Years. 
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CHAP. VI. 


The State of MasoxRVY from the Birth of CHRIsT, and 
Death of Hzrop the Great, to the Reſtoration of the 
AUGUSTAN Style in ITALY. 


[BERIUS, the Collegue of AvucusTus, having 
attained to the Imperial Throne, became a Pa- 
tron and Encourager of the Fraternity. 
Under him the Lord JEsus CHRIST was 9 . 0 * 
crucified without the Walls of Jeruſalem, of the Flood 
by Pontius Pilate, the Roman Governor of 7. 
Fudea, and roſe again for the Juſtification 
of all that believe in him: 

T1BERIVs afterwards baniſhed Pilate for his Injuſtice 
to Chrift. | 

THE AvGusTAN Style was much cultivated, and the 
expert Craftſmen met with great Encouragement ; even 

Neo raiſed his own Statue of Braſs 110 Feet high, 
and built a moſt glorious gilded Palace. 

VEsSPASIAN ſent his brave Son Titus to ſubdue the Jews, 
and take Jeruſalem ; when a Soldier in the Sack of the 
Town, contrary to the Orders of that generous and noble 
Conqueror, ſet Fire to the TEMPLE : Soon after that the 
whole City was levelled with the Ground, not one Stone 
being left upon another ; and the Conqueror ordered a 
Plough to paſs over the Ruins thereof, as a Teſtimony of 
its irrecoverable State and final Deſolation, agreeable to 
the Prophectes that foretold its Deſtruction. 

VesPASIAN ſhut the Temple of YA. DP). 70 
Janus, and built the Temple of hate Rk 6 
Peace. He raiſed his famous Am- Crucifixion 


phitheatre, when the rich CourosirE ORDER was firſt 
uſed. He ordered the Jewiſb Temple in Egypt to be de- 

moliſhed, A. D. 73, and died A. D. 77. 
UPox the Return of Titus from the Overthrow of 
the Fewi/h Nation, he cauſed a triumphal Arch, adorned 
| with 
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with ſplendid Engravings and Sculptures, to be built, and 
ſoon after his noble Palace, with the famous Statue of 
LAocoon of one Stone. 


DomiTiAan built the Temple of Mintrva, and re- 
built that of CariToLinus, which he overlaid with 
Plates of Gold; and had all the Columns cut out at 
Athens. He alſo built a Palace more rich and grand 
than that of Auguſtus, with ſtately Galleries in the Por- 
tico, beſides Halls, Baths, and beautiful Apartments 
for his Women. He died A. D. 63, ſucceeded by 
Nerva, who died 95, after he had adopted 


TRAjAx, who, by his Warden, the renowned 4r- 
chitect APOLLODORUS, laid a wonderful 
Bridge over the Danuse, built a noble 
Circus and Palace, two triumphal Arches, 
and his famous Column, that exceeds all Admiration, be- 
ing 128 Feet high, and the Aſcent to the Top of it by 
123 Stairs, with forty-four Windows. The Aſhes of 
this Emperor were put into an Urn, and repoſited in 
the Top of this ſtately Column: It was moreover adorn- 
ed with Figures in Baſſo Relieve, aſcending in ſpiral 
Lines from the Baſe to the Capital. The Roman Co- 
lumns were not wont to be raiſed without ſome my/{ical 
Sizgnification, and in this Reſpect they followed the In- 
ventions of the Solomonian and Egyptian Masons ; ſome 
being Monuments of Stability and Firmneſs, ſome of fa- 
mous and noble Atchievements:; and others of Captivity, 
Reproach, and Overthrow. ADRIAN, who 
was a learned Deſigner and OPERATWWE 
Maso, repaired the publick Buildings, built 
the Roman WaLL in BRITAIN, an amazing Work, 
whoſe Remains are yet to be feen in Northumberland, a 
commodious Bridge at Rome; and his famous Mavso- 
LEUM, or Meles ADRIAN, with exact Colonading. 


AnToxixnus Pirvs raiſed his curious Column, and 
died A. D. 159.

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Marxcvs AuREL1vs countenanced the Artiſts till he 
died, A. D. 178. 

Commopvs, though educated a Deſigner, turned vi- 
cious ; and, in his Time, Painting and Sculpture began 
to decline, though not yet Architecture.

191. 

SEVERUS built his Corinthian Epizone at Rome, and 
Afurſrver in Britain. He died at York, A. D. 209. 


CARACALLA erected his ſplendid Circus, and died 
A. D. 215. And thus flouriſhed the Royal! Art down 
to CONSTANTINE the Great, who reared, 
at Rome, the laſt triumphal Arch of the Au- Aft - a

guſtan Style : For he removed his Throne 

to ByzANTIUM, which he named ConsTANTINOPLE, 
with all the portable Monuments of Art from 7taly, and 
the beſt Artiſts, to embelliſh his new Metropolis “, 
where he built, at a vaſt Rate, many artful Piles, Fa- 
rums, Hippodromes, Temples or Churches, Porticaes, Foun- 
tains, a flately Imperial Palace and Senate- Houſe, a Pillar 
of Porphyry of eight Stones, about 87 Feet high above 
the Pedeſtal, and the amazing Serpentine Pillar, with his 
own Equeſtrian Statue, &c. He died A. D. 336. 


ConsTaxs brought with him to Rome the famous Ar- 
chitet HormisDaAs, the King of Perfia's Son, who was 
juſtly aſtoniſhed at the antient Structures and Statues, and 
declared them inimitable : For now all the Arts of De- 
ſigning dwindled at Rome, as they flouriſhed at Conftan- 
tinople. Nay, the Chr:i/tians, in Zeal againſt Heathen 
Idolatry, demoliſhed many curious Things, till the Re- 
man Empire was partitioned between two Brothers, V a- 
LENTINIAN and V ALENS. 


VALENTINIAN was Emperor of the De at Rome. 
He died A. D. 374, and this Empire was ſoon ingrofled 
by the — VALENSs, Emperor of the Eaft at Con- 


flan-

the Great, who gloried in being a Patron of 

VE all the Deſigners and Operators, the ſame as 

, GRAND MASTER; and loved them ſo well, 
that by a Law he exempted all the CRAFT from Taxation. 

Txt Northern Nations of Europe, the Goths, Van- 
dals, Huns, Allemans, Herules, Sweves, Dacians, Alans, 
Franks, Gepidans, Saxons, Angles, Longobards, and many 
more, had gradually grown powerful as the Roman Em- 
ire decayed, and invaded Greece, Aſia, Gaul, Spain, and 
Africa; nay Italy itſelf; over-running the polite World, 
like a Deluge, with warlike Rage and groſs Ignorance, 
the Enemies of Arts and Sciences; thus 

He ſtopped their Career, who had over-run the polite 
World, like a Deluge, with the moſt ferocious Rage, and 
the groſſeſt Ignorance, defacing and deſtroying all the 
noble Monuments of Antiquity, and all Appearances of 
the liberal ARTs and SCIENCES, being the declared Ene- 
mies of Literature. 

THEoposvs became ſole Emperor of the Eaſt and 
Weſt, but unhappily partitioned it again between his 
two Sons, Hoxckivs and ARcanDI1vs, the latter of 
whom enriched the City of Con/lantineple with many ſu- 
perb Structures, and a lofty Piliur, with a Flight of 
Stairs in the Heart of it, 147 Feet high: But much in- 
ferior to that Pillar called the HManument in Landon, de- 
fiigned by Sir Chriſtopher Wren, GRAND MasSTER of 
M asons in EXGLAXD in 1674. 

THrEoDosIUs the Younger, alio, enriched the ſame City 
with many Statues, Columns, and Obeliſts ; being the 
Spoils of War from Greece, Egypt, and Aſia; and em- 
ployed the CRAFT in repairing and erecting ſome addi- 
tional Works to the great Church of ST. SoPHIA. 

FUSTINIAN the Firſt ſupported the Lodges of Artiſis 
or Craftſmen, and refiored the whole Roman Empire al- 

moſt 
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moſt to its ſormer Greatneſs and Glory: For in pure 
Zeal for the Aud usr Ax Style, and all noble 3 
Sciences, now in the extremeſt Peril of being N 8 
loſt, he ſent his General, the brave and | 
renowned BELIsARIUs, with a powerful Army againſt 
Totila, the GoTH, who with a Multitude of Savages had 
taken old Rome, and ſet it on Fire; which continued 
burning for thirteen Days together ; when about two 
Thirds of that lofty City was laid in Aſhes, or levelled 
with the Ground ; and muſt all have un- 
dergone the ſame Fate, but that the daſ- — * 
tardly Crew were forced to fly on the Ap- | 
proach of BELisarius. But what they had demoliſh- 
ed, ſoon brought on the Deſtruction of the reſt ; ſo that 
at this Period may be fixed the total Departure of Arts 
and Learning from Italy and the Weſt; the AuGusTAN 
Style, with all its noble Improvements, the worthy Cr ary 
of MasoxRy, and the Harmony of the Lodges, being by 
Gothick Ignorance overthrown and forgotten. 
ZUSTINTAN collected the Body of the Civil Law, 
or Codex Fuſtinianus, which by the Judgment and In- 
duſtry of Trebonian, and other Coadjutors, 
was digeſted into the Form we now have * 
it: He alſo expended thirty- four Millions gy 
of Gold, in rebuilding the Church of ST. Soraia, which 
he intended ſhould equal, it not excel, the Cemple of 
SOLOMON ; but in vain, This Emperor cauſed the 
Eyes of Beliſarius to be put out, and otherwiſe ſo per- 
ſecuted him, that he was forced to beg at the great 
Gate of St. Sophia, Date cbolum Beliſarie, quem virtus ex- 
tulit, invidia depreſſit * : Many great and noble Actions 
were performed by "0 but all of them will nc: 
wipe off his ſavage Ingratitude to ſo worthy a Man. 
 FRoM this Period the SciExNCEs and ArrTs began to 
decline a-pace in the Eq, as we have already obſeryel 
ie

numents of ART in their Way, Every Thing that had 
the leaf} Appearance of Elegance, or Places dedicated to 
learned Uſes, were aſſuredly doomed to im- 


After Chriſt mediate Deſtruction. So that Arts and

now ſuffered more in Aſia and Africh, than at any Period 
of Time before; and the Augu/tan Style in the Eg is 
thereby, in all Probability, buried in Oblivion for ever. 

THrus that noble, juſt, and beautiful Manner of 


Building was quite loft, and the very Principles thereof 


forgotten ; for when the Goths and thoſe conquered by 
them began to affect ſtately Structures, their Architec- 
ture, which probably they had but at ſecond Hand from 
the Arabs and Mozrs, became ſo coarſe and artleſs, that 
the greateſt of their Architects knew nothing of juſt 
Deſigning ; they wanted both Heads and Hands to imi- 
tate the Ancients ; nor could they do it for many Ages ; 
yet, not wanting Wealth and Ambition, they did their 
beſt: And ſo the more ingenious gradually coaleſced in 
Societies or Lodges, in Imitation of the Ancients, accord- 
ing to the remaining Traditions that were nat quite ob- 
literated, and hammered out a new Style of their own, 
called the GOTHICK. 

THe remaining Monuments of which, loaded with 
vaſt Improprieties, are Evidences of the Ignorance of 
the Archites. So far indeed they differed from the An- 


cients in their Pratortians and Oraments, that its Columns 


are 
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are either too maſſy, in a Form of vaſt Pillars, or as 
flender as Poles, having Capitals without any certain 
Dimenſions, carved with the Leaves of Branch-urfin, 
Thiſtles, Coleworts, c. and likewiſe adorned with ex- 
penſive Carvings, and coſtly, though lamentable Imagery, 
without any of that auguſt Beauty and juſt Symmetry, 
which the Fabricks of the AxciEN rs entertain us with: 
Yet it muſt be owned, that the Endeavours of the 
Gor nick Craftſmen to ſupply the Want of good 0 
Still, with their numerous and coſtly Decorations for 
that Purpoſe, were very laudable, and manifeſted their 
great Eſteem for the Royal Art; and have, it muſt be 
confeſſed, rendered their Structures very venerable and 
magnificent, though bearing no Compariſon with the 
true high Taſte of the GRECLAN or RoMAN Style. 


CHAP. VIII. 


The REvivaL of OLD Architecture, or the AUGusTAN 
Style. 


(, HARLE MAIN laboured ftrenuouſly After Ci-if 
to reſtore ancient Architecture, kept up ** 
fome Lodges, and gave great Encouragement to the 
Craft. The French alſo made very great Progreſs in the 
ſame grand Deſign, under Hucu Carter. His Son 
RoseRT vigorouſly proſecuted the Deſign of his Father, 
and by Degrees ol Architecture was run almoſt into as 
great an Exceſs of Delicacy, as the Gothick had done 
before in Maſſiveneſs. 

True Maſonry began to revive again in After cori 
Tuscanr, where Buſchatio, the Greek, be- —_— 
gan a faint Imitation of the Ancients in the Church 
of ST.

James the German built the firſt fine Edifices of 
Florence, whoſe Son JacorBo ARNoLPHo LAro, 
with the Painter CIuABorus, defigned the Cathe- 


dral of St. Mary Delor: — 1298 


CHARLES of Anjou, King of Naples, was the fir/? 
Prince that publickly encouraged the Revival of the Arts 
of Deſigning, by employing the ſaid Cimaboius and Nicho- 
las Piſan to build an Abby in the Plain of Tagha Cotzo, 
where CHARLES had defeated the Pretender Conradin. 
Joan Pis Ax, Son of Nicholas, built for the King his 
new Caftle of Naples. This Royal Patron (the fame as 
Grand Maſter ) of the Revivers, died A. D. 1285. And 
his Succeſſors enriched the Kingdom of Naples with 
learned Architects and ſplendid Edifices. 

CiMaBoius and the Piſans educated many fine Maſ- 
ters and Fellaw-Crafts, particularly 

G1oTTo the Architect; till the] After ToriLA's Ha- 
Florentines arrived at a pretty good vk — 547 
Imitation of the Ancients, which f Years - — 753 
was diſcovered in all the Parts of —— 
the Church in St. Miniate A. D. 1300 

GioTTo and his Pupils formed an Academy of De- 
ſigners, or a learned Lodge at Florence, who, like thoſe of 
old at Athens and Sicyon, enlightened , Itah, by ſending 
forth excellent Connoifleurs and dexterous Operators in 
all the Arts of Deſigning. 

ANDREW Pis Ax, one of them, was made a Magiſ- 
trate of Florence; and many of them afterwards flouriſhed 
Wealthy at Piſa, Ravenna, Venice, Urbins, Rome, and 
Naples. 

LauRENTIO GHIBERTo, educated there, conducted 
for ſome T ime the Raiſing of the ſaid St. Mary Daifirre, 


and 
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and framed the Two Brazen Gates of St. Fahn's, of which, 
long afterwards, Michael Angels ſaid in Rapture, that 
they were worthy of being the Gates of Paradiſe. 

DoxATELLo next appeared with Andrea Verrachio, the 
Maſter of Piedra Perrugino and Leonarda da Vinci, pro- 
digious Men ! Alſo Daminigo Ghirlandaio, the Maſter of 
Michael Angelo and Maiano, and other ſublime and pro- 
found Architects, | 

Bur the Gothick Style was not quite left off at Fe- 
rence, where a learned Lodge of Deſigners was eſtabliſh- 
ed, till BaUNELEsCH1, having ſtudied at 
Rome the Beauty and Juſtneſs of the ou FR _ 
Roman Buildings there ſtanding or proſtrate, vt 
eſtabliſhed the compleat Uſe of the Dorick, Dnick, Co- 
rinthian, and Compoſite Orders ; which Event happened 
853 Years after the Devaſtation of ToTiLa. 

THis happy Reſtoration of the Auguſlan Style was alſo 
much owing to the Princes of the Housk of Mepicis ; 
for JohN de Merlicis, Duke of Florence, became the Pa- 
tron or GRAN D MASTER of the aforeſaid Lodge or Aca- 
demy ; and his Son Cosmo J. 

Cosmo I. de Medicis, educated in that ſame Academy, 
ſucceeded his Father as Duke of Flirence, and Grand 
Maſter of the Revivers. He erected a fine Library of 
the beſt Manuſcripts brought from Greece and Aſia, and 
a curious Cabinet of the rareſt and moſt valuable Things 
that could be gathered. He eſtabliſhed very great Com- 
merce by Sea and Land, and juſtly acquired the Title 
of Pater Patriæ, the Father of his Country, and died 
#. D- 2486- — - 

PETER I. de Medici: upheld the Lodge, and died Duke 
of Florence, A. D. 1472. But he was not ſo eminent as 
either his Father or his Son 

Joux JuLiax de Medicis, the moſt beautiful Youth, 
and the moſt excellent Connoifſeur in true old Archi- 
tecture in all Florence. He was alſo an excellent Ope- 
rative Maſon, and died A. D. 1498. 

F His 
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Hrs Grandſon, LAUREN ZO I. enriched the ſame at a 
vaſt Expence, and built a great Gallery in his Garden 
for educating the moſt promiſing Youth, of whom Mi- 
chael Angelo was his Favourite. His ſecond Son, Joux, 
elected Pope LEO the Tenth, was GRAND MasTER in 
rearing the CATHEDRAL of ST. PETER at Ron. His 
Couſin Julius, afterwards Pope CLEMENT the Seventh, 
alſo carried on ST. PETER's, as GRAN D MasTER : And 
ſo that whole Family thought it their Honour to encou- 
rage ARTS and SCIENCES, and to promote 
the Intereſts of the FrRaTEerniTY, down 
to Cosmo the Second, created GRAND 
Dokk of Tuscany, who was the AuGusTvs of his 
Day, as the Patron of true Architecture. 

Cos uo II. de Medicis ſucceeded Duke Alexander 1537, 
as abſolute Duke of Florence. 

He inſtituted the Knights of the Order of St. Stephen, 
1561. Pops Pius V. and the Emperor Ferdinand I. gave 
him the Title of GREAT Duke of Tuſcany, A. D. 1569. 

He was the chief Patron, or Grand Mafter of all the 
Italian Deſigners and Craftſmen in Architefure, Paint- 
ing, Sculpture, Statuary, Carving, and Plaiſtering. He 
inſtituted the famous Academy or Lodge at Piſa, for the 
Improvement of Diſciples and Entered * Prentices. He 
made ſuch beautiful Alterations in the Buildings of Flo- 
rence, that, like Auguſtus, when a dying, he ſaid, I found 
the City built of Brick and cearſe Stone, but I leave it built 
of poliſhed Marble. He died, aged only 55 Years, A. D. 
1574 


AFTER the Revival cf the AUGUSTAN STYLE in 
Italy, A. D. 14co, 

Leon BAPTIsTA ALBERTIL was the firſt Modern that 
wrote of Architecture; and many excellent Maſons flou- 
riſhed in this 15th Century. But more were born and 
educated, who proved the Wonders of the World in the 
next Century, and will be ever mentioned in the Lodges 
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with the greateſt Honour, for improving the Revival, as 
if the Augu/tan Age itſelf had revived, under the generous 
Encouragement of the Popes, the Princes, and States of 
Italy, the Patrons of the many Lob Es then conſtituted. 
Thus 

BRAMANTE, the learned Monk of Urbene, ſtudied 
Masownry at Milan under CÆsARIAN0O; and, after 
having narrowly examined all the Remains of the An- 
cients throughout Italy, he was employed by three ſuc- 
ceſſive Popes, to build at Rome the Cloi/ter of the Church 
of Peace, the Palace of the Chancery, and St. Laurence in 
Damaſo. He adorned many old Churches with Frontiſ- 
pieces of his own Deſigning, built the pretty little Sz. 
Peter's in Mont Orio, raiſed ſome Buildings in the YVati- 
can, and in the Palace of Belvidere. 

PoE Julius II. the learned Patron or Grand Va/ter 
of Rome, retained BRAMANTE as his Architect and 
Grand Warden, 1503; and ordered him, as Maſter of 
Work, to draw the Grand Deſign of ST. PRrER's new 
CATHEDRAL in Rome, the largeſt and moſt accurate 
Temple now in all the Earth, and the ſaid Pops with 
BRAMANTE led a folemn Aſſembly of Cardinals, Clergy- 
men, and Craftſmen, to leveTthe Foot-St:ne of Great ST, 
PETER's in due Form, A. D. 1507. 

BR AM AN TE conducted that Work ſeven Years, till 
be died; and was buried in it by PoE LEO X. duly at- 
tended by his Craftſmen, A. D. 1514. | 

RAPHAEL of Urbino, the Prince of Painters, had 
learned Maſonry. of his Uncle Bramante, and ſucceed- 
ed him in ſurveying St. Peter's till he died, aged on- 
ly 37 Years, on his own Birth-Day, April the 6th, 
1520, when he was to be made a Cardinal by Pope Leo 
X. and with a univerſal Mourning was buried in the 
Rotunda or Pantheon. | 

JFOCUNDE of Verena, and Ax rox San GALL0, 
ſucceeded Raphael at St, Peter's, till they died A. D. 


1525, when Port Pau III. preferred to that Oe

MICHAEL ANGELO, the greateſt Deſigner of 
his Time, and in his laſt Years the greateſt Arebitect, 
who, finding fault with San Galh's Draughts, made a 
new Model of St. Peter's, according to which that /ofty 
Temple was finiſhed. 

Tuts Grand Maſter, leaving his Warden PIRRO Li- 
GoR1O at St. Peter's, erected the new Capitolium, the 
Palace of Farneſe, and other accurate Structures. He 
had before built the Mauſoleum in St Peter's ad Vincula, 
with the curious Statue of Maſes, the fine Front of St. 
Laurence at Florence, by Order of Pope LEO X. the Se- 
pulchre of the Houſe of Medicis by Order of Duke Alex- 
ander, and the Apo/tolical Chamber at Rome. 

MichakEL ANGELo certainly carried on Maſonry to its 
higheſt Perfection, till he died at Rame, aged go Years, 
on the 17th of February, 1564, highly eſteemed by all 
the Princes of Europe; and Cos uo, the Great Duke of 
T»ſcany, ſtole his Corpſe from Rome, reſolving, that ſince 
he could not have ANGELo alive, he would have him 
dead, and ſolemnly buried him in St. Croſs at Florence, 
attended by the Fraternity; and ordered Vaſaris to deſign 
his Tomb, enriched with the three great Marble Statues 
of Architecture, Painting, and Sculpture. 

James Baratzi da VIGNOLA ſucceeded Mi chael An- 
gels at St. Peter's, by Order of Pope Paul V. but Li- 
goria the Grand I/arden, for altering Angels's Deſign, 
was turned out by Pete GRECORY XIII. Vicxorta, 
beſides his accurate Edifices at Rome and elſewhere, de- 
ſigned for Philip II. King of Spain, the famous Escu- 
RIAL and St. Laurence, Maſter-pieces of Art. He pub- 
liſhed a Book of the Orders; and the Beauty of his Pro- 
files is much admired He deſigned the Church of Jeſus 
at Rome, the Caſtle of Caprarcis and the Side of the Pa- 
lace of Farneſi that is next the Tiber, and died at Rome, 
aged 66, A. D. 1573. 

MAD ERNI ſucceeded Viguala at St. Peter's, and 
built the ſtately Frenti/piece of that vaſt Temple, about 
the 
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the Time that Pope GreGory III. made a New Calendar, 
or began the NEW STILE, called, from him, the Gregorian, 
the firſt Year of which is 1582. Gragery, dying 1585, 
was ſucceeded by Pope Sixrus QUuiNnTUs, who employed 

Dominico FoxNTANA in many curious Buildings, 
and to move the Egyptian Obeliſts into publick Places 
eret. After which Fontana was chief Engineer of Na- 
ples, and built the magnificent Palace of the Viceroy. 

Ir is endleſs to mention the ingenious Co-temporaries 
of thoſe great Maſters, the other accurate Rewivers and 
Improvers of the Royal Art, ſuch as | 

BaLDAsSARE PERUZzZ1, who deſigned and made the 
Model of the Palace of Chigbi, and his Diſciple Sebaſtian 
Serglio—Fulio Romano, the chief Diſciple of Raphael, 
built for the Duke of Mantua his Palace of A Delta— 
Lombard of Milan — James Sanſovino, recommended by 
Pope Leo X. to the Yenettans—Ferom Genga built for 
Duke Guido Baldo his Palaces at Urbino and Peſarz— 
Pellegrino Tibaldi built the great Church of Milan, and 
its Dome was made by John James de la Porta—Sir Bac- 
cio Bandinelli, who was knighted by Pope Clement VII. 
for being a moſt excellent Sculptor — Benvenuto Cellini — 
Daniel da Volterra built pretty St. Helen's in the great 
Church of Trinity delP Monte at Rome— Perrin del Vaga 
built at Genaa the Grand Palace of Prince Doria, and 
was an inimitable Plaiſterer, a hne Art then much in 
Requeſt. 

AT Venice alſo the Revival was carried on; for Jo- 
&unde of Verona, above-mentioned, built the Stone Bridge, 
and erected the ſtately Gates of Verona. 

WIEN CHARLES V. beſieged Rome 1525, Mi- 
CHAFL ANGELO retired to Venice, when the Doge got him 
to deſign the famous Bridge of Rialto. 

James Saxsovino conſtituted a Lodge of Architects 
(or Maſters) at Venice, artfully ſupported the Dome of 
St. Mark, then in Danger *, embelliſhed _ 15 
the Palace and Treaſury, "ond fortified the Ce 
whole Republick as Grand Maſter of Maſon. 
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Bur at Venice the Augufian Style was alfo well improved 
by the learned VincenT ScAuorzi, DANIEL BarBA- 
RO, and the great | 

ANDREA PALLAD I09. 

PaLLApio's excellent Genius was highly diſcovered 
by the ſacred Edifices, the Palaces, and Seats of Plea- 
ſure, and the other charming Buildings of his, through- 
out the State of Venice. He wrote alſo with great Judge- 
ment of the OrxDers of Old Architecture, and of the 
Temples of the Ancients; which is a noble Monument 
of his Merit, uſeful to all Ages. He died renowned 
A. D. 1580. 

THrvs Italy was again the M:/treſs of the World, not 
for Imperial Power, but for the Arts of Deſigning revived 
from Gethick Rubbiſh. 

Bur, from the i Revival, the Maſons began to form 
New Lodges (called by the Painters Academies or Schools, 
as all true Lodges ought to be) read Lectures, communi- 
cated their SECRETS and Hints of Knowledge, and per- 
formed all other good oLD Uſages, that are preſerved 
among Maſons to this Day, and perhaps will be to the 
End of Time. 

Uyroxn the perfect Re-eſtabliſhment of oLD Architec- 
ture, the Fraternity were not only ſupported in raiſing 
mighty Works, but the Great and Noble encouraged 
and patronized the Lodges, becoming Brethren of the 
Craft ; which preſaged them a happy Proſpect of quietly 
enjoying their Freedom down to many Ages; ſo that 
here it will be very neceſſary to break off their Story, 
and purſue the Hiſtory of Maſonry into Britain, to the 
fame happy Period of being patronized by the Good, 
the Great, and Brave, the Friends of Freedom and of 
Britain, down to our own T imes,

The INTRODUCTION. 


ISTORY is ſilent how long the Poſterity of 
H JarhkEr, in the North and Weſt of Europe, 

had loſt their original fine Skill, that they 
brought from the Plains of SIN AR; or how the Know- 
ledge thereof came firſt into the BRITISH Ifles ; the 
moſt early Hiſtories of our Country being ſo interlarded 
with Fables, and perplexed with Contrarieties, that 
Authors agree not where to begin, how to go on, or 
where to end, that the Parts of it may with any tole- 


rable Colour of Truth hang together. 


YET it is certain, that the firft Inhabitants of this 


Iſland muſt have brought with them no ſmall Know- 
F 4 ledge 
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ledge in GroukTRY or Masoxgr, as there are the 
ftrongeſt Reaſons to believe they were not the meaneſt 
Proficients in the Art of Navigation. 

 'TrERE are ſome Remains of very admirable Skill in 
Ar chitefture, much earlier than the Romans, but now ſo 
defaced by villainous Hands, and the Ruins of Time, 
that, from the remaining rude Structures thereof, it is 
hard to determine, what might have been their original 
Uſe, or in what a ſkilful Manner they might have been 
deſigned : Or how far we may preſume to fix the Name 
of barbarous and rude, on what at this Day is infinitely 
beyond the Contrivance of any modern Invention ; as 
the Means of performing thoſe great Works were per- 
haps loſt ſoon after the Age of thoſe very Barbarians, 
who performed them. 

Tux Dru1Ds, in BRITAIN, had many of the Uſes 
of Masoxns amongſt them, probably gathered from the 
Macrans; they held the Immortality of Souls, held 
their Aſſemblies in Mods and Groves, or under ſome 
wide-ſpreading OAK ; which was alſo the Practice of the 
Patriarchs: And what they taught was committed tg 
Memory, and not, on any Account, allowed to be written. 
They determined all Cauſes eccleſiaſtical and civil; 
taught Philoſophy, Aſtrology, Politicks, Rites and Ce- 
remonies, and Poetry ; 2rd in Songs ſet forth the he- 
roick Deeds of great Men, to the Imitation of Poſterity. 

Taz TROCIAN Race of BriToxNs built many Towns, 
Yeu of the amongſt thoſe was EeRaxk, commended 
Flood 1318. for a very great Builder; from whom we 
. have the Cities of York and Edinburgh, His 
Succeſſors in the Car built Canterbury, Miucheſter, 
and Shaſtſbury; with many Temples to Apollo, Diana, &c. 

BLADUD is aſſerted to have been bred at Athens, 
and from thence, returning a great Mathematician and 
Vear er the Architect, brought four Philoſophers with 
5 os 1444 him, whom he placed at Stamford, making 

9% that Town a Kind of Univerſity. He alſo 
built 
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built Bath, and produced the hot Waters there, com- 
mitting the Conſervation thereof to Minerva: But, pre- 
ſuming to fly with artificial Wings, he fell from Apolls's 
Temple in Troynovant, which according to ancient Tra- 
dition ſtood on or near the preſent Site of St. Peter's 
Church in /Ye/*minſter, and ſo ended his Days.

CHAP. I. 


Frem Julius CæSsAR t the firſt Arrival of the SAX ONS 
in BRITAIN, 


ASAR in his Commentaries gives us the firſt 
certain Account of Britain. JA. HM. 3949 
He landed on the Shore, betwixtf B. C. or Chrift. 
Deal and Dover, on the 2oth off Ara - < 
Auguſt ; but did not reach London (Before Chriſt's 
till next Year, when he landed a Birth - 5 
ſecond Time : Nor did he even then purſue his Con- 
queſts, becauſe his Deſign was to be the GRAND Mas- 
TER of the Raman Republick. 

Tut Romans did not follow his Track till 

AuLus PLAuT1us came from the Emperor Claudius, 
A. D. 42; next Year 

CLavupivs came himſelf, and afterwards he ſent 

Os rokius SCAPULA, who was ſucceeded by ſeveral 
Roman Lieutenants, that ſoon formed Lodges for build- 
ing Caſtles and other Forts, to ſecure their Conqueſts. 
About the Year of CHRRRT 77, the Emperor VESTYA- 
SIAN ſent his brave Lieutenant | 

JULIUS AGRICOLA, who conquered as far as the 
Ithmus, between the Firths of Clyde and Forth, which 
he fortified by a WALL of EarTH againſt the Pics, a 
barbarous People, who from the North diſturbed the 
new Settlers and their Friends with continual Inroads, 
Plunder, and Murders, But, after he was _— 

e 
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the Northerns got over the Wall, and continued their 
bold Incurfions into the South, till 

ADRIAN the Emperor came in Perſon *, and, find- 
ing the War tedious and hazardous, rather choſe to 
fence the Roman Province from thoſe Invaders by a 
RameaART, called ApRian's WaLr, reaching from 
Tine- Mouth to Solway Firth, But afterwards Antoninns 
Pius ſent 

LOLLIUS URBICUS, who ſubdued the Brigantes, 
and repulſed the Northerns, even beyond Agricola's Wall, 
which he fortified with Caſtles +. After this we read of 

Lud, or Lucius, a Britiſh King under the Romans, 
who became Chriſtian, and built Churches; while the 
War was carried on in the Nerth with various Succeſs, 
till the Northerns forced Virius Lurus to purchaſe 
Peace with a great Sum of Money. This enraged the 
Emperor 

SEPTIMUS SEVERUS, who came t with a great 
Army, vowing to extirpate them ; but could not, though 
he penetrated to the Northern Sea. For, having loſt 
ro, co Men in the Expedition, he was forced to retire 
within the old Rampart built by Ap RIAN, which he 
raiſed into a STONE Hall, called of old Mux Sever, or 
Wall of SEvERus; alſo GREME's Drx2, or P1cTs 
WALL. 

Wren || Noxxivs PHilipPpus came from the Em- 
peror Gordian, 

EMILIUS CRISPINUS, his Maſter of Horſe, a 
fine Architect, built a pretty Temple at Catrlifle, the Al- 
tar-Stone of which was lately found there, near the old 
Mur Sever. 

THE South Britons had been long ſoftened in their 
Manners by the Romans, and affected their Politeneſs, 
wearing the Roman Dreſs, and ſpeaking Latin ; and

THe joint Emperors Diocleſian and Maximilian em- 
ployed CAR Austius as their Admiral againft the Saxon 
Pirates, who being at Peace with the Pics, and gaining 
the Army, aſſumed the Purple, and was recognized and 
admitted into Partnerſhip of the Empire by the other 
Two“. 

CARAUSIUS encouraged the Craft, particularly at 
VERULAam, (now St. Alban's in Hertfordſhire) by the 
worthy Knight ALBAanus+F. This A/banus was after 
wards converted to the Chriſtian Faith, by the preach- 
ing of AMPHIBALUs, of Catrleon, who, hearing of his 
worthy Deeds and great Fame, came to 
him, and accompliſhed his Converſion. ST. After ch 
ALBAN was the firſt who ſuffered Martyr- 885 


dom in Britain. 


THe old Conſtitutions affirm, and the old Englih 


| Maſons as firmly believe it, that Carauſius employed St. 


Alban to ** environ the City of Verulam with a Stone 
« Wall, and to build him a fine Palace; for which 
« that Britiſb King made St. Alban the Steward of his 

4 Houſhold, and chief Ruler of the Realm. 
© ST. ALBAN alſo loved Maſons well, and cheriſhed 
*« them much, and he made their Pay right good, viz. 
* two Shillings per Week, and three Pence to their 
« Cheer: Whereas before that Time, through all the 
Land, a Maſon had but a Penny a Day, and his 
«© Meat. He alſo obtained of the King a Charter for 
* the Free-Maſons, for to hold a general Council, and 
«© gave it the Name of AsSEMBLY, and was thereat 
« himſelf

Sr. AL BAN was born at Verulam, of Pagan Parents: 
In his Youth he took a Journey to Rome, in Company 
with AMPHIBALUSs, of the City of Ca#r-Leon, ſuppoſed 
by many to be by Birth a Raman; and there ſerved for 
ſeven Years in the Army of the Emperor Diocleſian. 
Leland tells us, that, at the Time St. Alban flouriſhed, 

Learninc, and the Porite ARTS, 

had been lately introduced by the Romans into Britain; 
which was now become a Province of the Empire ; and 
that the Youth of Quality and Diſtinction uſed to tra- 
vel to Rome for Improvement in Knowledge and the Sci- 
ences . Being returned home, he lived highly ho- 
noured in the Town of Verulam; where, through the 
Example and Inſtruction of his Fellow-Traveller, Am- 
phibalus, he became a thorough Convert to the Chriſtian 
Religion. In the tenth and laſt general Perſecution of 
the Chriſtians, in the Year 303, he was beheaded for 
the ſame ; a Favour intended him, on Account of his 
noble Birth +, at Holmburft, ſince called Derfwald, where 
now the Town of St. Alban ftands, to the laſting Ho- 
nour of whoſe Name and Merits King OFFa in after 
Times founded a moſt magnificent Monaſtery. 

TAE Emperor CarRausius governed the Empire of 
Britain with an upright and unſtained Reputation 
and, above all, was a great Encourager of Learning and 
learned Men, and improved the Country in civil Arts; 
was a Man of real Merit, and made a great Collection 
of Workmen, and other Artificers, from all Parts : The 
People enjoyed perfect Peace and Tranquillity under him 
for ſeveral Years f. And his Builders, and other Artif - 
cers, were employed by him in very large Bodies,

c the Britons, whoſe Provinces abounded with them: 
«© And now, by their Workmanſhip, the ſame City of 
« Autun riſes in Splendor, by the rebuilding of their 
« ancient Houſes, erecting publick Works, and the In- 
« ſtauration of Temples : So that the ancient Name of 
* a Roman BROTHERHOOD, which they long ſince en- 
“ joyed, is again reſtored, by having your Imperial Ma- 
e jeſty for their ſecond Founder. From hence it is 
beyond all Doubt, that the Reduction of Britain occa- 


ſioned many excellent Artificers to go over to the Con- 


tinent, who had been entertained by Carauſius, and had 
ſo greatly contributed to the Beauty, Convenience, and 
Magnificence of the Iſland, that Conſtantius Chlorus choſe 
to make it the Seat of his Empire. 

Wurd Diocleſian and Maximian abdicated +, 

CONSTANTIUS CHLORUS ſucceeded Emperor 
of the Vet, a Lover of Arts and Sciences; and much en- 
couraged the CRAFT, till he died ? at York, the ſame 
Year that his Br:ti Empreſs HELENA girt LoxnpoN 
with a Stone IL all. 

CONSTANTINE the Great, their Son, born at 
York, in Britain, ſucceeded ; who partitioned South Br:- 
tain into four Provinces. During his Reign the Chriſtian 
Religion flouriſhed throughout his Empire; the Britons 
enjoyed Peace and Plenty, and old Raman Masonar 
appeared in many ſtately and curious Piles, till he died, 
A. D. 336. 

AFTER which, the Northerns, joining the Saxon Pi- 
rates, invaded the Scuth, till ||

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THEO DOSILUS (Father of the Emperor Theode/ius 
the Great) came from the Emperor Valentinian I. and 
bravely beat them back, even over Agrecola's Wall, which 
he fortified with new Caſtles and Forts; and recovering 
the Land of the old Meates between the two Walls, he 
made it a fifth Province, called it VALEN TIA. He alſo 
beautified London, repaired all the Cities and Forts, and 
left Britain, A. D. 374. 

Maximus came next from the Emperor Gratian. He 
aſſumed the Purple, failed into Gaul, but was defeated 
in taly by Theodaſius Magnus, beheaded *, and numbered 
among the T yrants. 

ConsTANTINE, a common Soldier, was, for the Sake 
of his fortunate Name, next choſen by the Southerns of 
this Iſland to be their Leader; who alſo aſſumed the 
Purple, ſailed into Gaul, and was there defeated and be- 
headed by the Emperor Honorius. And now 

Hoxok1vs, not being able to protect the Southerns 
againſt the Nertherns, fairly renounced his Sovereignty 
over Britain, the next Year after ALARICE had ſacked 
Rome: + Yet 

A T1vus, the General of Yalentinian III, being victo- 
rious in Gaul, out of Compaſſion ſent the Bretons one 
Legion under GaLLio, who repelled the Northerns be- 
yond Mur Sever, which he rebuilt of Stone-I#/ort eight 
Feet broad, and twelve Feet high : But being recalled, 
he left the South Britons to defend themſelves againſt the 
Neortherns, and carried off his Legion; f though the Ro- 
man Soldiers did not all depart till 4. D. 430. In the 
vulgar Year of Maſonry, 4430.

After Aulus Plautius came, 389 
DurixG which Time, the Romans had propagated 
MasoNnRY in every Garriſon, and had built fine Places 
paſt Number, even to the North Border, or the Wall of 
AGRICOLA

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AGR1COLA ; near which, at the Forth, they raiſed the 
little Temple of their Gd TExmINuUS, that ſtands to this 
Day, now called by the Vulgar Arthur's Oven, a curious 
Rotunda in Shape of the Pantheon at Rome, 20 Feet high, 
and near 20 Feet in Diameter. Nay, in Times of 
Peace, the Northerns might learn of the Romans to extend 
the Art to the fartheſt North and Weſt, or the ULTIMA 
THULE. 

Bur true ot Maſonry departed alſo from Britain, 
with the Roman Legions : For though many Roman Fami- 
lies had ſettled in the South, and were blended with the 
Britons, who had been well educated in the Science and 
the Art; yet the ſubſequent Wars, Confuſions and Re- 
volutions in this Iſland, ruined ancient Learning, till the 
fine Artiſts were dead, without Succeſſion. For the 
Northerns, hearing that the Roman Legions were never to 
return, broke through Mur Sever, ſeized all the Land 
North of the Humber, and ravaged the South the more 
eaſily, that the Southerns were divided by petty Kings, 
till“ they choſe | 

VoRTIGERN their Sovereign, or general Monarch, 
who, being unable to retrieve Affairs, got the Conſent 
of his Nobles to invite the SAXONS of lower Germa- 
ny to come over and help him. Upon which Invitation 
Prince HENG 1$T with 2000 Saxons landed in Thanet near 
the Kentiſh Shore +.

HE Saxons having aſſiſted Vortigern to drive the 
Scots and Pits beyond the Humber, built THONG 
CASTLE in Lzncolnſhire ; and, being daily recruited

As the Anglo-Saxons increaſed, the Britons loſt Ground; 
for after the Death of AMBRosius Aurelius, and his brave 
Son King ARTHUR, the Britons had no Grand Monarch, 
but only a few petty Kings. Many of them ſubmitted to 
CRIDA (as to other Saxen Kings) many fled to Cornwall, 
and by Sea to Armorica, (called ſtill Bretagne in France) 
and many went to Nerth Britain among the Scoto- Halenſes ; 
though the greater Part fled beyond the Severn, where 
they were cooped in between the Mountains and the 
Iriſb Sea *, 

Tre Anglo-Saxoms, who had always called the Britons 
GUALISH or //al;fmen, now called their Settlement 
beyond the Severn WALISHLAND or Wares, called 
ſtill by the French GaLLEs from the GAULS their Pro- 
genitors. And here they elected the noble 

Capwax their King, the Progenitor of the Chri/t:ar 
Kings and Princes of WALES, | 

DurinGs the horrid Wars, ſince the Departure of the 
Roman Legions, about 160 Years, Maſonry was extin- 
guiſhed : Nor have we any Veſtige of it, unleſs we reckon 
that of STONEHENGE, and allow with ſome, that 
AMBROs!1's, King of the Hritens, raifed that famous 
Monument on S Pluin, by the Art of Marvellous 

MERLIN 
A. D. 589. 
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MERLIN (whom the Populace counted a Canjurer and 
Prophet) in Remembrance of the bloody Congreſs, when 
HexG1sT murdered 300 Brith Nobles. Others think 
it an old Celtick Temple built by the Britons long before 
the Romans came here ; and ſome have counted it only a 
Daniſh Monument. But the great IN 100 Joves, Grand 
Maſter: of Maſons in England, and his Kinſman Mr, 
Joan Wen, have learnedly proved it to be a Roman Tem- 
ple, the largeſt Piece of Antiquity in the Iſland “. 


Tuk AxnGLo-SAxons were all rough, ignorant Hea- 
thens; and, deſpiſing every thing but War, gave the 
finiſhing Stroke to all the Remains of ancient Learning 
that their Brother Savages had by Accident left unde- 
moliſhed ; affecting only their own barbarous Manner 
of Life, till ſome pious Teachers from Wales and Scot- 
land converted many to the Chriſtian Faith; but none of 
their Kings, till AuGusTiIN the Monk, 
with forty more Montt, amongſt whom the 
Sciences at that Time were preſerved, ſent 
by Pope GrEcory, baptized ETHELBERT King of 
KenT, and in fixty Years after al the Kings of the 
HEPTARCHY were converted. Then Churches, Monaſ- 
teries, Palaces, and beautiful Manſions, were built. And, 
although they too late lamented the ignorant and de- 
ſtructive Conduct of their Fore-Fathers, yet they knew 
not how to conſtruct the oL.D Architecture; but, being 
zealous to the utmoſt of what they knew, followed the

See SToxs Hencs reſtored, 
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Tux alſo built many Palaces and Caſtles, and forti- 
fied their Cities, eſpecially on the Borders of each King- 
dom. This required many Maſons, who ſoon formed 
themſelves into Societies or Lodges, by Direction of Fo- 
reigners that came over to help them. 

Bur, where the WEICH dwelt, we find the earlieſt 
Accounts, at leaſt, of Sacred Architecture; as at Gr as- 
TONBURY in Devonſhire ; Padſtow in Cornwall; Caer- 
Leon, or Cheſter, afterwards tranſlated to St. Aſaph's in 
Flintſhire ; Llan-Twit, or Church of Iltutus ; Llan Ca- 
darn Vawr, or Church of Great St. Patern ; the Monaſ- 
tery of Llan Carvan ; Bangor in Caernarvonſhire ; Holy- 
head in Angleſey ; 3 Llmdaff i in Glamorganſbire; Menevia, 
or St. David's in Pembrokeſhire; and many more Churches, 
Monaſteries, and Schools of Learning. 

THresEt many Saxon Lodges continued to improve, till 

KznRED, King of Mercia, and general Monarch of 
ExcLanp, ſent to CHARLES MarTErt, the right wor- 

RS ſhipful Grand Maſter of France, Father of 
— mo „ King Pepin, who had been educated by 

0 Brother Mimus Gracus, for a Communica- 
tion of worſhipful and worthy Brethren to aſſiſt the Craf?, 
now in a flouriſhing Condition in his Dominions, and 
to ſtrengthen their Lodges. To which the royal Bro- 
ther MAR TEL willingly agreed; and ſent from thence 
ſome expert Masoxs to teach the Saxons thoſe Laws 
and Uſages of the CRAFT, that had been preſerved from 
che Havock of the Gothe, but not the Auguſtan Style, for 
that was buried in its own Ruins in the Weſt. 

THe CLERGY now ſtudied Geometry and Architecture, 
ſuch as it was, becauſe the Noble and Wealthy, the 
Kings and Queens, thought it meritorious to build 
Churches, and other pious Foundations, where many of 
them led a recluſe Life, and ended their Days: Their 
holy Houſes or Monaſteries were under the Direction of 
the Clergy, where the Lodges uſually were held. Yet at 
firſt they built thoſe Houſes moſtly of Timber only, till |

Tua though the ancient Records of the Brother- 
hood in England were moſt of them deſtroyed or loſt in

« England, who tranflated the Hz/y Bible into the Saxon

Bur good Prince EDbwix died before the King [A. D. 
238] without Iſſue, to the great Grief of the Fraternity ; 
though his Memory is fragrant in the Lodges, and ho- 
nourably mentioned in all the o/d Conſtitutions, 

Sou Englih Hiſtorians ſay, that Epwix being ac- 
cuſed of a Plot, the King ſet him adrift in a Boat with- 
out Sail and Oars; that Epwix, proteſting his Inno- 
cence, went aboard, and jumped into the Sea ; and that 
his Eſquire was drove into Picardy. 

Tux Fact, as commonly received, is this: The King 
ſuſpecting his younger Brother Edwin of deſigning to de- 
prive him of his Crown, cauſed him, notwithſtanding 
his Proteſtations of Innacency, to be put on board a 
leaky Ship, with his Armour-bearer and Page. The 
young Prince, unable to bear the Severity of the Wea- 
ther, and Want of Food, deſperately drowned himſelf ; 
ſome Time after, the King's Cup-bearer, who had been 
the chief Cauſer of this Act of Cruelty, happened, as 
he was ſerving the King at Table, to trip with one Foot 
but recovering himſelf with the other, See, ſaid he plea- 
ſantly, haw Brothers afford each other Help; which ftriking 
the King with the Remembrance of what himſelf had 
done, in taking off Edibin, who might have helped him 
in his Wars, he cauſed that Buſineſs to be more tho- 
roughly examined, and, finding his Brother had been 
falſely accuſed, cauſed his Cup-bearer to be put to a 
cruel Death, endured himſelf ſeven Years ſharp Penance, 
and built the two Monafteries of Midaletan and Michel- 
neſs, to atone for this baſe and bloody Fact *. Dr. 
Howell, ſpeaking of this Story, treats it as if very indif- 
ferently founded, and on that Account unworthy of 
Credit t. Abbot Brompton tells us the Story at large t,

<< make this Athelſtan guilty of Parricide, in killing his 
Father and his two Brothers, Edred and Edwin, whoſe 
“Right it was to ſucceed their Father in his Kingdom. 
<< Fame increaſes the Suſpicion, that Edward was vio- 


<< lently put to Death, becauſe it attributes to him the 
s Title of Martyr “.“ 


Buchanan cites no Authority for this, becauſe indeed 
there could be no Authority cited: Whatever he did 
with Edwin, molt certainly Atbelſtan did not murder E- 
dred, ſince he not only ſurvived, but ſucceeded him in 
the Kingdom. As for the Murder of his Father, that 
is the Effect of Buchanan's Ignorance ; he miſtook Ed- 
ward the Elder, who was really the Father of Athelſran, 
for Edward the Martyr, who began his Reign in 975, 
that is, five and-chirty Years after Athelſtan was in his 
Grave. Such is the Accuracy, ſuch the Integrity of 
this Writer | In like Manner Rapin gives us this Story, 
without the leaſt Mark of Doubt or Heſitation 4 : And 
yet we preſume, there are ſome ſtronger Reaſons againſt 
the Credit of this whole Story, and ſtill ſtronger againſt 
that Part of it, which alledges Edwin to have been un- 
juſtly put to Death. Simeon of Durham, and the Saxon 
Chronicle, ſay no more, than that Edwin was drowned 
by his Brother's Command, in the Year 993 f. Bromp- 
ton places it in the firſt, or at fartheſt in the ſecond Year 
of his Reign ; and he tells us the Story of the rotten 
Ship, and of his puniſhing the Cup-bearer l. William 
of Malmſbury, who is very circumſtantial, ſays he only

The 
firſt is the more probable Date, becauſe about that 
Time there certainly was a Conſpiracy againſt King A- 
thelſtan, in order to dethrone him, and put out his Eyes; 
yet he did not put the Author of it to Death: Is it like- 
ly then that he ſhould order his Brother to be thrown 
into the Sea upon bare Suſpicion ? But the Reader muſt 
remember that we cite the ſame Hiſtorians, who have 
told us this Story, to prove that Athelſtan was unani- 
mouſly acknowledged King, his Brethren being too 
young to govern : One would think then they could not 
be old enough to conſpire, If we take the ſecond 
Date, the whole Story is deſtroyed : The King could not 
do ſeven Years Penance, for he did not live fo long; 
and as for the Tale of the Cup-bearer, and his ſtum- 
bling at the King's Table, the ſame Story is told of Earl 
Goodwin, who murdered the Brother of Edward the Con- 
feſſor. Laſtly, nothing is clearer from Hiſtory, than 
that Athelſtan was remarkably kind to his Brethren and 
Siſters, for whoſe Sakes he lived fingle, and therefore 
one would think his Brother had leſs Temptation to 
conſpire againſt him, 

KinG ATHELSTAN built many Caſtles in Northum- 
bria to bridle the Danes (whom he had ſubdued) and the 
famous Abby of St. Fohn at Beverley in Yorkſhire, and Mel- 
ton Abby in Darſetſhire ; he rebuilt the City of Exeter, 
and repaired the old Church of the CuLpets at York.

ILLIAM I. the Conqueror, having ſettled Eng- 
land, appointed Gundulph Biſhop of Rochefer, 
Roger de Montgomery Earl of Shrewſbury and Arundel, 
and other good Architects, to be at the Head of the Fal- 
low-Crafts, firſt in civil and military Architecture, build- 
ing for the King the Tower of Londen, and the Caſtles of 
Dover, Exeter, Wincheſter, Warwick, Hereford, Stafford, 
York, Durham, Rochefler, and Newcaſile upon Tyne; 
whereby the proud Normans bridled the Engliſh. 

THex, in ſacred, Architecture, building Battle- Abby 
near Haſtings, in Memory of his Conqueſt ; St. Saviour”s, 
Southwark, and nine more religious Houſes : While 
others built forty-two Monaſteries, and five Cathedrals. 
The King brought many expert Maſons from France, 
and died in Normandy, A. D. 1087. 

2. WIILIAM II. Rufus, ſucceeded his Father, and 
employed his Architects and Craftſmen in building a new 
Wall round the Tower, and rebuilding London Bridge ; 
and, by Advice of his Grand Lodge of Maſters, he built 
the great Palace of J/e/tminſter with large eſtminſter- 
Hall, 270 Feet long, and 74 Feet broad, the largeſt one 
Room upon Earth ; and four Religious Houſes : While 
others built twenty-eight ſuch. He died without Iſſue, 
A. D. 1100. 

3. HENRY I. Beau Clerc, born at Selby in Yorkſhire, 
ſucceeded his Brother William, though the eldeſt Bro- 
ther, Robert Duke of Normandy, was yet alive. 

Now the Norman Barons perceiving their great Poſ- 
ſeſſions in England depended only on Royal Pleaſure ; 
and finding the Laws of the Angio-Saxons to be better for 
ſecuring Property than the Laws of Normandy ; the 
Nozmans began to call themſelves ENGLISHMEN, to 

allert

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aſſert the Saxon Rights, and prevailed with this King to 
grant them the firſt Magna Charta, or GzazaT ChAx- 


' TER and Deed of Rights, in the firſt Year of his Reign, 


A. D. 1100. 

Tris KI built the great Palace of Wad/tack, and 
a little one at Oxford to converſe with the Learned, and 
fourteen Religious Houſes ; while others built about 100 
ſuch, beſides many fine Manſions. He died A. D. 1135, 
and was ſucceeded by his Nephew, 

4. STEPHEN, Count of Bulloign, Son of ADpELa, 
Daughter of William the Conqueror, by the Power of the 
Clergy. During the Civil Wars between him and Mun 
the Empreſs, the Nobles and Gentry, being courted by 
both, laid hold of the Occaſion to build about 1100 


Caſtles, that proved afterwards very convenient for them 


in the Barons Wars; ſo that the Maſons were as much 
employed as the Soldiers, under their G2and Paſter, 
Gilbert de Clare Marquis of Pembroke; by whom the 
King built four Abbies and two Nunneries, with St. 
Stephen's Chapel in the Palace of J/flminfter; while 
others built about ninety Religious Houſes. King Ste- 
hen died without Iſſue Male, the laſt cf the Royal 
Normans, A. D. 1154, after the Conqueſt 88 Years, 
When Stephen died, | 
The PLANTAGENETS of Anjou commenced, viz. 

I. HENRY II. Plantagenet, Count of Anjou, became 
King of England, A. D. 1154, who fortihed ſome Caſ- 
tles againſt the Welch and Scots, built ſome little Palaces, 
and ten Religious Houſes ; while others built about 100 
ſuch. The Grand Maſter of the Knights Templars erected 
their Society, and built their Temple in Fleet-Street, 
London. The King died A. D. 1189. 

2. Ricyard I. much abroad, died without Iſſue 
1199 3 yet in this Reign about twenty Religious Houſes 
were built. 

3. King John ſucceeded his Brother Richard, and

Next Peter de Rupibus, Biſhop 
of Winche/ter, was Gzand Paſter, and under him Geoffrey 
Fitz- Peter was chief Surveyor, or Deputy Grand Maſter, 
who built much for the King ; while others built about 
40 Religious Houſes. The King died A. D. 1216, and

5. Erward I. who being deeply engaged in Wars, 
left the Craft to the Care of ſeveral ſucceſſive Grand 
Maſters, as TUalter Giffard Archbiſhop of Jerk, Gil⸗ 
bert de Clare Earl of Gloucefter, and Ralph Lord of 
Mount Hermor, the Progenitor of the Mantagues: And 
by theſe the King fortified many Caſtles, eſpecially againſt 
the Welch, till they ſubmitted to him, 4. D. 1284, when 
Edward the King's Son and Heir was born at Caermar- 
then, who was the firſt Engl; Prince of Wales. 


Tux King celebrated the Cape: ſtone of Weſtminſter 
Abby, A. D. 1285, juſt 65 Years after it was founded. 
But that Abby and the Palace being burnt down, 1299, 
the King ordered the Palace to be repaired ; but was di- 

verted from repairing the Abby by his Wars in Scotland.

I was puzzled at firſt to gueſs who PETER 
Gowes thould be, the Name being perfectly Eng/ifb, or how 
a Greek ſhould come by ſuch a Name: But, as foon as I 
thought of PYTHacoras, I could ſcarce forbear ſmiling, to 
find that Philoſopher had undergonea METEMPSYCHOs1s he 
never dreamed of. We need only conſider the French Pro- 
nunciation of his NAS PYTrAGORE, that is, PETAGORE, to 
conceive how eaſily ſuch a Miſtake might be made by an un- 
learned Clerk. That PYTHAaGoras travelled for Knowledge 
into Ever, Sc. is known to all the Learned; and that he 
was initiated into ſeveral different Orders of PRIESTS, who 
in thoſe Days kept all their Learning ſecret from the Vulgar, 
is as well known. PyTHAGORAS alſo made every GEOME- 
!R1CAL Theorem a Secret, and admitted only ſuch to the 
Knowledge of them as had firſt undergone a five Year's Silenee. 
He is ſuppoſed to be the Inventor of the XLVLlth of the firſt 
Book of EucL1d, for which, in the Joy of his Heart, it is 
ſaid, he ſacrificed a Hecatomb. He alſo knew the true Sy 
rem of the World, lately revived by Cor Nds; and was 
certainly a moſt wonderful Man. See his Life by Diox. Har.

Language has been much defred by the Learned of many Ages. 
It is a Thing rather to be wiſhed than hoped for. But it ſeems 
the Masoxs pretend to have ſuch a Thing among them. If 
it be true, I gueſs it muſt be ſomething like the Language of 
the PawToMIMEs among the ancient Rowans, who are ſaid 
to be able, by Signs only, to expreſs and deliver any Oration 
intelligibly to Men of all Nations and Languages.

Nay, even during this King's Minority, there was a 
good Lodge under Grand MAaſter Chichelep, held at Can- 
terbury, as appears from the Latin Regiſter of Milliam 
Molart , Prior of Canterbury, in Manufcript, pap. 88, 
in wdicd are named Thomas Stapylton the Maſter, and 
Fohn Morris, Cuſtos de la Lodge Lathomorum, or Mar- 
den of the Lodge of Maſons, with fifteen Fellaw-Crafts, 
and three Entered Prentices, all named there. And a 
Record in the Reign of EDwarD LV. ſays, the Company 
of Masons, being otherwiſe termed FREE MasoNs, of 
auncient Staunding and goed Reckoning, by Means of affable 
and kind Meetings dyverſe Tymes, and as a loving Brother- 
hood uſe to do, did frequent this mutual Aſſembly in the Tyme 
of Henry VI. in the Twelfth Year of his moſt gracious 
Reign, viz. A. D. 1434, when HENRY was aged thir- 
teen Years. 

Grand Maſter CHICHELEY held allo a Lodge at Ox- 
fard, where he built All-Souls College, and Bernard, 
now St. John's College, Sc. till he died 1443, when the 
King appointed 

William Manefleet, Biſhop of Vincheſter, to be 
Grand Mater, in building Eton College near J/indſer, 
and King's College in Cambridge; though before the Ci- 
vil Wars in this Reign, the Chapel of it was only finiſh-

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ed, a Mafter-piece of the richeſt Gothict, that can hard- 
ly be matched. The King alſo founded Chriſt's College, 
Cambridge, (afterwards finiſhed by Margaret Beaufort, 
Counteſs of Richmond) and his Queen, MaRGARET of 
Anjeu, founded Queen's College, Cambridge. While in- 
genious WANEFLEET, at his own Coſt, built Mag da- 
len College, Oxford; and others about twelve Religious 
Houſes. 

So that, before the King's Troubles, the Maſons were 
much employed, and in great Eiteern ; for the aforeſaid 
Record ſays farther, That the CHARGEs and Laws of 
the FREE Masons have been ſeen and peruſed by our late 
Sovereign, King Henry VI. and by the Lords of his moſt 
honourable Council, who have allowed them, and declared 
that they be right, good, and reaſonable to be holden, as they 
have been drawn out, and collected from the Records of aun- 
cient Tymes, &c. &c. 

Ar laſt, Maſonry was neglected during the ſeventeen 
Years of the bloody Civil Wars between the two Royal 
Houſes of Lancaſter and York, or the Red and White 
R:jes : For 

RicHARD PLANTAGENET, Duke of York, Son of 
Richard Earl of Cambriage, and Anne Mortimer, the 
Heireſs of Clarence (as in the Margin, Page 95.) claimed 
the Crown in Right of his Mother, 4. D. 1455, and, 
after twelve ſore Battles, the Red Ro/e loſt the Crown; 
poor King Henry VI. was murdered; and all the Males 
of every Branch of Lancaſter were cut off; after Jabn 
4 Gaunt's Offspring had reigned 72 Years, 4. D. 1471.

Bur his Wife, ELIZABETH PLANTAGENET, Daughter 
of King Edward IV. was truly the Heireſs of all the 
Royal PLANTAGENETS, and conveyed hereditary Right 
to her Offspring.

Taz King employed Grand Warden Bray to raiſe 
the middle Chapel of Windſor, and to rebuild the Palace 
of Sheen upon Thames, which the King called Rich- 
MOND ; and to enlarge the old Palace of Greemwich, call- 
ing it PLACENTIA ; where he built the pretty Box call- 
ed the Queen's Houſe. 

HE rebuilt Baynard-Caſtle, London, founded fix Mo- 
naſteries, and turned the old Palace of Savey into an 
Heſpital- While others built Brazen Noſe College, Ox- 
ford 5 Feſus's and St Jobn's Colleges, Cambridge; and 
about fix Religious Houſes ; till the King, aged only 54 
Years, died at New Richmond, on April 22, 1509, leave- 
ing his Crown and the Care of the Craft to his Son and 
Succeſſor, 

Hengy VIII. Tewder, aged eighteen Years. 

Ix this Reign, Cardinal WoLsty was choſen Grand 
Maſter, who built Hampton-Court; and next reared 
[hitchall; the College of Chriſt's Church, Oxford; and 
ſeveral more good Edihces ; which, upon his Diſgrace, 
were forfeited to the Crown +. 

THOMAS CROMWELTI, Earl of Hex, was the next 
Patron of the Craft under this King ; for whom he built 
St. James's Palace, Chriſt's Hoſpital, 3 and . 
wich Caſtle, Meanwhile 

Tre King and Parliament threw off the old Yoke Of 
the Pope's Supremacy, and the King was declared the 
SUPREME HEAD of the Church j, and Hales was united 
to Fngland ||. 

THe Religious Houſes, in n about 926, were 
ſuppreſſed, A. D. 1539. Cr:nnell, Earl of Effex, being 

unjuſtly

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unjuſtly beheaded, A. D. 1540, Joun Touchzr, Lord 
Audley, became Grand Maſter. 

Bur the Suppreſſion of the Religious Houſes did not 
hurt Meſonry ; nay, Architecture of a finer Style gained 
Ground : For thoſe Religious Houſes and their Lands 
being ſold by the King, at eaſy Rates, to the Nobility 
and Gentry, they built of thoſe Ruins many ſtately 
Manſions : Thus Grand Maſter Audley built Magdalen 
College, Cambridge ; and his great Houſe of Audley-End. 

KING Henry VIII. aged near fifty-fix Years, died on 
28 Fan. 1546-7, and left three Children. 

EpwarD VI. Tewder, born by Queen Jane Seymour, 
a Minor of nine Years, under the Regency of his Mo- 
ther's Brother, EDwARD Duke of Somerſet, who eſta- 
bliſhed the Prote/tant Religion; and, as GRAND Mas- 
TER, built his Palace in the Strand, called ſtill Samerſet- 
Houſe, though forfeited to the Crown, A. D. 1552. And, 
when the Regent was beheaded, JohN PoyxteT, Biſhop 
of Wincheſter, was the Patron of the Free Maſons, till 
the King died without Iſſue, A. D. 1553. 

Mary Tewader, Daughter of Queen Katharine of Ar- 
ragon, aged 38 Years, ſucceeded her Brother Edward, 
as Queen Sovereign, 

SHE reſtored the Romiſh Religion, and perſecuted the 
Proteſtants ; married Philip II. King of Spain, loſt Ca- 
lais, and died without Iſſue, Nov. 17, 1558. 

ELIZABETH Teudor, Daughter of Queen Anne Bollen, 
aged 25 Years, ſucceeded her Siſter Mary, as Queen So- 
vereign. She reſtored the Proteſtant Religion, and was 
declared Supreme Head of the Church. Now Learning 
of all Sorts revived, and the good old AUGUSTAN STYLE 
in England began to peep from under its Rubbiſh : And 
it would have ſoon made great Progreſs, if the Queen 
had affected Architecture; but hearing the Maſons had 
certain Secrets that could not be revealed to her (for that 
ſhe could not be Grand Maſter) and being jealous of all 
ſecret Aſſemblies, the ſent an armed Force to break up 

their 
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their annual Grand Lodge at York, on St. John's Day, 
27 December, 1561. 

Bur Sir Tuomas SACKVILLE, Grand Maſter, took 
Care to make ſome of the chief Men ſent Free Maſons, 
who, then joining in that Communication, made a very 
honourable Report to the Queen; and ſhe never more 
attempted to diſlodge or diſturb them; but eſteemed 
them as a peculiar Sort of Men, that cultivated PRAcE 
and FRIENDSHIP, ARTS and SCIENCES, without meddling 
with Church or State. 

In this Reign ſome Colleges were built, and many 

ſtately Manſions, particularly famous Burleigh Houſe : 
For Travellers had brought home ſome good Hints of 
the happy Revival of the AUGusTAN Style in Italy, with 
ſome of the fine Drawings and Deſigns of the beſt Ar- 
chitects; whereby the Engliſb began apace to flight the 
Gothick Style, and would have intirely left it off, if the 
Queen had frankly encouraged the Craft. 
Hex it is proper to ſignify the Sentiment and Prac- 
tice of the Old Maſons, viz. That Kings and other Male 
Sovereigns, when made Maſons, are Grand Maſters, by Pre- 
rogative, during Life; and appoint a Deputy, or approve of 
his Election, to preſide over the Fraternity with the Title 
and Honours of Grand Maſter : But if the Sovereign is a 
Female, or not a Brother; or a Minor under a Regent, not a 
Brother; or if the Male Sovereign or the Regent, though 
a Brother, is negligent of the Craft ; then the a Grand 
Officers may aſſemble the Grand Lodge in due Form, to 
elect a Grand Maſter, though not during Life, only he 
may be annually rechoſen while he and they think fit. 

ACCORDINGLY, when Grand Maſter SACKVILLE de- 
mitted *, FRAxcis RussEL, Earl of Bedford, was choſen 
in the North; and in the South Sir THOMAS GRESHAM, 
who built the firſt Royal Exchange at London f.

Tux Nobility and Gentry, having divided the Spoil 
of the Church's Revenues, built many ſtately Manſions 
of the Ruins of the Religious Houſes, as was done in 
England; and the Maſons began to imitate the Auguſtan 
Style, under the Direction of ſeveral ſucceſſive Grand 
Maſters.

Nor did the Auglo-Saxons invade Ireland. But Bebe 
and others, in the eighth Century, affirm, that then 
many Britons, Saxons, and Franks, reſorted to the Schools 
of [reland for Education. 

Bur the Norwegians and Danes conquered the moſt 
Part of the Hand; and, though at firſt they deſtroyed 
the Religious Houſes, they built many Caſtles and Forts, 
with lofty Beacons, to alarm the whole Country in an 
Hour; till they were converted to Chriſtianity by the 
Triſh, when the Danes built many Religious Houſes ; as 
at Dublin, St. Mary's Abby, and Chrift-Church, about 
A. D. 984.

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Ar length, BRIEN BOROM “, the Grand Mo- 
narch of all Ireland of Heber's Race, after defeating the 
Danes in many Battles, totally routed them, A. D. 1039. 

So the far greater Part of the Danes were forced to 
ſail home, and carried with them (as the 7: affirm) 
the beſt old Records of Ireland, an irreparable Damage 
But the Learned of other Nations long to fee the re- 
maining Manuſcripts of Jreland publiſhed with good 
Tranſlations, and alfo a better Monaſticon Hibernicum ; 
that, among other Antiquities, the Veſtiges of their 
old Celtick Architecture might be traced, if poſſible; for 
the Auguſtan Style had never been there, and the Gothic: 
was only introduced by St. Patrick. 

AFTER the Expulſion of the Danes, the Mileſian Kings 
of Ireland ordered the Palaces, Caſtles, and Religious 
Houſes, to be repaired, and much employed the Craft 
down to RoDERick O Coxxor, the laſt Monarch of 
all Ireland, who built the wonderful Caſtle of Tuam, now 
demoliſhed, A. D. 1168, 

Bur the Royal Branches, having made themſelves 
petty Sovereigns, were embroiled in frequent Civil Wars: 
One of them, viz | 

Drauor King of Leinſter, being defeated by the 
others, came to Henry II. King of England, and got 
Leave to contract with Adventurers, viz. RicuarD 


 STRONGBOw, Earl of Pembroke; RokERT Fitz- Stephen 


of Cardigan; and Maurice Fitz-Gerald ; who brought 
over an Army of Mech and Engl; to DERMOr's Af 
ſiſtance, took in Dabi;2, Il aterford, and many other 
Places, which they fortified and ſurrendered into the 
Hands of their King HENRY IL. as ſoon as he had fol- 
lowed them into Ireland, A. D. 1172. 
Kings of ENGLAND now Lords of IRELAND. 
Tre Trißb, not without Reaſon, fay, that King Hen- 
Ry did nut conquer Jreland; only ſome of their petty 
Kings 
* From whom our late Graz{ Myer Ixcnigꝝix is de- 
ſcended in a lineal Male Race. 
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Kings and Princes, rather than be farther embroiled in 
Civil Wars, chofe to come under his Protection, and 
of their own Accord received the Laws of England, with 
the Freedem of a Parliament at Dublin. But, where the 
Engliſh prevailed, Mafonry and other Arts were , much 
encouraged. 

THrvs the ſaid STRONGBOW, Lord Warderr of Ireland, 
built the Priory of K:/l- Mainbam, while St. Bar founded 
the * Abby of Finbar. 

Joux pz Covrcy, Earl of Kinſale, rebuilt the Abby 
of + St. Patrick in Down, the Priories of Nedrum and St. 
John's, with St. Mary's Abby of Innys, &c. 

Ix the Reign of Ricyarp I. Al unn, a noble Dane, 
built St. Fohn's in Dublin; and Archbiſhop Comin re- 
built t St. Patric#'s there, all of Stone, which before 
was only of Timber and Wattles. 

King Joan was King of Jreland (as the Iriſh affirm) 
till his Brother Richard died, 1199; and afterwards 
went into Ireland, and employed HENRY Launpers, 
Archbiſhop of Dublin, and Lord Juſtice, as Grand Maſ- 
ter, in building the Caftle || of Dublin; while WILLIAM 
Earl of Pembroke built the Priory of Kilkenny. | 

King Henry LI. granted Ireland a Pagna Charta 8, 
the ſame with that of England. FELIX O Quapan, 
Archbiſhop of Tuam, rebuilt St. Mary's, Dublin, and co- 
vered it with Lead; while Hud Dt Lacy, Earl of 
Ulſter *, founded Carrickfergus, a Friary in Down, the 
Priory of Ards, and famous Trim-Caſtle, Ke. as Grand 
Maſter, or Patron of the Craft. 

Tu native Princes lived pretty well with the Eng- 
liſb, till the Reign of King EDwWwARD II. when Prince 
EpwaRxD Bruce (Brother of Robert Bruce, King of 
Scotland) headed the confederated Iriſb, conquered the 
* crowned King of all Ireland t, and reigned

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Chree Vears; till Sir Roger Mortimer, Earl of March, 
landed with a ſtrong Engliſh Army, and flew King E4- 
ward Bruce in Battle. 

AFTER this, Maſonry in the Englih Settlements re- 
vived ; and in the North of Jreland too, where the Scots 
had gradually ſettled, and brought with them good 
Gothick Maſonry. At laft 
Tux Natives regarded the Kings of England as the 

lawful Sovereign Lords of Ireland, down to King Henzvy 
VIII. who, in Defiance of the Pope, proclaimed him- 
ſelf King of Ireland, which was confirmed in the Parlia- 
ment at Dublin, A. D. 1542. 
Rings of ENGLAND now Kings of IRELAND. 

Henry King of Ireland was ſucceeded by his Son 
King EDwaARD, and he by his Siſter, Queen MARY Tew- 
dor, who got Pope Paul IV. to make her Queen of 
Ireland; ſucceeded by her Sifter, Queen ELIZABETH 
Tewder, who founded the famous Univerſity of Dublin, 
A. D. 1591. 

Maſonry made ſome Progreſs in Ireland, in the Reigns 
of James I. and CHarLEs I. till the Civil Wars, when 
all the Fabrick. was out of Joint till theRe/toration, A. D. 
1660. After which it was revived by ſome of the Diſciples 
of Inigo Jones, in the Reign of CHARLES II. and till the 
Wars of King James II. But, after King WILLIAU 
had ſettled the Country, Arts and Sciences were again 
well cultivated in the Reigns of Queen AxxE and King 
Georce J. 

Many are the beautiful Remains of the beſt Gathick 
Architecture in this fine Iſland, of which the Learned of 
Ireland can beſt give a Chronological Deduction. But, 
fince the Revolution, the AUuGusTAN STYLE has been 
much encouraged there, both by the Government and 
the Nobility and Gentry : So that the Metropolis Dub- 
lin is now adorned with a ſtately Tholſel or Town-houſe ; 
an excellent Cuftlom-hauſe; a curious Armory in the Caſ- 
tle ; a fine Library in the Unizer/ity ; neat and convenient 

| Bar- 
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Barracks for the Garriſon; a Royal Hoſpital for old Sol- 
' diers ; Stephen's-Green Square, the largeſt in Europe, be- 
ing an Engliþ Mile round, or 1760 Yards ; Stephens's 
Hoſpital, beſides Churches and other Edifices, raiſed by 
good Architects, particularly by THOMAS Bunch, 
Eſq; late Surveyor-General of Ireland, and his Succeſſor, 
Sir Epwaxp Lover PRARCE, the Architect of the 
new magnificent Parliament-Hauſe (far beyond that of 
England) founded on the 3d of February, 1728-9; when 
Lord Carteret, then Lord Lieutenant, the Lords Juſtices, 
ſeveral Peers and Members of Parliament, ſome eminent 
Clergy, with many Free Maſons, attended by the King's 
Yeomen of Guard, with a Detachment of Horſe and 
Foot, made a ſolemn Proceſſion thither. And, the Lord 
Lieutenant having in the King's Name levelled the Foot 
lone at the South ſide, by giving it three Knocks with a 
Mallet, the Trumpets ſounded, the ſolemn Croud made 
joyful Acclamations, a Purſe of Gold was laid on the 
Stone for the Maſons, who drank to the King and the 
Craft, &c. And on the Stone were placed two Silver 
Medals of King GEoRGet II. and Queen CAROLIN E; 


over which a Copper-Plate was laid with the following 
Inſcription :

CHAP 


The AUGUSTAN STYLE in Britain, from the UN LON «sf 
the CRowns 1603, to the RESTORATION in 1660. 


B. FORE this Periad, ſome Gentlemen of fine 


Taſte, returning from their Travels full of lau- 
dable Emulation, reſolved, if not to excel the 
Italian Revivers, at leaſt to. imitate them in old Roman 
and Grecian MasonrRy. But no Remains being here, 
no Veſtiges of the good old AucusTaANn Style, thoſe 
ingenious Travellers brought home ſome Pieces of old 
Columns, ſome curious Drawings of the Italian Revivers, 

and their Books of Architecture; eſpecially 
IniGo Joxks, born near St. Paul's, Lenden, A. D. 
1572 (Son of Mr. Ignatius or Inige Jones, a Citizen of 
London) bred up at Cambridge, who naturally took to 
the Art of Deſigning, and was firſt known by his Skill in 
Landſkip- Painting ; for which he was patronized by the 
K noble 
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noble and learned WiLLIam HERBERT (afterwards Earl 
of Pembroke ;) made the Tour of 1taly at his Lordſhip's 
Expence; where he improved in the Reyal Art, under 
ſome of the beſt Diſciples of the famous 
AnDREA PALLADIO. 

INIGO JONES, upon his Return, laid aſide his 
Pencil, and took up the Square, Level, and Plumb, and 
became the VirRuvivs of Britain, the Rival of Palladis, 
and of all the Italian Revivers ; as it ſoon appeared after 

The Uxtox of the CRowns, A. D. 1603. 
When the Royar TEewnors expired, and the Roy aL 
STEWARTS ſucceeded, 

SCOTTISH Kings of all Britain. 

1. JAMES I. Stewart, now the firſt King of all Bri- 
tain, a. Royal Brother Maſon, and Royal Grand Maſter by 
Prerogative, wiſhing for proper Heads and Hands for 
eſtabliſhing the Auguſtan Style here, was glad to find 
ſuch a Subject as IN1Go JoN ESS; whom he appointed his 
General Su;weycr, and approved of his being choſen 
Grand Maſter of England, to preſide over the Lodges. 

TRE King ordered him to draw the Plan of a new 
Palace at //þ:tehall; and ſo when the old Bangqueting- 
Houſe was pulled down, the King, with Grand Maſter 
JoxkEs, and his Grand Wardens, (WiLLtam HERBERT, 
Earl of Pembroke, and Nichalas Stone, Eſq; Maſter Ma- 
ſen to his Majeſty) attended by many Brothers in due 
Form, and many eminent Perſons, walked to J/hitehall 
Gate, and levelled the Fozt-Stone of the New Ban zucting- 
Hauſe with three great Knocks, loud Huzzas, Sound of 
Trumpets, and a Purſe of broad Pieces of Gold, laid 
upon the Stone, for the Maſons to drink 

To THE KinG AND THe CRAFT, 
A. D. 1607, 

Troucn, for Want of a Parliamentary Fund, no 
more was built but the ſaid glorious BanqQueTING- 
Hos, the fineſt ſingle Room of that large Extent ſince 
the Days of Auguſtus, and the Glory of this Reign.

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Afterwards the lofty Cieling was adorned by the fine Pen- 
cil of Peter- Paul RuzBens. 


THe beſt Craftſmen from all Parts reſorted to Grand 
Maſter Joxts, who always allowed good Wages and 
ſeaſonable Times for Inſtruction in the Lodges, which 
he conſtituted with excellent By-Laws, and made them 
like the Schools or Academies of the Deſigners in Italy. He 
alſo held the Quarterly Communication * of the Grand 
LopGe of Maſters and Wardens, and the Annual General 
Aſſembly and Feaſt on St. John's Day: When he was 
annually rechoſen, till A. D. 1618, in which Year the 
aforeſaid 


WiLL1am Earl of Pembroke was choſen Grand Maſ- 
ter : And, being approved by the King, he appointed 
Ix GO Jox Es his Deputy Grand Maſter. 


Mason thus flouriſhing, many eminent, wealthy, 
and learned Men, at their own Requeſt, were accepted 
as Brothers, to the Honour of the Craft, till the King + 
died, March'27, 1625, leaving his Crown and Domi- 
nions to | 


2. CHARLES I. Stewart, aged 25 Years, a Royal 
Brother. He was alſo Grand Maſter by Prerogative : 
And, being well ſkilled in all the Arts of Maſenry, he 
_ encouraged the beſt foreign Painters, Sculptors, Statuaries, 
Plaiſterers, &c. but wanted no Foreigners for Architec- 
ture, becauſe none of them equalled his own nige Fones 
and his excellent Diſciples.

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Henry DAN VERS, Earl of Danly, ſucceeded in SO- 
LOMON'\'s Chair, by the King's Approbation; and, at 
his own Coſt, erected a ſmall, but moſt accurate Piece 
of the old Architecture, by the Deſign of Joxes, his 
Deputy; even the famous beautiful Gate of the Phyſick 
Garden at Oxford, with this Inſcription :

Tromas How aRD, Earl of Arundel (the Progenitor 
of our late Grand Maſter NoRFolk) then ſucceeded 
Danby, at the Head of the Fraternity, a moſt excellent 
Connoiſſeur in all the Arts of Defigning, and the great 
Reviver of learned Antiquities, who will be ever famous 
for his Marmora Arundeliana But Deputy Jones was ne- 
ver out of Office; and joined Grand Maſter ARUNDEL, 
in perſuading Francis RussEL, Earl of Bedford, to lay 
out his Grounds of Covent Garden in an oblong Square, 
Eaſt and Wt : Where he built the regular Temple of 
St. Paul, with its admirable Portico, made Parochial, 
A. D. 1635; when 

Grand Maſter BEDForD ſucceeded, and employed his 
Deputy JoxEs to build the North and Eaſt Sides of that 
Square with large and lofty Arcades (commonly called 
Piazzas) which, with the ſaid Church on the Veſt End, 
make a moſt beautiful Proſpect after the /talian or an- 
cient Manner. 

IxiGo0 Jones ſucceeded Bedford in SOLOMON'; 
Chair again; and, before the Wars, the King employed 
him to build the ſtately great Gallery of Somerſet- Houſe, 
fronting the Thames : And the King intended to carry on 
Ii hitehall according to Fones's Plan, but was unhappily 
prevented by the Civil Wars: For the Parliament's Army 
conquered the King a1 Parliament too, and murdered 
him at his own Gate, on January 30, 1648-9. 


ir. 
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Yer, even during the Wars, the Maſons met occa- 
ſionally at ſeveral Places. 

Tre Great IntGo Jones, aged 79 Years, died at 
London, and was buried in St. Bennet's Church at Paul's 
Wharf, on the 26th of Fuly, 1651, the Gzand Paſter 
of Architects, who brought the Auguſtan Style into Eng- 
land. 

He ſhewed his great Skill alſo in deſigning the mag- 
nificent Row of great Queen- ſtreet, and the Meſt Side of 
Lincoln's-Inn Fields, with beautiful Lindſey- Houſe, the 
late Chirurgeons-Hall and Theatre, (now Barbers- Hall in 
Monkwell-ftreet, London) Shafteſbury- Houſe (now the Lon- 
don Lying-in Hoſpital for married Women) in Alderſgate- 
Street, Southampton- Houſe, Bloomſbury (now the Duke of 
Bedford's) Berkeley- Houſe, Piccadilly (now the Duke of 
Devonſbire's) lately burnt and rebuilt, accurate York- 
Stairs at the Thames, &c. And in the Country, Gun- 
nerſbury-Houſe, near Brentford, Wilton- Houſe in Wiltſhire, 
Caſtle-Abby in Northamptonſhire, Stoke-Park, &c. 

Some of his beſt Diſciples met privately for their mu- 
tual Improvement till the Reſtoration, who preſerved his 
clean Drawings and accurate Deſigns (preſerved in our 
Days by the ſkilful Architect, the noble RichARD BoyLe, 
late Earl of Burlington) and, after the Reſtoration, they 
propagated his lofty Style.

3. HARLES II. Stewart, ſucceeded his Father, 
and was magnificently reſtored, aged thirty 
Years, on his own Birth-Day, the 29th of May, 1660. 
In his Travels he had been made a Free Maſon, and, 
naying obſerved the exact Structures in foreign Coun- 
K 3 tries, 
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tries, he reſolved to encourage the Auguſtan Style, by re- 


viving the Zodges, as appears moſt conſpicuouſly from 
the following Preamble of a Charter to incorporate the 


Royal Society, drawn by Dr. Chriſtopher Wren. 


CHARLES, &c. 


HEREAS amongſt our regal hereditary Titles 

(to which by Divine Providence, and the Loy- 
alty of our good Subjects, We are now happily reſtored) 
nothing appears to Us more auguſt, or more ſuitable to 
our pious Diſpoſition, than that of Father of our Country, 
a Name of Indulgence as well as Dominion ; wherein 
we would imitate the Benignity of Heaven, which in 
the ſame Shower yields Thunder and Violets, and no 
ſooner ſhakes the Cedars, but, diſſolving the Clouds, 
drops Fatneſs. We therefore, out of a paternal Care 
of our People, reſolve, together with thoſe Laws which 
tend to the well Adminiſtration of Government, and 
the People's Allegiance to us, inſeparably to join the 
ſupreme Law of Salus Populi, that Obedience may be 
manifeſtly not only the publick but private Felicity of 
every Subject, and the great Concern of his Satisfac- 
tions and Enjoyments in this Life. The Way to ſo 
happy a Government, we are ſenſible, is in no Manner 
more facilitated than by the promoting of uſeful Arts 
and Sciences, which, upon mature Inſpection, are 
found to be the Baſis of civil Communities and free Go- 
vernments, and which gather Multitudes, by an Orpbean 
Charm, into Cities, and connect them in Companies z 
that ſo, by laying in a Stock, as it were, of ſeveral 
Arts and Methods of Induſtry, the whole Body may be 
ſupplied by a mutual Commerce of each other's peculiar 
Faculties; and conſequently that the various Miſeries 
and Toils of this frail Life may, by as many various 
Expedients ready at Hand, be remedied or alleviated ; 


and 
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and Wealth and Plenty diffuſed in juſt Proportion to 
every one's Induſtry, that is, to every one's Deſerts, 


AnD there is no Queſtion but the ſame Policy that 
founds a City, doth nouriſh and increaſe it; ſince theſe 
mentioned Allurements to a Defire of Cohabitation do 
not only occaſion Populoſity of a Country, but render 
it more potent and wealthy than a more populous, but 
more barbarous Nation ; it being the ſame Thing to add 
more Hands, or by the Aſſiſtance of Art to facilitate 
Labour, and bring it within the Power of the few. 


WHEREFORE our Reaſon hath ſuggeſted to us, and 
our own Experience in our Travels in foreign King- 
doms and States hath abundantly confirmed, that we 
proſecute effectually the Advancement of Natural Expe- 
rimental Philoſophy, eſpecially thoſe Parts of it which 
concern the Increaſe of Commerce, by the Addition of 
uſeful Inventions tending to the Eaſe, Profit, or Health 
of our Subjects; which will beſt be accompliſhed by a 
Company of ingenious and learned Perſons, well quali- 
fied for this Sort of Knowledge, to make it their prin- 
cipal Care and Study, and to be conſtituted a regular 
Society for this Purpoſe, endowed with all proper Privi- 
leges and Immunities. 


Nor that herein we would withdraw the leaſt Ray of 
our Influence from the preſent eſtabliſhed Nurſeries of 
good Literature and Education, founded, by the Piety 
of our Royal Anceſtors, and others, to be the perpetual 
Fountains of Religion and Laws ; that Religion, and 
thoſe Laws, which, as we are obliged to defend, ſo the 
holy Blood of our martyred Father hath infeparably en- 
dcared to us; but, that we purpoſe to make further Pro- 


viion for this Branch of Knowledge likewiſe, Natural 


Experimental Philoſophy, which comprehends all that 
is required towards thoſe Intentions we have recited ; 
taking Care in the firſt Place for Religion, ſo, next, for 
the Riches and Ornament of our Kingdoms; as we wear

Arp whereas we are well informed, that a competent 
Number of Perſons of eminent Learning, Ingenvity, 
and Honour, concording in their Inclinations and Stu- 
dies towards this Employment, have for ſome Time ac- 
cuſtomed themſelves to meet weekly, and orderly to 
confer about the hidden Cauſes of Things ; with a De- 
ſi>n to eſtabliſh certain, and correct uncertain Theories 
in Philoſophy ; and, by their Labours in the Diſqui- 
ſition of Nature, to approve themſelves real Benefactors 
to Mankind : And that they have already made a conſi- 
derable Progreſs, by divers uſeful and remarkable Diſ- 
ceveries, Inventions, and Experiments, in the Improve- 
ment of Mathematicks, Mechanicks, Aſtronomy, Na- 
vigation, Phyſick, and Chemiſtry; we have determined 
to grant our Royal Favour, Patronage, and all due En- 
couragement to this illutrious A/ſembly, and ſo beneficial 
and lauJable an Enterprize.” 


Ude this royal Favour and Protection, HENRY 
JERuxx, Earl of St. Albar's, was choſen G2and Maſter 
of Masons, who appointed Sir JohN DEnNHAam, Sur- 
veyor-General of the Royal Works. This Sir John 
Denbam, the only Son of Sir Jabn Denham, Knt. ſome 
Time one of the Barons of the Exchequer, was a cele- 
brated Poet, and an eminent Royaliſt. King Charles I. 
granted to him the Reverſion of the Office of Surveyor- 
General of the Works, after the Deceaſe of the great 
Architect [nigo Jones; which Office he entered upon at 
the Reſtoration of King Charles II. Anno 1660 (for 
the ſaid [nrgo Jones deceaſed the 211t of July, Anno 1651, 
aged about 79 Years.) At the Coronation of King Charles 
II. he was made a Knight.of the Bath.

AnD, according to a Copy of the old Conſtitutions, this 
Grand Maſter held a General Aſſembly and Feaft on ST.

* Afterwards Sir Chriftopher H'ren He was the only Son of 
Dr. Chriſtopher Wren, Dean of Wind/or, and was born in 1632. 
His Genius for the Arts and Sciences appeared early; for at the 
Age of thirteen he invented a new aftronomical Inſtrument, by 
the Name of Pan-Organum, and wrote a Treatiſe on the Or:- 

in of Rivers; and invented a Preumatict Engine, and a pecu- 
Jiar Inftrument of Uſe in Gromenichs, to ſolve this Problem, 
wiz. * On a known Plane, in a known Elevation, to deſcribe 
«* ſuch Lines with the expedite turning of Ruadles to certain 
« Diviſions, as by the Shadow of the Style may ſhew the equal

Ix 1646, Mr. Wren was admitted at the Age of fourteen a 
Gentleman Commoner in #"adham Collzge, Oxon, where he 
profited greatly under the Inſtructions and Friendſhip of Dr. 
John Wilkins and Dr. Seth Ward, who were both Gentlemen of 
great Learning, and afterwards promoted by King Charles II. 
to the Mitre. | 

His other juvenile Productions in Mathematicks are highly 
worth our Attention, and ſpeak this Grand Warden” a Scholar 
of a moſt exalted Genius, bat are too many to be here reca- 
pitulated. I ſhall only inform you, that his Studies were not 
confined. He aſſiſted Dr. Scarborough in the anatomical Pre- 

arations and Experiments upon the Muſcies of the human Body; 
rom whence are dated the firſt Introduction of geometrical and 
mechanical Speculations in Auatam; and wrote Diſcourſes of 
the Longitude ; to obſerve the Variations of the magnetical 
Needle; De re nautica weterum ; to find the Velocity os Ship 
in ſailing ; of the 11 of Gallies; of an Inſtrument 
perpetually noting the Soundings in Shallows; to recover 
Wrecks ; à convenient Way of ufing Artillery on Ship-board ; 
to build in deep Water; to build a Mole into the Sea, with- 
out Puzzolan Duſt, or Ciſterns ; of the Improvement of Ri- 
ver-Navigation, by the Joining of the Rivers.

g. That fer the future the ſaid Fraternity of Free Ma- 
ſous ſhall be regulated and governed by One GRAN D M as- 
TER, and as many Wardens as the ſaid Soctety ſhall think

puty ; but the Deputy and } Mr. Crinlin Gibbons, \ Wardens. 
Wardens managed all Things. 

THis Year, on September 2, the great Burning of Len- 
dn happened, and the Free A became 5 to 
rebuild it. 

Accordingly, 

Tre Eng and Grand Maſter ordered the Deputy Wars 
to draw up a fine Plan of the new City, with long, 
brgad and regular Streets; but, though private Proper- 

ties 
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ties hindered its taking Effect, yet that noble City was 
ſoon rebuilt in a far better Style than before. 
AFTER the moſt dreadful Conflagration of Londen, in 

the fatal Year 1666, Dr. Chri/topher Wren was appoint- 
ed Surveyor-General and principal Architect for rebuilding 
the whole City; the Cathedral Church of St. Paul; all 
the parochial Churches (in Number Fifty-one, enacted 
by Parliament, in lieu of thoſe that were burnt and de- 
moliſhed) with other publick Structures; and for the 
Difpoſition of the Streets; a Charge fo great and ex- 
tenſive, incumbent on a fingle Perſon, diſpoſed him to 
take to his Aſſiſtance Mr. Robert Hook, Profeſſor of Geo- 
metry in Greſham College, to whom he aſſigned chiefly the 
Buſineſs of meaſuring, adjuſting, and ſetting out the 
Ground of the private Streets to the ſeveral Proprietors ; 
reſerving all the publick Works to his own peculiar 
Care and Direction. | 

Taz Manner of building in the City of London, prac- 
tiſed in all former Ages, was commonly with Timber, 
a Material eafily procured, at little Expence, when the 
Country was overburthened with Woods. This often 
ſubjected the Town to great and deſtructive Fires, ſome- 
times to the Ruin of the whole, as happened, for In- 


ftance, in the Year 1083, and Reign of Milliam the 


Conqueror, the Houſes being then of Timber covered 
with Thatch. Notwithſtanding theſe Incidents, this 
Mode continued until the two fatal Years 1605 and 6; 
but then the ſucceſſive Calamities of Plague and Fire gave 
all People Occaſion ſeriouſly to reflect on the Cauſes of 
the Increaſe of both to that exceſſive Height; v:z. Cl:ſe- 
neſs of Buildings, and combuſtible Materials ; and hence 
the Wiſhes for the neceſſary Amendment af both, by 
widening the Streets, and building with Stone and 

Brick, became univerſal. | 
Sous intelligent Perſons went farther, and thought 
it highly requiſite the City in the Reſtoration ſhould riſe 
with that Beauty, by the Straightneſs and Regularity of 
Build- 
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Buildings, and Convenience for Commerce ; by the well 
diſpoſing of Streets and publick Places, and the Open- 
ing of Wharfs, &c. which the excellent Situation, 
Wealth, and Grandeur of the Metropolis of England did 
juſtly deſerve; in Reſpect alſo of the Rank ſhe bore 
with all other trading Cities of the World ; of which, 
though ſhe was before one of the richeſt in Eſtate and 
Dowry, yet unqueſtionably the leaſt beautiful. forme, 
ingens, cui lumen ademptum. 

In order therefore to a proper Reformation, Dr. IYren 
(purſuant to the royal Commands) immediately after the 
Fire, took an exact Survey of the whole Area and Con- 
fines of the Burning, having traced over, with great 
Trouble and Hazard, the great Plain of Afhes and Ru- 
ins; and deſigned a Plan or Model of a new City, in 
which the Deformity and Inconveniencies of the old 
Town were remedied, by the enlarging of the Streets 
and Lanes, and carrying them as near parallel to one 
another as might be; avoiding, if compatible with 
greater Conveniencies, all acute Angles; by ſeating all 
the parochial Churches conſpicuous and inſular; by 
forming the moſt publick Places into large Piazzas, the 
Centers of eight Ways; by uniting the Halls of the 
twelve chief Companies into one regular Square annex- 
ed to Guildhall; by making a commodious Key on the 
whole Bank of the River, from Blackfriars to the Tower. 

Moreover, in contriving the general Plan, the fol- 
lowing Particulars were chiefly confidered and propoſed. 
Tus Streets to be of three Magnitudes; the three 
principal leading ſtraight through the City, and one or 
two Croſs- ſtreets, to be at leaſt 90 Feet wide; others 
6o Feet; and Lanes about 30 Feet, excluding all nar- 
row dark Alleys without Thoroughfares and Courts. 

THe Exchange to ſtand free in the Middle of a Pi- 
azza, and be, as it were, the Nave or Center of the 
Town, from whence the 69 Feet Streets, as fo many 
Rays, ſhould proceed to all principal Parts of the City: 

The 
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The Building to be contrived after the Form of the Re 
man Forum, with double Porticoes. 

MAxv Streets alſo to radiate upon the Bridge. The 
Streets of the firſt and ſecond Magnitude to be carried 
on as ſtraight as and to center into four or five 
Piazzas. 

Tu Key or open Wharf on the Bank of the Thames, 
to be ſpacious and convenient, without any Inter- 
ruptions ; with ſome large Docks for Barges deep loaden. 

THE Canal to be cut up Bridewell, 120 Feet wide, 
with Saſſes at Holborn Bridge, and at the Mouth, to 
cleanſe it of all Filth ; and Stores for Coal on each Side. 

THz Churches to be deſigned according to the beſt 
Forms for Capacity and Hearing, adorned with uſeful 
Porticoes, and lofty ornamental Towers and Steeples, 
in the greater Pariſhes. All Church-yards, Gardens, 
and unneceſſary Vacuities; and all Trades that uſe great 
Fires, or yield noiſome Smells; to be placed out of the 
Town. 

Tus Model or Plan formed on theſe Principles, aeli- 
neated by Dr. Men, was laid before the King and the 
honourable Houſe of Commons; and is thus ex elained : 

From that Part of Fleet-Areet which remained un- 
burnt, about St. Dunſſan Church, a firaight Street of 
90 Feet wide, croſſes the Valley, paſting by the South 
Side of Ludgate Priſon, and thence in a direct Line ends 
gracefully in a Piazza at Totber- hill; but before it de- 
ſcends into a Valley where now the great Sewer (Flect- 
ditch) runs, about the once Middle of Fleet-ftrect, it 
opens into a round Piazza, the Center of eight Ways, 
where at one Station are theſe Views: —Firſt, ſtraight 
forward quite through the City: Second, obliquely 
towards the Right Hand, to the Beginning of the Rey 
that runs from Brideuell. doc to the Tower. Third, 
obliquely. on the left to Spurhfield. Fourth, ftraight on 
the Right, to the Thames. Fifth, ſtraight on the left, 
to Hatton rect and Clerkenwell, Sixth, ftrcaight back- 

ward, 
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wards towards Temple-bar. Seventh, obliquely en the 
right, to the Walks of the Temple. Eighth, obliquely 
on the left to Curſtor s Alley. 

Pass ix forward we croſs the Valley, onee ſullied 
with an offenſive Sewer, now to be beautified with a 
uſeful Canal, paſſable by as many Bridges as Streets that 
croſs it, —Leaving Laudgate Priſon on the left Side of the 
Street, (inſtead of which Gate was deſigned a triumphal 
Arch to the Founder of the new City, King Charles the 
Second.) This great Street preſently divides into another 
as large, which carries the Eye and Paſſage to the South- 
front of the Exchange, (which we leave as yet for a ſe» 
cond Journey) and before theſe two Streets, ſpreading 
at acute Angles, can be clear of one another, they form 
a triangular Piazza, the Baſis of which is filled by the 
Cathedral Church of St. Paul. 

BuT, leaving St. Paul's on the left, we proceed as our 
firſt Way led us towards the Tower, the Way being all 
along adorned with parochial Churches. 

We return again to Ludgate, and, leaving St. Paul's 
on the right Hand, paſs the other great Branch to the 
Royal Exchange, ſeated in the Place where it was before, 
but free from Buildings, in the Middle of a Piazza in- 
cluded between two great Streets; the one from Ludgate 
leading to the South-front, and another from Holborn, 
over the Canal, to Newgate, and from thence ſtraight to 
the North-front of the Exchange. 

Tre Practicability of this whole Scheme, without 
Loſs to any Man, or Infringement of any Property, was 
at that Time demonſtrated, and all material Objections 
fully weighed and anſwered : The only, and, as it hap- 
pened, inſurmountable Difficulty remaining, was the 
obſtinate Averſeneſs of great Part of the Citizens to al- 
ter their old Properties, and to recede from building 
their Houſes again on the old Ground and Foundations ; 
as alſo, the Diſtruſt in many, and Unwillingneſs to give 


up their Properties, though for a Time only, into the | 


Hands 


— 
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Hands of publick Truſtees, or Commiſſioners, till they 
might be diſpenſed to them again, with more Advantage 
to themſelves, than otherwiſe was poſſible to be effected; 
for ſuch a Method was propoſed, that by an equal Diſ- 
tribution of Ground inta Buildings, leaving out Church- 
yards, Gardens, &c. (which were to be removed out of 
the Town) there would have been ſufficient Room both 
for the Augmentation of the Streets; Diſpoſition of the 
Churches, Halls, and all publick Buildings; and to 
have given every Proprietor full Satisfaction ; and al- 
though few Proprietors ſhould happen to have been ſeated 
again, directly upon the very ſame Ground they had 
poſſeſſed before the Fire, yet no Man would have been 
thruſt any conſiderable Diſtance from it, but been placed 
at leaſt as conveniently, and ſometimes more ſo, to 
their own Trades than before. 

By theſe Means, the Opportunity, in a great Degree, 
was loſt, of making the new City the moſt magnificent, 
as well as commodious for Health and Trade, of any 
upon Earth; and, the Surveyor being thus confined and 
cramped in his Deſigns, it required no ſmall Labour and 
Skill to model the City in the Manner it has ſince ap- 
peared. | 

Tur Cuſtom-houſe for the Port of Lindon, ſituated on 
the South-ſide of Thames-/treet, was erected in 1668, 
adorned with an upper and lower Order of Architecture : 
In the latter are Stone Columns, and Entablement of 
the Tuſcan Order ; in the former are Pilaſters, Entabla- 
ture, and five Pediments of the Joni Order. The Welſt- 
end is elevated on Columns, forming a Piazza, The 
Length of this Building is 189 Feet, Breadth in the 
middle Part, 27 Feet, at the Weſt-end, Cc. 60 Feet. 

Tas King levelled the Foct-Stone of the New Royal Ex- 
change in ſolemn Form, on the 23d of Octeber, 1667; 
and it was opened, the fineſt in Eurote, by the Mayor 
and Aldermen, on the 28th of September, 1669. Upon 
the Inſides of the Square aboye the Arcades, and between 

the 
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the Windows, are the Statues of the Sovereigns of Eng- 
land. Afterwards the Merchant Adventurers employed 
Grand Warden Gibbons to erect in the Middle of the 
Square the KinG's Statue to the Life, in a Ceſarean Ha- 
bit, of white Marble, with the W elegant In- 


ſcription. 


CARotrO StcunDo CSsARI BarrAN NH co 
PaTriz PATRI 
Reoum OeTimo CLEeMENTISSIMO AUGUSTESSIMNG 
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G1LBERT SHELDON Archbiſhop of Canterbury, an ex- 
cellent Architect, ſhewed his great Skill in defigning his 
famous Theatrum Sheldonium at Oxford, and at his Coſt it 
was conducted and finiſhed by Deputy WREN and Grand 
Warden Wes; and, the Craftſmen having celebrated the 
Cape-Stine, it was opened with an elegant Oration by 
Dr. S2uth, on the gth of Fuly 1669. D. G. M. Wren 
built alſo that other Maſter-Piece, the pretty Muſeum 
near the Theatre, at the Charge of the Univerſity. 

T'x1s Theatre, a Work of admirable Contrivance and 
Magnificence, was the firſt publick Performance of Bro- 
ther WRzzx, in Architecture; which, however, had 
been executed in a greater and better Style, with a View 
to the ancient Raman Grandeur diſcernible in the Theatre 
of Marcellus at Rome, but that he was obliged to put a 
Stop to the bolder Strokes of his Pencil, and confine 

the 
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the Expence within the Limits of a ptivate Purſe. What 
(among other beautiful and diſtinguiſhed Parts of this 
Structure) has been eſteemed very obſervable, is the 
geometrical Flat-roof z which Dr. Plot has particularly 
deſcribed, i in his Natural Hi tory of Oxfordſhire, and writes 
thus of its Invention : 

© IT was an excellent Device, whoever firſt contrived 
it, of making Flat-floors or Roofs of ſhort Pieces of 
Timber continued to a great Breadth, without either 
Arch or Pillar to ſupport them, but ſuſtained only by 
the Side-Watls, and their own Texture; for by this 
means many Times the Defect of long Timber, or 
Miſtakes of Vortmen, are ſupplied, and rectified with- 
out any Prejudice to the Building. Of this Sort of 
Work we have an Example in the Schools, in the 
Floor of the uppermoſt Noam of the Tower.—There 
is alſo a Diagram of ſuch Work in the Architecture of 
Sebaſtian Serlio. But Dr. Wallis was the firſt that de- 
monſtrated the Reaſon of this Vert, and has given di- 
vers Forms of it, befide the fore-mentioned, in his 
Book De Motu. | 

© Bur of all the Flat-flaors having no Pillars to ſup- 
port them, and whoſe Main-beams are made of divers 
Pieces of Timber, the moſt admirable is that of the 
Theatre of Oxford, from Side-wall to Side-wall, 80 
Feet over one Way, and 70 the other; whoſe Lockages 
are ſo quite different from any before-mentioned, and 
in many other Particulars, as perhaps not to be paral- 
© lelled in the World.“ 

In the Year 1671, Deputy WREN began the building 
of the great fluted Column of Portland Stone, and of 
the Dorick Order, (commonly called the Manument of 
London, in Memory of the Burning and Rebuilding of the 
City) and finiſhed it in 1677. The Artificers were 
obliged to wait ſometimes for Stones of proper Scant- 
lings ; which occaſioned the Work to be longer in Exe- 
eution than otherwiſe it would have been. It much ex- 
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ceeds in Height the Pillars at Rome, of the Emperors 
Trajan and Antoninus; the ſtately Remains of Roman 
Grandeur; and that of Theodoſus at Conſtantinople. In 
forming this Coloſt Column, Deputy WREN took the Li- 
berty to exceed the received Proportion of the Order, 
one Module, or Semi-diameter. In the Place of the 
Braſs Urn (which is not artfully performed, and was 
ſet up contrary to his Opinion) was intended a Coloſs 
Statue in Braſs, gilt, of King CHARLES the Second, as 
Founder of the new City, in the Manner of the Raman 
PiLLARS, which terminated with the Statues of their 
Cæſars; or elſe a Figure of a Woman crowned with Tur- 
rets, hclding a Sword and Cap of Maintenance, with 
other Enſigns of the City's Grandeur and Re-erection. 
The Altitude, from the Pavement, is 202 Feet ; the Di- 
ameter of the Shaft (or Body) of the Column is 15 
Feet; the Ground bounded by the Plinth, or loweft 
Part of the Pedeſtal, is 28 Feet ſquare; and the Pedeſtal 
in Height is 40 Feet. Within, is a large Stair-caſe of 
black Marble, containing 343 Steps, ten 1-half Inches 
broad, and fix-Inch Riſers. Over the Capital is an Iron 
Balcony encompaſſing a Cippus or Meta, 32 Feet high, 
ſupporting a blazing Urn of Braſs gilt. Prior to this, 
Deputy WREN (as it appears by an original Drawing) 
had made a Deſign of a Pillar of ſomewhat leſs Propor- 
tion, viz. 14 Feet in Diameter, and after a peculiar De- 
vice; for, as the Romans expreſſed by Relievs, on the 
Pedeſtals, and round the Shafts of the Columns, the 
Hiſtory of ſuch Actions and Incidents as were intended 
to be thereby commemorated ; ſo this Monument of the 
Conflagration and Reſurrection of the City of Londen, 
was repreſented by a Pillar in Flames; the Flames blazing 
from the Loop-holes of the Shaft (which were to give a 
Light to the Stairs within) were figured in Braſs-work 
gilt; and on the Top was a Phcenix riſing from her 
Aſhes, of Braſs gilt likewiſe.

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Loxpow was rebuilding apace; and, the Fire having 
ruined St. Pauls Cathedral, the King with Grand Maſ- 
ter Rivers, his Architects and Craftſmen, Nobility and 
Gentry, Lord Mayor and Aldermen, Biſhops and Cler- 
gy, c. in due Form levelled the Foot-Stone of New St. 
Paul's, deſigned by D. Grand Maſter Wren, A. D. 
1673, and by him conducted as Maſter of the Work, and 
Surveyor, with his Wardens Mr. Edward Strong Senior 
and Junior, upon a Parliamentary Fund. 

PREPARATIONS for the new Structure being made, 
and ſeveral Deſigns preſented to the King for the Form 
and Faſhion thereof; which was intended to equal, if 
not exceed, the Splendor and Magnificence of the old 
Cathedral, when it was in its beſt Eſtate ; his Majefty, 
well approving one of them, commanded a Model to be 
made thereof in ſo large and exact a Manner, that might 
remain as a perpetual and unchangeable Rule and Direc- 
tion for the Conduct of the whole Work. And, for the 
more ſpeedy Procedure in this vaſt and mighty Building, 
iſſued out his Letters Patents under the Great Seal of 
England, bearing Date the 12th Day of November, in 
the 25th Year of his Reign, Anno ſcil. 1673, unto ſe- 
veral Lords ſpiritual and temporal, and other Perſons of 
eminent Rank and Quality, and Chriftopher Wren, Doc- 
tor of Laws, Surveyor-General of the Royal Works; 
authorizing them, or ſo many of them as are therein ap- 
pointed and enabled to act, to proceed in that great Un- 
dertaking, and to endeavour the perfecting thereof, by 
ſuch Ways and Means, and according to ſuch Rules and 
Orders, as are therein mentioned. A Tranſcript of the 
Preamble of which remarkable Commiſſion is here in- 
ſerted : | | 

«© WHEREAS - Since the iſſuing out of our Commiſ- 
fion (viz. Anno 1663, 15 Car. II.) the late dreadful Fire 
in London hath deſtroyed and conſumed the Cathedral 
Church of St. Paul to ſuch a Degree, that no Part of 
the ancient Walls or Structures, can with any Safety be 
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relied upon, or left ſtanding; inſomuch that it is now 
become abſolutely neceſſary totally to demoliſh and raze 
to the Ground all the Relicks of the former Building, 
and in the ſame Place, but upon new Foundations, to 
erect a new Church; (which that it may be done to the 
Glory of God, and for the promoting of his divine 
Worthip and Service therein to be celebrated ; and to 
the End the ſame may equal, if not exceed, the Splen- 
dor and Magnificence of the former Cathedral Church, 
when it was in its beſt Eftate; and ſo become much 
more than formerly the principal Ornament of our royal 
City, to the Honour of our Government, and of this 
our Realm; we have cauſed ſeveral Deſigns for that Pur- 
poſe te be prepared by Dr. Chriſtapher Wren, Surveyor- 
General of all our Works and Buildings, which we 
have ſeen, and one of which we do more eſpecially ap- 
prove, and have commanded a Madel thereof to be made 
after ſo large and exact a Manner, that it may remain 
as a perpetual, unchangeable Rule and Direction for the 
Conduct of the whole Work.) And whereas our former 
Commiſſion, in which the upholding and repairing the an- 
cient Cathedral Church is only deſigned and mentioned, 
doth not ſufficiently authoriſe and impower our ſaid Com- 
miſſioners therein named to begin and compleat a new 
Fabrick upon new Foundations :

HE RE As We have been informed that a Por- 
tion of the Impoſition laid on Coals, Which by 
Act of Parliament is appointed and ſet apart for the re- 
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building of the Cathedral Church of St. Paul, in our 
capital City of London, doth at preſent amount to a con- 
ſiderable Sum, which, though not proportionable to the 
Greatneſs of the Work, is notwithſtanding ſufficient 
to begin the ſame ; and with all the Materials, and other 
Aſſiſtances, which may probably be expected, will put 
a new Choir in great Forwardneſs : And whereas, among 
divers Deſigns which have been preſented to Us, We 
have particularly pitched upon one, as well becauſe We 
found it very artificial, proper, and uſeful ; as becauſe it 
was ſo ordered, that it might be built and finiſhed by 
Parts : We do therefore by theſe Preſents ſignify Our 
Royal Approbation of the ſaid Deſign, hereunto annex- 
ed ; and do will and require you forthwith to proceed 
according to the ſaid Deſign, beginning with the Eaſt- 
end or Choir, and accompliſhing the ſame with the pre- 
| ſent Stock of Money, and ſuch Supplies as may proba- 
bly accrue, according to the Tenor of the Commiſſion 
to you directed ; and for fo doing this ſhall be your 
Warrant. Given at Our Court at Jhitehall, the 14th 
Day of May, 1675, in the 27th Year of Our Reign.

Tn pulling down the Walls, being about 80 Feet 
high, and five Feet thick, was a great and troubleſome 
Work ; the Men ftood above, and worked them down 
with Pickaxes, whilſt Labourers below moved away the 
Materials that fell, and diſperſed them into Heaps: The 
Want of Room made this Way flow and dangerous, 
and ſome Men loſt their Lives; the Heaps grew ſteep 
and large; and yet this was to be done before the Ma- 
{ons could begin to lay the Foundations. 

Turk City, having Streets to pave anew, bought, from 
the Rubbiſh, moſt of the Stone, called Kenti/h-rag, which 
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gave ſome Room to dig, and to lay Foundations; which 
yet was not eaſy to perform with any Exactneſs, but by 
this Method. 

Tu Surveyor placed Scaffolds high enough to extend 
his Lines over the Heaps that lay in the Way; and then 
by Perpendiculars ſet out the Places below, from the 
Lines drawn with Care upon the level Plan of the Scaffold. 

THrvs he proceeded, gaining every Day more Room, 
till he came to the middle Tower that bore the Steeple ; 
the Remains of the Tower being near 200 Feet high, 
the Labourers were afraid to work above ; thereupon he 
concluded to facilitate this Work by the Uſe of Gun- 
powder. | 

He dug a Hole of about four Feet wide down by the 
Side of the North-weſt Pillar of the Tower, the four 
Pillars of which were each about fourteen Feet Diame- 
ter; when he had dug to the Foundation, he then, with 
Crows and Tools made on purpoſe, wrought a Hole, two 
Feet ſquare, level into the Center of the Pillar ; there 
he placed a little Deal Box, containing eighteen Pounds 
of Powder, and no more: A Cane was fixed to the Box 
with a Quick-match, (as the Gunners call it;) within 
the Cane, which reached from the Box to the Ground 
above, and along the Ground was laid a Train of Pow- 
der, with a Match: After the Mine was carefully cloſed 
up again with Stone and Mortar to the Top of the 
Ground, he then obſerved the Effect of the Blow. 

Tuls little Quantity of Powder not only lifted up the 
whole Angle of the Tower, with two great Arches that 
reſted upon it ; but alſo two adjoining Arches of the 
Ailes, and all above them; and this it ſeemed to do 
ſomewhat leiſurely, cracking the Walls to the Top, lift- 
ing viſibly the whole Weight about nine Inches, which, 
ſuddenly jumping down, made a great Heap of Ruin in 
the Place without ſcattering; it was half a Minute be- 
fore the Heap already fallen opened in two or three 
Places, and emitted ſome Smoke. By this Deſcription 
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may be obſerved the incredible Force of Gunpowder ; 
eighteen Pounds only of which lifted up above 3000 
Tons, and ſaved the Work of 1000 Labourers. 

Tux Fall of ſo great Weight, from an Height of 200 
Feet, gave a Concuſſion to the Ground, which the In- 
habitants round about took for an Earthquake. 

ENCOURAGED by this Succeſs, he thought to proceed 
this Way, but, being obliged to go out of Town in the 
King's Service, he left the Management of another Mine 
be gun to the Care of his next Officer, who, too wiſe 
in his own Conceit, put in a greater Quantity of Pow- 
der, and neither went low enough, nor ſufficiently for- 
tified the Mouth of the Mine; and, though it had the 
Effect, yet one Stone was ſhot to the oppoſite Side of 
the Church-yard, through an open Window, into a 
Room of a private Houſe, where ſome Women were fit- 
ting at Work, without any Harm done ; this Accident 
frighted the Neighbours to that Degree, that he was 
importuned to uſe no more Powder, and was ſo directed 
alſo by his Superiors; though with due Caution it might 
have been executed without any Hazard, and ſav ed much 
Time and Money. 

He then turned his Thoughts to another Method to 
gain Time, prevent much Expence, and the endanger- 
ing of Men's Lives ; and that was to make an Experi- 
ment of an ancient Engine in War, called the Bat- 
tering-ram. 

HE took a ftrong Maſt of about forty Feet long, arm- 
ing the bigger End with a great Spike of Iron, fortified 
with Bars along the Maſt and Ferrels: This Maft in 
two Places was hung up to one Ring with ſtrong Tackle, 
and fo ſuſpended level to a Triangle-prop, ſuch as they 
weigh great Guns with : Thirty Men, fifteen on a Side, 
vibrated this Machine to and again, and beat in one 
Place againſt the Wall, the whole Day ; they believed 
it was to little Purpoſe, not diſcerning any immediate 
Effect; he bid them not deſpair, but proceed another 
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Day : On the ſecond Day the Wall was perceived to 
tremble at the Top, and in a few Hours it fell. The 
Reaſon to be given for it may be this; it is not by any 
preſent Violence the Ram is able to overturn a Wall of 
ſuch Bulk and Compacture, but, inceſſantly vibrating 
by equidiſtant Pulſes, it makes a ſmall inteſtine Motion 
through all the inſenſible Parts of the Wall, and by 
Degrees looſens all the Bond of the Mortar, and moves 
every Stone from its Bed; and though not the hun- 
dredth Part of an Inch at every Blow, yet this Motion 
once begun hath its Effects more and more, till at 
length it is quite looſe and falls. He made good Uſe 
of this Machine in beating down all the lofty Ruins; 
and pleaſed himſelf that he had recovered this nota- 
ble Engine, of ſo great Service to the Ancients in be- 
fieging of Towns; though great Guns have now put 
them out of Uſe, as more expeditious, and requiring 
fewer Men to manage. 

In the Progreſs of the Works of the Foundations, 
Deputy WREN met with one unexpected Difficulty ; he 
began to lay the Foundations from the Weſt-end, and 
had proceeded ſucceſsfully through the Dome to the Eaſt- 
end, where the Brick-earth Bottom was very good; but 
as he went on to the North-eaſt Corner, which was the 
laſt, and where nothing was expected to interrupt, he 
fell, in proſecuting the Deſign, upon a Pit, where all 
the Pot-earth had been robbed by the Potters of old 


Time; here were diſcovered Quantities of Urns, broken 


Veſſels, and Pottery-ware of divers Sorts and Shapes : 
How far this Pit extended northward, there was no Oc- 
caſion to examine; no Ox Skulls, Horns of Stags, and 
Tuſks of Boars, were found, to corroborate the Account 
of Stow, Camden, and others, nor any Foundations more 
Eaſtward. If there was formerly any Temple to Diana, 
ke ſuppoſed it might have been within the Walls of the 
Colony, and more to the South. It was no little Per- 


plexity to fall into this Pit at laſt: He wanted but ſix 
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or ſeven Feet to compleat the Deſign, and this fell in 
the very Angle North-Eaſt ; he knew very well, that 
under the Layer of Pot-earth there was no other good 
Ground to be found till he came to the Low-water Mark 
of the Thames, at leaſt forty Feet lower: His Artificers 
propoſed to him to pile, which he refuſed ; for, though 
Piles may laſt for ever, when always in Water (otherwiſe 
London- Bridgewould fall) yet if they are driven through dry 
Sand, though ſometimes moiſt, they will rot. His Endea- 
vours were to build for Eternity. He therefore ſunk a Pit 
of about eighteen Feet ſquare, wharfing up the Sand with 
Timber, till he came forty Feet lower into Water and 
Sea-ſhells, where there was a firm Sea-beach, which 
confirmed the Opinion of many, that the Sea had been 
in Ages paſt, where now Paul's Church is. He bored 
through this Beach till he came to the original Clay; 
being then ſatisfied, he began from the Beach a ſquare 
Pier of folid good Maſonry, ten Feet ſquare, till he 
came within fifteen Feet of the preſent Ground ; then 
he turned a ſhort Arch under Ground to the former 
Foundation, which was broken off by the untoward Ac- 
cident of the Pit. Thus this North-eaſt Coin of the 
Choir ſtands very firm, and no doubt will ſtand. This 
Narrative may be of Uſe to Masons not to truſt Piles, 
unleſs always and in all Parts wet ; for almoſt all Sorts 
of 'I imber under Water will prove everlaſting, but wet 
and dry will ſoon periſh. The ſame cannot be ſaid of 
Iron, for that will decay under Water ; but this hath 
been obſerved, in taking out Cramps from Stone-work 
at leaſt four hundred Years old, which were ſo bedded 
in Mortar, that all Air was perfectly excluded, the Iron 
appeared as freſh as from the Forge. Therefore, in 
cramping of Stones, no Iron ſhould lie within nine 
Inches of Air, if poſhble ; for the Air is the Menſtruum 
that conſumes all Materials whatever. When there is a 
Necelity to, uſe Iron, for Want of Stones large enough, 

Care is to be taken to exclude ſufficiently the Air from 
s | It. 
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it. To mention another Caution of Uſe to Masoxs ; 
ſome Cornices of large Projections, though the upper 
Joints are as cloſe fitted as good Workmen can make 
them, yet, in the melting of Snow, the Water will 
dribble through, and ſtain the Cornice. Deputy G. M. 
WEN thus avoided this Inconvenience ; he cauſed the 
Masoxs ſo to work the Stone next the Joint, as to 
leave half a Quarter of an Inch riſing on each Side, that 
the Water might ſooner fall off, than ſoak to the Joint ; 
and this he obſerved in the Paving of the Portico of the 
principal Front of St. Pauls; beſides, that the Joints 
are run with Lead; and the ſame is done where-ever he 
was obliged to cover with Stone only. 

Ix order to ſatisfy ſuch Perſons who are charmed with 
the Grandeur of the Vatican Church of St. Peter at 
Rome; with the ſtately Colonades, and ſpacious Area in 
the Front ; and think no Structure of this Sort is to be 
eſteemed truly noble and majeſtick, that does not ariſe, 
or nearly approach to that Magnificence; it is to be 
conſidered, that at St. Paul's the Surveyor wanted Room. 

THe magnificent Portico before the Church of St. Pe- 
ter is not to be equalled, but yet the whole Front of 
that Structure, terminating in a ſtraight Line at the Top, 
cannot be ſaid to afford ſo agreeable an Aſpect, nor that 
rational Variety, as is diſcerned by the Elevation of the 


Pediment in the Middle, and beautiful Campanile Tow- 


ers at each End of the Front of St. Paul's. | 
A Query has been made, why all the Pilafters on the 
Outſide were doubled? They are of the ſame Uſe as 
Buttreſſes, and to give Space for large Windows between, 
which in our darker Weather is neceſſary; as alſo for 
the good Regularity within, and the Roof, they will ap- 
pear proper to thoſe who conſider well the whole Deſign 

together. g | 
AGAIN, why were the Columns of the Weſt Portico 
doubled? This, no doubt, is not according to the 
uſual Mode of the Ancients in their ordinary Temples, 
which, 
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which, for the generality, was ſmall ; but was followed 
in their Coloſs, or greater Works; for Inſtance, in the 
Portico of the Temple of Peace, the moſt magnificent in 
old Rome, the Columns were very properly and neceſſa- 
rily doubled to make wider Openings, after the Manner 
of the middle Openings in the Porticoes of the Greet 
Temples, to five Doors at unequal Diſtances, vix. three 
near together, which lead into the great middle Nave, 
or Body of the Temple; and one to each Side-aile, at 
greater Diſtances. Bramante uſed double Columns with- 
out Scruple, as did Michael Angelo within and without 
the Cupola of St. Peter's in the Vatican: The like is 
done in the Portico of the Church of Santa Maria Ma- 
Jor in Rome; and alſo in other publick and private Edi- 
fices by the moſt celebrated Architects; to inſtance, 
among others, in the Facade * of the Palace of $8Srs. 
Caffarell: alla Valle, built by Raphael Urbin in the Year 
I515; which contains twenty-ſix duplicated Columns 
in Front. The French Architects have practiſed the 
ſame to a good Effect, eſpecially in the beautiful Facade 
of the Leuvre. It is to be obſerved, in the Portico of Sz. 
Paul's, two Columns are brought nearer together, to 
make greater Intercolumns alternately, to give a proper 
Space for three Doors. The Ancients, particularly the 
Greeks, in their Temples, generally made the middle In- 
ter-column wider than the reſt ; and as they ſhifted the 
Columns of the Portico for the better Approach to one 
Door; ſo at St. Paul's, for the ſame Reaſon, where 
there are three Doors, (the two Side-doors for daily Uſe, 
and the Middle for Solemnities) the Columns are widen- 
ed, to make a more open and commodious Acceſs to 
each ; and this falls gracefully, by placing the Pillars al- 
rernately Euſtyle and Pyenaſtyle. Hermogenes, who firſt 
contrived the Pſeudadipteron, by taking away a whole 
Range of Columns to enlarge the Portico, went farther 
than his Maſters durſt before him, yet is commended by 
Vitruvius for this very Thing, becauſe uſeful. The 
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Romans, after the Greek Examples, not only widened 
the middle Openings in the Colonades before their Tem- 
ples, but followed the like Manner in Arcades alſo : 
Thus in the Coloſſeum, or Amphitheatre of Veſpaſſan 
in Rome, of the etghty Arches, four, which lead prin- 
cipally to the Arena, were made wider than all the reſt. 
They generally took ſuch Liberties, well knowing that 
the ORDERs were to be adapted to their proper Uſe, and 
not the Deſign too ſervilely to the Ox DERS ; of which 
a hundred Examples may be given. Thoſe who duly 
examine by Meaſure the beſt Remains of the Greet or 
Roman Structures, whether "Temples, Pillars, Arches, 
or Theatres, will ſoon diſcern, that even among theſe 
there is no certain general Agreement ; for it is manifeſt 
the ancient Architects took great Liberties in their Ca- 
pitals and Members of Cornices, to ſhew their own In- 
ventions, even where their Defign did not oblige them ; 
but where it did oblige them to a rational Variation, ſtill 
keeping a good Symmetry, they are ſurely to be com- 
mended, and in like Caſes to be followed. We now 
moſt eſteem the Learning of the AucusTAN Age, yet, 
no Queſtion there were then many different Styles in 
Oratory, and perhaps fome as good as Ciceros. This is 
not ſaid as any Inducement to Maſons, or every Fellow- 
Craft that can draw Lines, to fall into crude Gothick In- 


ventions, far from the good Examples of the Ancients, 


no more than to encourage a barbarous Style in Latin; and 
yet ſurely we cannot but, with Eraſmus, laugh at him who 
durſt not uſe one Word that he could not find in Tully. 
To proceed in examining what has been further ob- 
jected, particularly, why the Architrave within is cut 
off by the Arch. In this Maſter Wren always inſiſted 
that he had the Ancients on his Side; in the Templum 
Pacis, and in all the great Halls of the Baths, and in all 
the great Structures of three Ailes, this was done, and 
for this Reaſon : In thoſe wide Intercolumns, the Archi- 
trave is not ſuppoſed to lie from one great Column to 
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another, but from the Column to the Wall of the Aile, 
fo the End of it will only appear upon the Pillar of the 
Inſide of the great Naves. Vitruvius tells us, that Ar- 
chitecture took its Beginning from wooden Porticoes ; 
ſuppoſe therefore a Portico of three Ailes in Wood, or 
at leaſt with a Roof of Timber, the Architraves muſt 
join the Pillars of the Ailes, and not be in Range with 
the Inſide Pillars, but croſs to that Line; ſo nothing will 
appear upon the Pillars of the Naves but the Ends of the 
Architraves. If it be ſaid, that in the Templum Pacis 
the Cornice is cut off as well as the Architrave, the An- 
ſwer is plain, there is not the ſame Reaſon to cut off 
the Cornice of the Arches at St. Paul's, which riſe not 
ſo high ; for a Cornice may be carried within, even with- 
out Pillars, (provided the Proportion be kept of a due 
Height) much more with Pillars. 

D. G. Maſter WREN followed the Templum Pacis as 
near as our Meaſures would admit, having but three 
Arcades in each of the Bodies Eaſt and Weſt, as there; 
but where there are no Arcades, and next the Dome, he 
has continued the whole Entablature. 

One Thing he ſeems to have varied from the An- 
cients, in that he has incorporated leſſer Pilaſters with 
the greater, and that of the ſame Corinthian Order: It 
is true the Impoſts of old, upon which the Arches reſted, 
had a particular Capital of the Dorick Manner, and not 
of the ſame Capital with the Pillar, as is to be ſeen in the 
triumphal Arches and Theatres that remain ; but above 
all Things, they were careful that this Capital of the 
Impoſt ſhould not have more Sally or Projection, than to 
lie upon the great Pillar, or Pilafter : And this was eaſily 
done in the Outſide of Buildings, where there was Room 
enough to advance the Pilaſter till it could receive the Im- 
poſt Mouldings to lie againft the Side of the Pilaſter ; but 
in the Inſide of St. Paul's it would have ſtreightened the 
great Nave, and made the Breaks of the Cornice above too 
heavy, Whether Bramante was aware of this in St. 
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Peter's, it may be queſtioned, till after he had laid the 
Baſes of the great Pilaſters; for he has chopped off the 
Cornice Mouldings of the Impoſts to give way for the 
Pilaſter to break through them; which is ungraceful, 
and without Authority, or good Reaſon. Whatever 
Veneration we may have for this great Man, yet ſurely 
in this it muſt be owned he hath confeſſed an Overſight. 
If any Man thinks it improper to incorporate great and 
ſmall Pillars together, as is done in the Ailes at St. 
Paul's, let him conſider the Baſilica of the Colonia Julia, 
at Fanum ; which is the only Piece Vitruvius owns him- 
ſelf to be the Author of; he will eaſily perceive, that 
there muſt be ſmall Pillars incorporated into the great, 
to bear the Galleries; and he will find, that the whole 
Frize is taken up by Vitruuius to give Light. 

BRAMANTE makes no Scruple of incorporating 
Pilaſters in his whole Outſide of Se. Peter's: D. G. Maſ- 
ter WREN at St. Paul's choſe to make the little Pilaſters 
of the ſame Order with the great in the Ailes, becauſe 
the oppoſite Wall is beautified with the ſame fmaller Or- 
der; ſo the Aile of the whole Length of the Church is 
of itſelf a long and graceful Portico, without being in- 
terrupted by the Legs of the Dome. 

D. G. Maſter WREN, in giving the Entablature to 
this Order, has taken the Liberty to leave out Mem- 
bers, as the Ancients did in the Inſide of Porticoes ; the 
Architrave is eſſential in all Works, but they often uſed 
in the Inſide to leave out Frize and Cornice alſo, except 
ſome of the lower Members, which they added to the 
Architrave, that it might not appear too meagre. By 
this Liberty (in which he was authoriſed by the ancient 
Porticoes) he could couch moſt of the Members of the 
Bntablature of the little Order within the Sally of the 
great Pilaſter, without chopping off ſhort the Members 
of the Impoſt. If it be ſaid ſtill by any, the little Pil- 
lars ſhould not have been of the ſame Order, let them 
examine the Templum Pacis, they will find a little Co- 
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lonade continued through every Arch, and that of the 
Corinthian Order, as appears by ſome ſmall 8 
Capitals ſtill adhering to . Pe Xx 


Tuis Temple, being an Example of Abrede 
Fabrick, is certainly the beſt and moſt authentick Pat- 
tern of a Cathedral Church, which muſt have three 
Ailes, according to Cuſtom, and be vaulted : Though it 
may not be always neceſſary to vault with Diagonal- 
croſs Vaults, as the Templum Pacis and Halls of the Ro- 
man Baths are: The Romans uſed hemiſpherical Vault- 
ings alſo in ſome Places: D. G. Mafter Wren choſe 
thoſe, as being demonſtrably much lighter than the other ; 
ſo the whole Vault of St. Paul's conſiſts of twenty-four 
Cupola's cut off ſemicircular with Segments to join to the 
great Arches one Way, and which are cut croſs the other 
Way with elliptical Cylinders to let in the upper Lights 
of the Nave: But in the Ailes the leſſer Cupola's are 
both Ways cut in ſemicircular Sections, and altogether 
make a graceful geometrical Form, (diſtinguiſhed by 
circular Wreaths, which is the horizontal Section of the 
Cupola ;) for the Hemiſphere may be cut all Manner of 
Ways into circular Sections; and the Arches and 
Wreaths being of Stone carved, the Spandrels between 
are of ſound Brick inveſted with Stucco of Cockle-ſhel! 
Lime, which becomes as hard as Portland Stone; und 
which, having large Planes between the Stone Ribs, 
are capable of further Ornaments of Painting, if re- 
quired. Beſides theſe twenty-four Cupola's, there is a 
half Cupola at the Eaft, and a great Cupola of 112 Feet 
Diameter, in the Middle of the Crofling of the great 
Ailes. In this the D. G. Maſter has imitated the Pantheon, 
or Rotundo in Rome, excepting only that the upper Order 
is there but umbratile, not extant as at St. Paul's, out 
of the Wall, but only diſtinguiſhed by different-coloured 
Marbles. The Pantheon is no higher within than its 
Diameter; St. Peter's is two Diameters; this ſhews too 
high, the other too low; the D. G. Maſter at St. Paul's 
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took a mean Proportion, which ſhews its Concave every 
Way; and is very lightſome by the Windows of the up- 
per Order, which ſtrike down the Light through the 
great Colonade that incircles the Dome without, and 
ſerves for the Butment of the Dome, which is Brick of 
two Bricks thick; but as it riſes every five Feet high, 
has a Courſe of excellent Brick of 18 Inches long, band- 
ing through the whole Thickneſs. The Concave was 
turned upon a Centre; which was judged neceſſary to 
keep the Work even and true, though a Cupola might 
be built without a Centre ; but this is obſervable, that 
the Centre was laid without any Standards from below to 
ſupport it; and as it was both Centering and Scaffolding, 
it remained for the Uſe of the Painter. Every Story of this 
Scaffolding being circular, and the Ends of all the Ledgers 
meeting as ſo many Rings, and truly wrought, it ſup- 
ported itſelf. This Machine was an Original of the 
Kind, and will be a uſeful Project for the like Work to 
an Architect hereafter ; for ſince he muſt have Scaffolds 
for the Inſide Ornaments, the ſame thus contrived will 
alio ſerve for the Builders, and bear all the Weight till 
the Cupola be turned, and that without any Standards, 
It was neceſſary to give a greater Height than the Cu- 
pola would gracefully allow within, though it is conſi- 
derably above the Roof of the Church; yet the old 
Church having had before a very lofty Spire of Timber 
and Lead, the Work ſhould not in this Reſpect fall 
ſhort of the old (though that was but a Spit, and this 
a Mountain.) He was therefore obliged to comply with 
the Humour of the Age, (though not with ancient Ex- 


ample, as neither did Bramante) and to raiſe another 


Structure over the firſt Cupola; and this was a Cone of 
Brickwork, fo built as to ſupport a Stone Lanthorn of an 
elegant Figure, and ending in Ocnaments of Copper gilt. 
As the whole Church above the Vaults is covered 
with a ſubſtantial oaken Roof and Lead, (for no othesx 
Covering ig ſo durable in our Climate) ſo he covered and 
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hid out of Sight the Brick Cone with another Cupola 
of Timber and Lead; and between this and the Cone 
are eaſy Stairs that aſcend to the Lanthorn. 

He took no Care to make little luthern Windows in 
the leaden Cupola, as are done out of St. Peter's, be- 
cauſe he had otherwiſe provided for Light enough to 
the Stairs from the Lanthorn above, and round the Pe- 
deſtal of the ſame, which are not ſeen below; ſo that 
he only ribbed the outward Cupola, which he thought 
leſs Gothic, than to ſtick it full of ſuch little Lights in 
three Stories one above the other, (as is executed in the 
Cupola of St. Peter's at Rome) which could not without 
Difficulty be mended, and, if neglected, would ſoon 
damage the Timbers. 

Tus Infide of the whole Cupola is painted, and rich- 
ly decorated by an eminent Engliſß Artiſt, Sir James 
Thornhill, containing, in eight Compartments, the Hiſto- 
tries of St. Pal. In the Crown of the Vault, as in the Pan- 
theon, is a circular Opening, by which not only the Lan- 
thorn tranſmits Light, but the Inſide Ornaments of the 
painted and gildedCone diſplay a new and agreeableScene. 

ALTHOUGH the Dome wants no Butment, yet, for 
greater Caution, it is hooped with Iron in this Manner; 
a Channel is cut in the Bandage of' Portland Stone, in 
which is laid a double Chain of Iron ſtrongly linked to- 
gether at every ten Feet, and the whole Channel filled 
up with Lead. 

AMONG all the Compoſures of the Ancients, we find 
no Cupola's raiſed above the neceſſary Loading of the 
Hemiſphere, as is ſeen particularly in the Pantheon. In 
After-ages the Dome of Florence, and of the great Church 
of Venice, was raiſed higher. The Saracens mightily af- 
fected it, in Imitation of the firſt moſt eminent Pattern, 
given by Juſtinian, in his Temple of Sana Sophia, at 
Conſtantinople, Bramante would not fall ſhort of thoſe 
Examples; nor could D. C. Mater WREN do otherwiſe 

than gratity the general Taſte of the Age, which had 
| been 
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been ſo uſed to Steeples, that theſe round Deſigns were 
bardly digeſted, unleſs raiſed to a remarkable Height. 

Tuvus St. Paul's is lofty enough to be diſcerned at Sea 
Eaſtward, and at Windſor Weſtward ; but our Air, be- 
ing frequently hazy, prevents thoſe diſtant Views, ex- 
cept when the Sun ſhines out, after a Shower of Rain 
has waſhed down the Clouds of Sea-coal Smoke that 
hang over the City from ſo many thouſand Fires kindled 
every Morning, befides Glaſs-houſes, Brewhouſes, and 
Founderies, every one of which emits a blacker Smoke 
than twenty Houſes. 

In the Beginning of the new Works of St. Paul's, an 
Incident was taken notice of by ſome People as a me- 
morable Omen; when D. G. Mafter Wren in Perſon 
had ſet out, upon the Place, the Dimenſions of the great 
Dome, and fixed upon the Centre, a common Labourer 
was ordered to bring a flat Stone from the Heaps of 
Rubbiſh, (ſuch as ſhould firſt come to Hand) to be laid 
for a Mark and Direction to the Masons ; the Stone 
which was immediately brought and laid down for that 
Purpoſe, happened to be a Piece of a Grave-ſtone, with 
nothing remaining of the Inſcription but this ſingle 
Word in large Capitals, RESURGA M. 

THe City reared beautiful Maor-Gate, and rebuilt 
Bedlam-Hoſpital in the beſt Old Style, A. D. 1675 ; and 
where the Fire ſtopped at Temple-Bar, the City built a 
fine Roman Gate, with the Statues of Queen ELizaBeTH 
and King James I. on the E/ Side, and thoſe of King 
CryaRLes I. and CHARLEs II. on the V Side. 

Tre Phyſicians diſcovered alſo their fine Taſte by 
their accurate College, a Maſter-piece ; and the Lawyers, 
by the Front of Middle Temple-Lane*®. 
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The Frontiſpiece of the Middle Temple, towards Fleet. ftreer, 

was erected in the Year 1684, of Stone and Brick. The Baſis 
is a Ruſtict Arcade of Stone, ſupporting four Pilaſters, Enta- 
blature, and triangular Pediment of the Jonich Order, and the 
reſt of rubbed Brick. 
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Tur Pariſh Churches conſumed by the great Fire 
were within the Compaſs of a few Years many of them 
elegantly rebuilt, under the Direction of D. G. Mafter 
WEN. 

1. Allhallows Bread treet Church in the Ward of Bread- 
Areet, within the Walls of London, was rebuilt, and 
finiſhed in 1684, and the Steeple in 1697. It is a plea- 
ſant Church of the Tuſcan Order; the Length ſeventy- 
two, Breadth thirty-five, and Altitude thirty Feet. The 
Steeple (as the Church) is of Stone, built ſquare, of 
the Dorick Order, and well adorned; the Key-ſtones 
over the Windows being carved Heads, and between 
each a large Feſtoon; its Height is about eighty-fix 
Feet. 

2. Allballows the Great, ſituated on the South-fide of 
Thames-ſtreet, in the Ward of Dowgate, within the Walls 
of Londen, was re-erected, and finiſhed in 1683, of the 
Tuſcan Order, ſupported and adorned with Pillars and 
Membrettoes of that Order, and ſtrong built of Stone. Its 
Length is about eighty-ſeven Feet, Breadth fixty, Height 
thirty-three, with a ſquare Stone Tower, eighty-ſix 
Feet high. 

3. Allhallows Lombard-ftreet Church, ſituated on the 
North-fide of that Street, in the Ward of Langbourn, 
was rebuilt and finiſhed in 1694. In the Church is 
only one Pillar, which, as alſo the Pilaſters, are of the 
Tuſcan Order ; the Length is eighty-four Feet, Breadth 
Afty-two, Height about thirty; the Altitude of the 
Tower is about eighty-five, built ſquare. 

4. St. Alban Moodſireet Church, fituated on the Eaſt- 
fide of Great I/aodftreet, in the Ward of Cripple-Gate, 
was rebuilt and finiſhed in 1685; the Building both of 
the Outſide and Inſide is Gothich, as the ſame was be- 
fore the Fire; in Length about ſixty- ſix, Breadth fifty- 
nine, Height thirty-three Feet; the Tower is of Stone, 
built ſquare, with Gothick Pinnacles; its Altitude is 

eighty-five Feet and a half, or to the Top of the Pinna- 
cles ninety-two. | 5. Tur

g. Tur Church of St. Ann and Agnes, ſituated on the 
North- ſide of St. Ann's Lane, within Alderſgate, was re- 
erected and finiſhed in 1680, and beautified in 1703, 
very pleaſant and ornamental, though ſmall ; fifty- 
three Feet ſquare, and about thirty-five Feet high ; and 
the Tower to the Top of the Turret about eighty-four. 
The Roof is ſupported by four handſome Corinthian Pil- 
lars, which are poſited in a Geometrical Square from 
each other ; its Ornament conſiſts of four Arches of 
Fret-work, with Flowers, Fruit, Leaves, Cherubims, 
Ec. At the four Angles, the Roof is lower, and con- 
fiſts of four Quadrangles, within each of which is a Cir- 
cle formed by a Circumference of very rich Fret-work. 

6. St. Andrew's Wardrobe Church, ſituated on the Eaſt- 

fide of Puddle-deck-hill, in the Ward of Caſtle- Baynard, 
was re-edified and finiſhed in 1692, built of Brick, but 
finiſhed or rendered over in Imitation of Stone; the 
Facies and Corners are Stone, and very good ruſtick 
Quoins. The Roof is ſupported by twelve Tuſcan Pil- 
lars, and well ornamented with Fret-work : The Length 
of this Church is about ſeventy-five, Breadth fifty-nine, 
Altitude thirty-eight Feet; and that of the ſquare 
Tower about eighty-fix. 
F. St. Andrew's Holborn Church, fituated on the South- 
fide of Holborn-hill, in the Ward of Faringdon, without 
the Walls of Londen, but within the Liberty, was re- 
built and finiſhed in 1687, beautiful and ſpacious ; the 
Columns that ſupport the Roof, adorned with Fret-work, 
are of the Corithian Order; the Walls of Stone; the 
Length is an hundred and five, Breadth fixty-three, and 
Height forty-three Feet ; the Altitude of the Tower, or 
ſquare Steeple, is an hundred and ten Feet; it has four 
large Windows fronting E. W. N. and S. adorned with 
Pilaſters, Architrave, Frize, Cornice, Pediments, and 
of the Dorick Order; finiſhed in 1704. 

8. St Anthony's, alias St. Antholin's Church, fituated 
at the Weſt-end of Matling- ſtreet, in Cordwainers-fireet 
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Ward, was re-erected and finiſhed in 1682, built of 
Stone, the Outfide of the Tuſcan Order, but the Roof 
within (which is an elliptical Cupola adorned with Fret- 
work of Feſtoons, with four Port-hole Windows) is ſup- 
ported by eight Pillars of the Compoſite Order ; the Length 
is about ſixty-ſix, Breadth fifty-four, and Height with- 
in forty-four Feet: It has a neat Spire Steeple, in Alti- 
tude about an hundred and fifty-four Feet. 

9. St. Auguſtin's neat little Church, ſituated on the 
North-fide of Matling-ireet, near St. Paul's Cathedral, 
was finiſhed in 1683, and the Steeple in 1695; the 
Church and Steeple are of Stone, the latter being a 
Tower with Acroteria, a Cupola, a Lanthorn adorned 
with Vaſes, and a Spire, whoſe lower Part is of a para- 
bolical Form. The Roof is camerated, divided into 
Pannels, adorned with Fret-work, and ſupported with 
Pillars of the [nick Order; the Length of the Church 
is about fifty-one, Breadth forty-five, and Height thirty 
Feet ; and that of the Stceple an hundred and forty-five 
Feet. 

10. St. Bencdic! (vulgarly St. Bennet) Graſi- church, 
ſituated on the Eaſt-ſide of Graſi- church ſireet, in the 
Ward of Bridge- within, i.e. within the Walls of Len- 
din, was re-edified and finiſhed in 1685: Its Length 
within is about ſixty, Breadth thirty, Height thirty-two; 
and the Steeple an hundred and forty- nine Feet. 

11. St. Bennet's Pauls\Wharf Church, fituated on the 
North-ſide of Thames-freet, in the Ward of Caſtle- Bay- 
zard, was rebuilt, in 1683, of Brick and Stone, orna- 
mented on the Outſide with Feſtoons carved in Stone 
round the Fabrick ; the quadrangular Roof within is 
ſupported by four Pillars and Pilaſters of the Corinthian 
Order, with their Architrave, Frize, and Cantaliever 
Cornice ; the Length within is fifty-four, Breadth fifty, 
Height thirty-ſix Feet; the Steeple (which is of Brick 
and Stone, as the Church) conſiſts of a Tower, Dome and 
Turret, and the Altitude about an hundred and eighteen 
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12. St. Benedict's (vulgo St. Bennet) Fink-church, ſitu - 
ated on the North-fide of Thread-needle-ftreet, in the 
Ward of Broad-ftreet, was built in 1673 of Stone, and 


is a fine Piece of Architecture; the Body of the Church 


within is a compleat Ellipſis, (a very commodious Form 
for the Auditory) and the Roof is an elliptical Cupola, 
(at the Centre of which is a Turret glazed round) en- 
vironed with a Cantaliever Cornice, and ſupported by fix 
Columns of the Compoſite Order ; between each of which 
is a ſpacious Arch, and fix large light Windows, with 
ſtrong Munions and Tranſums : The Length (or greater 
Diameter) of the Church is ſixty-three, the Breadth (or 
leſſer Diameter) forty-eight, the Altitude forty-nine 
Feet. The Steeple conſiſts of a ſquare Tower, over 
which is a large Cupola, and above that a Spire, which 
are together above an hundred and ten Feet; and the 
Tower is adorned with Freſco work of Feſtoons, &c. 
13. St. Bartholomew's Exchange (or St. Bartholomew the 
Leſs) Church, ſituated on the Eaſt-fide of Bartholomew- 
lane, and near the Royal-Exchange, in the Ward of Broad- 
fireet, was rebuilt in 1679; it is a ſtrong Building, the 
Roof flat, adorned with Fret-work, and ſupported with 
Columns of the Tuſcan Order, and large Arches. Here 
are three fine Door-caſes, on the N. S. and W. Sides 
of the Church, whoſe Pilaſters, Entablature, and Pe- 
diments, are of the Corinthian Order, and adorned with 
Cherubims, Shields, Feſtoons, &c. that towards the 
South being more particularly ſpacious and fine. The 
Length is ſeventy-eight, Breadth fixty, Height forty- 
one; and that of the ſquare Tower about ninety Feet. 
14. St. Bridget, alias St. Bride's Church, ſituated on 
the South-ſide of Fleet-/treet, in the Ward of Faringdon, 
without the Walls of London, but within the Liberty of 
the City, was rebuilt with great Beauty and Strength 
in 1680, and further adorned in 1699; the Roof is ele- 
vated on Pillars and Arches, with Entablements of the 
Ti/can Order, The Length is an hundred and eleven, 
M4 Breadth 
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Breadth fifty- ſeven, Height forty-one Feet: The Alti- 
tude of the Steeple is two hundred and thirty- four Feet; 
it conſiſts of a Tower, and lofty Spire of Stone, adorn- 
ed with Pilaſters and Entablature of the Corinthian Or- 
der, arched Pediments, Urns, Sc. and ſpiry Arcades, 
of a moſt elegant Effect. 

15. Chriſt- church, ſituated on the North-fide of New- 
gate-ſtreet, was rebuilt in 1687 ; the Fabrick is of Stone, 
ſpacious and beautiful, with the Buttreſſes on the 
Outſide, and adorned with Acroteria, Pine-apple, Pe- 
diments, &c. The Spire was not finiſhed till 1704, which 
is likewiſe of Stone, adorned with Vaſes, &c. The Roof 
of the Nave of the Church is camerated, and thoſe of 
.the two Side-ailes are flat; the firſt ſupported by ten 
Pillars of the Compoſite Order; the others by as many Pi- 
laſters of the ſame Order. The Length is an hundred and 
fourteen Feet, Breadth eighty-one, Height thirty-eight ; 
the Altitude of the Steeple (which conſiſts of a Tower 
and Spire) is about one hundred and fifty-three Feet. 

16. St. Chriſtopher's Church, ſituated on the North- 
welt Corner of Threadneedle-ftreet, in the Ward of Broad- 
fireet, was not totally deſtroyed by the great Fire, (the 
Walls partly eſcaping the Flames) and had probably 
fared better, had it not been filled with Paper. It was 
ſoon after the Fire repaired, in 1671 ; afterwards beau- 
tied in 1696 ; all the old Part left by the Fire is Gothic, 
but the Pillars within are Tuſcan; the Length is ſixty, 
Breadth fifty-two, Height forty Feet; AR of the 
Tower about eighty Feet. 

17. St, Clement's Danes Church, 8 on the North- 
ſide of the Strand, a little Weſtward of Temple-bar, in 
the Liberty of Veſminſler, being greatly decayed, 
*© was taken down in the Year 1680, and rebuilt and 
e finiſhed in 1682, Sc. Sir Chriftopher Wren, his Ma- 
<< jeſty's Surveyor, freely and generouſly beſtowing his 
66 great Care and Skill towards the contriving and build- 
ing of it, Sc.“ The Fabrick is of Stone, ſtrong and 
beau- 
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beautiful, of the Corinthian Order, with a Tower, and 
the late Addition thereon of an ornamental Steeple. The 
Eaſt-ends both of the Church and Chancel are ellip- 
tical. The Roof is camerated, ſupported with Corin- 
thian Columns, and inriched with Fret-work. On the 
South, fronting the Strand, is a circular Portico of fix 
Tonick Pillars. The Length is ninety-fix Feet, Breadth 
ſixty-three, Height forty-eight : Altitude of the Tower 
about an hundred and fixteen Feet. 

18. St. Clement's Eaftcheap Church, fituated on the 
Eaſt-fide of St. Clement's Lane, near Great Eaſtcheap, in 
the Ward of Candlewick-/treet, was rebuilt of Brick and 
Stone, in 1686, of the Compoſite Order, having a Tow- 
er, flat Roof, and Pilaſters round the Infide of the 
Church. The Cieling is adorned with a ſpacious Cir- 
cle, whoſe Periphery is curious Fret-work. The Length 
is fixty-four, Breadth forty, Height thirty-four ; and 
that of the Tower eighty-eight Feet. 

19. St. Dionis Back Church, fituated on the Weſt-ſide 
of Lime-ſireet, in the Ward of Langbourn, was rebuilt 
in 1674 ; and the Steeple, in 1684. The Building is 
chiefly of Stone; the Tower and the Pillars within are 
ſtrong; but Part of the Walls are of Brick finiſbed- ouer; 
the ſaid Pillars and the Pilaſters that ſtrengthen the 
Walls within, and ſupport the Roof, are of the Jonick 
Order; as is alſo the End fronting Lime-ftreet. The 
Length is ſixty- ſix Feet, Breadth fifty-nine, Height thirty- 
four ; and that of the Tower and Turret ninety Feet. 

20. St. Dunſtan's in the Eaſt, ſituated in the Middle- 
way between Tower-ſtreet, North, and Thames-ſtreet, 
South, in Tower-ſtreet Ward. The Church was only 
repaired and new- beautified, but the Steeple was erected, 
as it now appears, in 1698. The Windows and Steeple 
are of a modern Gothick Style, but the Pillars and 


Arches within are Tuſcan. The Altitude of the Steeple, 


conſiſting of a Stone Tower and Spire, at each Corner 
of which Tower are four neat ſmaller Spires, and the 
fifth, 
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fifth, or principal, erected on four Gothic Arches, is ſe- 
venty- five Feet. 

21. St. Edmund's the King, fituated on the North; ſide 
of Lombard-ſtreet, in Langbourn Ward, is built of Stone, 
and of the Tuſcan Order: The Roof is flat, and there 
are no Pillars within to ſupport it. The Length is ſixty- 
nine Feet, Breadth thirty- nine, Height thirty-three ; 
and that of the Tower about ninety Feet ; the Church 
was rebuilt in 1690. 

22. St. George's Botolph-lane Church, ſituated on the 
Weſt-fide of Botalph-lane, in the Ward of Billing ſgate, 
was rebuilt of Stone in 1674. The Roof over the two 
Side-ailes is flat, but that over the Nave is camerated, 
and ſupported by Columns of the Compoſite Order. The 
Outſide of the Eaſt-end is adorned with a Stone Cornice 
and Pediment, and inriched with a Cherub and Feſ- 
toons; the Roof with fretted Arches ; and an Entable- 
ment above the Columns. The Length is fifty- four 
Feet, Breadth thirty-fix ; Height thirty-ſix ; and of the 
Steeple about eighty-four Feet. 

23. St. James Garlick-hill Church, ſituated on the 
Eaſt- ſide of that Hill, near Thames-ſtreet, in the Ward 
of Vintry, was rebuilt of Stone in 1683, with handſome 
outer Door-caſes of the Corinthian Order. The Roof 
within 1s flat, and ſupported with twelve Columns, be- 
Tides Pilaſters, of the Jonick Order. The Length is 
ſeventy-f ve, Breadth forty-five, Height forty Feet; and 
of the Steeple (which is a Tower, with Rail and Baniſter 
above the Cornice) about ninety Feet. 

224. St. Fames's Weſtminſter Church, fituated on the 
North-fide of Fermyn-ſtrcet, fronting towards St. James's 
Szuare, within the Liberty of the City of Veſiminſter, 
was erected at the Charge and Credit of Henry Fermyn, 
Earl of St. Alban's, and of the Inhabitants, Owners and 
Occupiers of the Houſes and Lands in this Precinct ; 
and with the Authority of an Act of Parliament paſſed 
Tertio Jacobi Secund:, conſtituting this Church parochial. 
The 
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The Walls are of Brick with Ruſtick Quoins, Faciar, 
Doors, and Windows of Stone. The Roof is arched, 
ſupported by Pillars of the Corinthian Order ; and the 
Door-caſes of the nick Order. The Beauty of this 
Church conſiſts chiefly, ½, in its Roof within, divided 
into Pannels of Crocket and Fret-work, and the twelve 
Columns that ſupport it ; and in the Cornice. 2dly, In 
the Galleries. ah, In the Door-caſes, eſpecially that 
fronting Fermyn-ſtreet. 4thly, In the Windows, eſpe- 
cially two at the Eaſt- end; the upper Order a Venetian 
Window, adorned with two Columns and two Pilaſters 
of the Compoſite Order; the lower, of the Corinthian : 
The Length is eighty-four, Breadth fixty-three, Height 
forty-two ; and that of the Steeple, which conſiſts of a 
Tower and Clock-ſpire, an hundred and forty-nine Feet. 

25. St. Lawrence Jeury Church, ſituated on the 
North-fide of Cateaton-/treet, and South-weſt Corner of 
Guildhall-yard, in the Ward of Cheap, was rebuilt in 
1677 of Stone, and in the Corinthian Order, The Roof 
is flat, adorned with Fret-work ; and the Columns, Pi- 
laſters, and Entablement, of the ſame Order. The Length 
is eighty-one, Breadth fixty-eight, Height forty Feet; 
and that of the Steeple, (which is a Tower-lanthorn, 
and ſmall Spire) about an hundred and thirty Feet. 

26. St. Magnus's Church, fituated on the Eaſt-ſide 
and North-end of London Bridge, in Bridge-Ward, was 
rebuilt in 1676, and the Steeple in 1705, of Stone, The 
Roof over the Nave or middle Aile is camerated, and 
inriched with Arches of Fret-work ; alſo an Architrave, 
Frize, and Cornice, round the Walls. Over the two 
other Ailes flat, ſupported by Columns of the Ianict Or- 
der, &c, The Steeple conſiſts of a Tower, a Lanthorn, 
a Cupola, and ſpiry Turret. The Length is ninety, 
Breadth fifry-nine, Height forty-one Feet; and that of 
the Steeple in Proportion. 

27. St. Margaret's Lothbury Church, fituated on the 
North- ſide of Lothbury, in the Ward of Coleman-/treet, 

was 
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was re-edified and finiſhed, in 1690, of Stone; with 2 
Steeple, conſiſting of a ſpacious Tower, on which is a 
ſmall Dome, and on that a Spire: The Roof is flat, 
ſupported with Columns on the South, and Pilaſters on 
the North- ſide, of the Corinthian Order. The Length 
is ſixty-fix, Breadth fifty-four, Height thirty-ſix Feet; 
and that of the Steeple an hundred and forty Feet. 

28. St. Margaret's Pattens Church, fituated on the 
North-fide of Little Toter rect, in the Ward of Bil- 
lingſgate, was rebuilt in 1687. The Walls at the Weſt- 
end are of Stone, but fronting Southward of Brick co- 
vered with a Finiſhing, and Quoins of Stone. The 
Tower is alſo of Stone, with Acroteria and Spire, of 
the Dorick Order. The outer Door-caſe at the Weſt- 
end is Tuſcan, and the Pillars and Pilaſters within are 
Corinthian, The Roof is flat, having a Quadrangle of 
Fret-work, and the Arches adorned with the like. The 
Length is ſixty-ſix, Breadth fifty-two, Height thirty- 
two; and that of the Steeple, which conſiſts of a ſpacious 
Tower and Spire, is an hundred and ninety-eight Feet 
two Inches. 

29. St. Martin's Ludgate Church, ſituated on the 
North-fide of Ludgate-/trcet, in the Ward of Faringdon, 
was rebuilt and finiſhed, with the Steeple, in 1684. The 
Walls, and four Columns near the four Angles of the 
Church that ſupport the camerated Roof, are of Stone, 
of the Compefite Order: The Steeple conſiſts of a hand- 
ſome Tower, Cupola, and Spire, of the Tuſcan Order. 
Above which Cupcla is a Balcony. The Length is 
fifty- ſeven, Breadth fixty-fix, Height fifty-nine Feet; 
and of the Steeple to the Cop of the Spire is an hundred 
and ſixty-e ght Feet. 

30. St. Mary Abchurch, ſituated on the Weſt-ſide of 
Abchurch-lane, in the Ward of Candlewick-ſtreet, was re- 
built, in 1686, of Brick, with Stone-Quoins, Windows, 
and Door-caſes: The Tower is alſo of the like Mate- 
als, which has a Cupola and Spire, The Length is 
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fixty-three, Breadth ſixty, Height fifty-one Feet ; and 
of the Steeple about an hundred and forty Feet. 

31. St. Mary's-at-hill Church, fituated on the Weſt of 
the Street, called St. Mary-hi/!, in the Ward of Billing - 
gate, was rebuilt in 1672. The Front towards the Hill 
is Stone; the reſt of the Wall Stone; the Inſide of the 
Roof over the middle Aile is a little Arching, in the 
Middle whereof is a handfome Cupola : The Roof of 
the Cupola is adorned with Cherubims, Arches, and 
Leaves; and the reſt of the Church-cieling with qua- 
drangular Figures, all of Fret-work ; under which is 2 
Cantaliever Cornice. The Length is ninety-ſix, Breadth 
ſixty, Altitude to the Cieling of the Roof twenty-ſix, 
and to the Center of the Cupola thirty-eight Feet ; and 
that of the Steeple, conſiſting of a Tower and Turret, 
about ftxty-fix Feet. 

32. St. Mary 5 Aldermary Church, ſituated on the Eaſt- 
fide of Beu-lane, in the Ward of Cordwainers-ftreet, was 
rebuilt by a private Benefaction, before the Publick Fund 
was ſettled by Parliament on Coals, for rebuilding the 
Churches demoliſhed by the Fire. The lower Part of 
the Tower was repaired by the Surveyor, and the upper 
Part new-built in 1711. The Altitude to the Vertex of 
the Pinnacles is a hundred and thirty-five Feet. 

33. St. Mary Mag1alen's, Old Fiſb-ſtreet Church, fitu- 
ated on the North-fide of Little Knightrider-ſtreet, in the 
Ward of Caſtle-Baynard, was rebuilt in the Year 1685, 
moſtly of Stone; with Rail and Baniſter round the Out- 
fide. There are three Ailes, and a handſome Stone- 
Tower. The Length is ſixty, Breadth forty-eight, 
Height thirty Feet ; and of the Tower in Proportion. 

34. St. Mary's Somerſet Church, fituated on the North- 
hide of Thames-ſtreet, in the Ward of Queenbythe, was 
rebuilt, in 1695, of Stone, with the Tower. Here are 
two Ailes, with a flat Roof, adorned with a Cornice ; and 
between the Windows with Fret-work of Cherubims, 
Sc. The 9 is eighty- three, Breadth thirty-ſix 
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Height thirty Feet; and of the Tower, to the Top of 
the higheſt Pinnacles, an hundred and twenty Feet. 

35. St. Mary's le Bow, ſituated on the South-ſide of 
Cheapfide, in the Ward of Cordwainers- ſtreet, This 
Church was rebuilt and finiſhed in 1683, upon the Wall 
of a very ancient Church, about the early Time of the 
Roman Colony, which, by the Riſing of the Ground in 
ſucceeding Ages, was intirely buried under the Level of 
the preſent Street of Cheapſide. It is built of Brick and 
Stone ; the Walls covered with a Finiſhing : The Roof 
is arched, and ſupported with ten Corinthian Columns; 
there are three Ailes, beſides the Croſs Aile at the Weſk 
end. The Model is after that of the Templum Pacis. 

BuT the principal Ornament of this Church is the 
Steeple, erected near the North-Weſt Angle, and made 
contiguous by a Lobby between the Church and Stee- 
ple, which is founded upon an od Roman Cauſeway, ly- 
ing about eighteen Feet below the Level of the Street. 
It is accounted by the judicious Artiſts an admirable 
Piece of Architecture, not to be parallelled by the Steeple 
of any parochial Church in Europe. It was deſigned by 
the incomparable Sir Chri/topher Wren, begun in 1671, 
and finiſhed in 1680. It is built of Portland-flone, con- 
fiſting of a Tower and Spire: The Tower is ſquare; in 
the North-ſide thereof is a Door and beautiful Door- 
caſe ; the Piers and Arch are of the Tuſcan Order, and 
adorned with two Columns of the Dorick Order; the 
Metops inriched with Cherubims ; above the Cornice is 
an elliptical Aperture, on the Key-piece is a Cherub, 
whence (by way of Compartment) extend two Feftoons 
of large Fruits, ſuſtained lower by two Cupids in a fit- 
ting Poſture, there reſting on the Cornice ; and the 
whole farther adorned with Ruſtick-work, and another 
Door-caſe of the ſame Form, on the Weſt-ſide, above 
which, on the ſaid North-fide, is another Aperture and 
Balcony ; z and a little higher a Modilion Cornice, above 
that are four Windows (on cach Side one) each adorned 

with 
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with four Pilaſters, with an Entablement of the Ionic Or- 
der; over the Cornice a Baluſtrade, and at each Angle 
four Cartouches, erected tapering ; and, on the Meet- 
ing of the upper Ends, a ſpacious Vaſe, which termi- 
nates the Tower. 

THe Spire begins with a circular Mure ; and on that, 
a little higher than the Tops of the ſaid Vaſes, is a 
Range of Columns, with Entablature, and Acroteria, 
of the Corinthian Order. This Balcony is adorned with 
Bows or Arches, all which you paſs under in walking 
round this Part of the Spire, which (a little higher) is 
adorned with Pedeſtals, their Columns and Entablature 
of the Compoſite Order ; ſo that here are all the five Or- 
ders, regularly executed. On the Order ſtand Cartouch- 
es, whereon is erected an Obeliſk of conſiderable Alti- 
tude, and at the Vertex thereof a ſpacious Ball; and 
above that (as a Weather-cock) is the Figure of a Dra- 
gon of Braſs gilt; in the expanded Wings is figured a 
Croſs, (the Support of the Enſign armorial of the City 
of London.) The Dimenſions of the Church within, 
are, Length ſixty-five Feet and a half, Breadth fixty- 
three, Altitude thirty-eight ; and that of the famous Stee- 
ple two hundred and twenty-five Feet. 

To give the Sentiments of an Author we have taken 
Occaſion ſometimes to quote: The Steeple of Bow- 
* Church, ſays he, is another Mafter-piece (of Sir Chriſ- 
* topher Wren's) in a peculiar Kind of Building, which 
* has no fixed Rules to direct it, nor is it to be reduced 
** to any ſettled Laws of Beauty; without doubt, if we 
* conſider it only a Part of ſome other Building, it can 
de eſteemed no other than a delightful Abſurdity : 
« But if either conſidered in itſelf, or as a Decoration 
aof a whole City in Proſpect, not only to be juſtified, 
*© but admired, That which we have now mentioned 
is beyond Queſtion as perfect as human Imagination 
can contrive or execute, and till we ſee it outdone, 


* we ſhall hardly think it to be equalled,” 
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36. St. Mary's Wolnoth Church, ſituated on the South- 
ſide of Lombard-ftreet, was repaired in 1677. The Sides, 
the Roof, and Part of the End, having been damnified 
by the great Fire: The Steeple was old, and wanted re- 
building, which, together with the whole Church, is 
now very ſubſtantially performed by the ingenious and 
ſkilful Architect Mr. Nicholas Hawkſmoor ; who formerly 
was, and continued for many Years, a Fellow-Craft ts 
D. G. Maſter WR Ex, and was afterwards employed under 
him in the royal and other publick Forks. 

37. St. Mary Aldermanbury Church, ſituated near the 
Middle of Aldermanbury, in the Ward of Cripplegate, was 
rebuilt in 1677, of Stone, with the Steeple, conſiſting 
of a Tower and Turret. The Roof within is camerated, 
and ſupported with twelve Columns of the Compoſite Or- 
der: At the Eaſt-end is a large Cornice and Pediment 
alſo two large Cartouches, and Pine-Apples of Stone 
carved ; the Inſide of the Roof is adorned with Arches 
of Fret-work, and the ſaid Columns with an Entabla- 
ture; the Cornice Cantaliever. The Length ſeventy- 
two, Breadth forty-five, Height thirty-eight Feet; and 
of the Steeple about ninety Feet. 

38. St. Matthew Friday-ftreet Church, fituated on the 
Weſt-fide of Friday-ſtreet, near Cheapſide, in the Ward 
of Faringdon, was rebuilt in 1685. The Walls and 
Tower are of Brick, the Windows and Door-caſes 
Stone; as is all the Front towards Friday-ſ/treet. The 
Length is fixty, Breadth thirty-three, Height thirty- 
one; and of the Tower ſeventy-four Feet. 

39. St. Michael Baſinghall (alias Baffſhaw) Church, 
ſituated on the Weſt fide of Baſinghall-ſtreet, in the Ward of 
Baſſiſhaw, was rebuilt and finiſhed in 1679. The Walls 
are Brick; the Tower of Stone; three Ailes, the Apertures 
of each Side ſimilar to thoſe of their Oppoſites in Num- 
ber and Model ; Pillars of the Corinthian Order : The 
Roof is camerated, and divided into quadrangular Pan- 
nels of Crocket-work; alſo a Cantaliever Cornice, Frize, 

Sc, 
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Sc. enriched with Foliage, &c. The Length feventy; | 
Breadth fifty, Height forty-two Feet; and of the Tow- 
er ſeventy-five Feet. 

40. St. Michael Royal Church, on the Eaſt-ſide of 
College-hill, in the Ward of Vintry, was rebuilt in 1694. 
The Walls are of Stone, and at the Eaſt-end ſome 
Brick; a flat ſquare Roof, adorned with Fret and 
Crocket-work. The Length is eighty-ſix, Breadth 
forty-eight, Height forty; and of the Tower about 
ninety Feet. 

41. St. Michael Qucenbythe Church, on the South-weſt 
Angle of Little Trinity-lane, in Thames-ſtreet, in the Ward 
of Queenbythe, was rebuilt in 1677. The Walls are of 
Stone; there are three Ailes ; the Roof is ſquare and 
flat, with the Ornament of a Quadrangle bounded with 
Fret-work. The Length ſeventy-one, Breadth forty, 
Height thirty-nine ; and that of the Steeple, conſiſting 
of a Tower and Spire, three hundred and thirty-five 
Feet, 

42. St. Michael Mood-ſtreet Church, on the Weſt-ſide 
of Great Wood-ſtreet, in the Ward of Cripplegate, was 
rebuilt, in 1675, of Stone; the Roof flat, and adorned 
with Fret and Crocket-work, the Walls with Arches 
and Impoſts; the Front towards J/72d-ſtreet, with Stone 
Pilaſters, Entablature, and pitched Pediment of the 
fonick Order. The Length within is fixty-three, Breadth 
forty-two, Height thirty-one Feet; of the Lower ninety 
Feet. 

43. St. Michael Croaked-lane Church, on the Eaft-fide 
of St. Michael's Lane, in the Ward of Candlewick-ſtreet, 
was rebuilt, in 1688, of Stone. The Length is ſeventy- 
eight, Breadth forty-ſix, Height thirty-two Feet; and 
of the Tower, to the Top of the Fe. about an 
hundred Feet. 

44. St. Micha: Cornhill Church, on the South: ſide 
of Cornhill, being demoliſhed by the great Fire, (except 
the Tower) was rebuilt, in 1672, moſtly of Stone, and 
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with three Ailes; the Roof camerated, having Groins 
and Impoſts covered with Lead, and ſupported with 
Tuſcan Columns. The Length is eighty-ſeven, Breadth 
ſixty, Height thirty-five Feet; and of the Tower, to 
the Top of the ſmall ones at the Angles, an hundred 
and thirty Feet. 

45. St. Mildred Bread-ſtreet Church, on the Eaft-ſide 
of Bread-ſtreet, and in the Ward of Bread-ſtreet, was 
rebuilt in 1683. The Front towards Bread-ſtreet is well 
built of Free-ftone ; the reſt of the Walls, and Tower, 
of Brick ; the four Sides withia the Structure are uni- 
form, each having one Window under a ſpacious grace- 
ful Arch; and the Roof is a Dome, whoſe Baſe's Cir- 
cumference touches the four Arches aforeſaid. Here are 
two Ailes, and the Steeple is placed at the South-Eaſt 
Angle of the Church. The Arches and Walls within 
are adorned with great Variety of Fret-work, Sc. The 
Length is fixty-two, Breadth thirty-ſix, Height forty 
Feet, and to the Top of the Dome fifty-two Feet ; and 
of the Steeple, to the Top of the Spire, an hundred and 
forty. | 

46. St. Mildred Poultry Church, on the North-fide of 
the Poultry, near Stocks-market, in the Ward of Cheap, 
was rebuilt, in 1676, of Stone, and has three ſmall Ailes, 
with a flat quadrangular Roof, adorned with Fret-work, 
Sc. The Outſide, next the Poultry, has a Cornice, Pe- 
diment, and Acroters, with Enrichments of Foliage, 
Sc. all cut in Stone. The Length is fifty- ſix, Breadth 
forty-two, Height thirty-ſix Feet; and of the Stone- 

Tower ſeventy-five. 

457. St. Nicholas Cole- Abbey Church, on the South-fide 
of Old Fifh-ſtreet, in the Ward of Queenhythe, was re- 
built in 1677. The Walls are well built of Stone; the 
Steeple is a Tower, and a Fruſtum of a Pyramid co- 
vered with Lead, and Balcony at the upper End ; there 
are three Ailes; the Roof is flat, adorned with Pannels 
of Crocket-work ; and the Walls with Corinthian Pilaſ- 
ters. 
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ters. The Length is ſixty-three, Breadth forty- three, 
Height thirty-ſix Feet; and of the Steeple an hundred 
and thirty-five, 

48. St. Olave Fetury Church, on the Weſt-ſide of the 
Old Jewry, in the Ward of Coleman-ſtreet, was rebuilt 
in 1673. The Walls are partly Brick, with Stone Fa- 
cias, Windows, Door-caſes; the Outſide of the Eaſt- 
end is adorned with Pilaſters, Cornice, and a ſpacious 
pitched Pediment; the upper Part of the Walls, at the 
Meeting with the Roof round the Church, is enriched 
with Cherubims, Feſtoons, and Cartouches: There are 
two Ailes, and a very large Chancel. The Steeple is of 
Stone, conſiſting of a handſome Tower, with Pinnacles. 
The Length is ſeventy-eight, Breadth thirty- four, Height 
thirty-ſix Feet; and of the Tower, to the Top of its 
Pinnacles, about eighty-eight Feet. 

49. St. Peter's Church, in Cornbill, was rebuilt, in 1681, 
of Stone, except Part of the South-ſide, and the Tower, 
which is Brick; the reſt of the Steeple, viz. the Dome 
and Spire, are Timber covered with Lead ; the Roof 
within is camerated, and ſupported with ſquare Pillars, 
adorned with Pilaſters of the Corinthian Order; and 
there are three Ailes. The Length is eighty, Breadth 
forty-ſeven, Height forty ; and of the Steeple, about an 
hundred and forty Feet. 

50. St. Sepulchre's Church, on the North-ſide of 3 
hill, in the Ward of Faringden without, being almoſt 
demoliſhed by the great Fire (except Part of the Wall 
and Steeple) was rebuilt in 1670. The Walls are of 
Stone ſtrengthened with Buttreſſes; the Tower is alſo 
of Stone, with four ſmall Spires, one at each Angle, 
which, as alſo the Windows, are modern Gothic; the. 
Roof over the Nave is camerated, but is flat ; and lower 
about eight Feet over the Side-ailes, ſupported with twelve 
ſtrong Stone Columns of the T Order. The 
Length is (beſides the Paſſage or Ambulatory to the 
Weſt-end) an hundred and twenty-ſix Feet, Breadth 
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(excluding the Chapel on the North- ſide) fifty- eight, 
Height of the Roof over the Middle-aile thirty-five; 
and of the Tower and Spires, about an hundred and 
forty Feet. | 

51. St. Stephen Coleman-ſtreet Church was rebuilt, in 
1676, chiefly of Stone, with two Ailes. The Roof is flat, 
without Pillars to fupport it. On the Outſide, the Front 
of the Eaſt-end is adorned with a Cornice and circular 
Pediment between two Pine- apples, c. The Length is 
ſeventy-five, Breadth thirty-five, Height forty-four; and 
of the Tower, beſides the "Turret, ſixty-five Feet. 

52. St. Stephen FWVallbrook Church, near Stocks-mar- 
ket, was rebuilt in 1676. The Walls and Tower are 
of Stone; the Roof within, over the Middle-aile, is 
arched, in the Center of which is a ſpacious Cupola, 
and a Lanthorn in the Middle of that: Over the reſt of 
the Church the Roof is flat, ſupported by Corinthian 
Columns and Pilaſters. Here are three Ailes, and a 
Croſs-aile. The Length is ſeventy-five, Breadth fifty- 
fix, Altitude of the middle Roof thirty-four, of the Cu- 
pola and Lanthorn fifty-eight Feet; and of the Tower, 
to the Top of the Rail and Baniſter, about ſeventy Feet. 

* WWallbrock Church, fo little known among us, is 
famous all over Europe, and is juſtly reputed the Maſ- 
ter- piece of the celebrated Sir Chri/topher Wren. Per- 
* haps Italy itſelf can produce no modern Building that 
* can vie with this, in Taſte or Proportion : There is 
not a Beauty which the Plan would admit of, that is 
not to be found here in its greateſt Perfection; and 
Foreigners very juſtly call our Judgment in queſtion 
for underſtanding its Graces no better, and allowing 
it no higher a Degree of Fame.” 

53. St. Swithia's Church, on the North-ſide of Can- 
non-ſtrect, near London lane, in the Ward of Wallbrook, 
vras rebuilt, in 1679, of Stone, with the Tower; the 
Roof ſupported with Demi-columas of the Compoſite Or- 
der. Here are three Ailes; and the whole is commo- 
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dious and pleaſant, though ſmall. The Length ſixty- 
one Feet from North to South, from Eaſt to Weſt forty- 
two, Height forty ; and of the Tower and Spire an hun- 
dred and fifty Feet. 

54. St. Vedaſt, alias Foſter Church, on the Eaſt- ſide 
of Foſter- lane, in the Ward of Farringdon, was rebuilt, in 
1697, of Stone, with three Ailes; the Roof flat, ſup- 
ported on the South-ſide with Tuſcan Columns, and 
adorned with an elliptical Figure within a Parallelo- 
gram, environed with curious Fret- work, Sc. The 
Length is fixty-nine Feet, Breadth fifty-one, Altitude 
thirty-ſix ; and of the Tower, about ninety Feet. 


Tax King alſo founded Chelſea- Hoſpital for old Sol- 
dicrs, and a moſt curious New Palace at Greenwich from 
a Deſign of [nigo Jones, conducted by Grand Warden 
Wes as Maſter of Work; and another Palace at in- 
chefter, deſigned by Grand Maſter Wren, an excellent 
Pile of the richeſt Corixthian Order, covered in before 
the King's Death, but never finiſhed, and now in Ru- 
ins. It extends to the Weſt three hundred and twenty- 
ſix Feet, to the South two hundred and fixteen Feet. 
© There was particularly intended a large Cupola, thirty 
© Feet above the Roof, which would have been ſeen a 
great Way to the Sea; and alſo a regular Street of 
©. handſome Houſes, leading in a direct Line down the 
Hill, from the Front of the Palace to the Weſt-gate 
of the Cathedral; for which, and for the Parks, the 
Ground was procured ;* and Preparations made for 
proper Plantations, a neceſſary Ornament for that open 
Situation. D. G. Maſter WREN had projected alſo to 
have brought from the Downs a River through the Park, 
-which would have formed a Caſcade of thirty Feet Fall. 
The whole Diſpoſition of this Palace was ſuch, as made 
it eſteemed by the beſt Judges an excellent Model of a 
-Royal Hunting-Seat. In this Place, (where probably 
had bern the Roman Pretorium) * ſtood an ancient Caſ- 
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c tle, which had been often beſieged, but never fo ſtrait- 
< Iy, as when Maud the Empreſs maintained it againſt 
© King Stephen. In digging for the new Foundations, 
< were diſcovered divers Roman and Saxon Antiquities, 
< as Coins of C:/tantine the Great, and others; a Brick 
© Pavement of the te/ſellated IL ont; a round Brafs Seal, 
< with a Head engraved, and this Inſcription in Saxen 
Characters, 

*SIGILLUM SECRETI. . Se.“ 

Tu King ordered Sir WiLLiam BRUCE, Baronet, 
Grand Maſter of Scatland, to rebuild his Palace of Hzly- 
rood- Houſe at Edinburgh in the beſt Auguſtun Style, and 
the Scottih Secretary's Office at T/hitchall. G. Maſter 
Bxvce built alſo his own pretty Seat at Kinroſs. 

So that the Fellow-Crafts were never more employed 
than in this Reign, nor in a more lofty Style; and man 
Ledges were conſtituted throughout the Iſlands“ by Leave 
of the ſeveral noble Grand Masters: For after Grand 
Mafter Rivers demitted, A. D. 1674, 

GeoRGE VILLARS, Duke of Bucks, an old Maſon, 
ſucceeded as G. Maſter of England; but being indolent, 
he left all Buſineſs to his Deputy WREN and his Wardens. 

By an Inſcription in the Middle of the Church of 
St. Duiſtan's, Flect-ſireet, near the Chancel, it appears 
that one EDWARD MARSHAL, Eſq; had been MasTER 
Masod of ENGLAND; probably under the Protectorate: 
And that King Charles II. hey alſo appointed his Son, 
Josnva Marsnar, Eſq; MAsrER Masox, at a Time 
when the rebuilding of the City of London required a 
great Increaſe of Maſters as well as Fellow-Crafts. 

HENRY BENNET, Earl of Arlington, ſucceeded Grand 
Maſter VILLARS ; and this too was too deeply engaged 

in 


For beſides many other fine S:ruFures in and about Lone 
don, many noble Manſſons in the Country were built or found- 
ed; as Wing-Houſe, Bedfordſhire Chewening in Kent— Ambroſe 
bury in Wilthire — Hotham- Houſe and Stainborough, Yorkſpire— 
Palace of {:miiton in Clyde/dale — Sierling-Houſe, near the 
Caitle - Drumlanrig in Nid/dale, and many more. 
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in Affairs of State, to viſit the Lodges: Yet in his Aa. 
terſhip the Fraternity was conſiderable ſtill, and many 
Gentlemen requeſted to be admitted. 

BuT many of the Fraternity's Records of this and for- 
mer Reigns were loſt in the next, and at the Revolution; 
and many of them were too haſtily burnt in our Time, 
from a Fear of making Diſcoveries, that we have not ſo 
ample an Account, as could be wiſhed, of the Grand 
Lodge, &c. 

KING Charles II. dying on the 6th of February, 1684-5, 
his Brother ſucceeded, viz. 

4. James II. Stewart, aged fifty-one Years. A moſt 
excellent Statue of him ſtill ſtands in J/hitehall. But 
not being a Brother Maſon, the Art was much neglected, 
and People of all Sorts were otherwiſe engaged in this 
Reign: Only upon the Death of Grand Maſter Arling- 
ton, 1685, the Lodges met and elected 

SIR CHRISTOPHER WREN Gzand Paſter, who ap- 
pointed Mr. Gabriel Cibber, and while 

Mr. Edward Strong, N carrying 
on St. Paul's, he annually met thoſe Brethren that could 
attend him, to keep up good old Uſages, till the Revo- 
Tution, when 

WirLiam of Naſau, Prince of Orange, landed on 
the 5th of November, 1688; and King James failed to 
France on the 23d of December following, and died there 
on the 6th of September, 1701.

From the REVOLUTION, Gand Baſter 
Moxracu, 1721. 


1 PON King James's going off, the Convention of 
States entailed the Crown of England upon King 
Jamers two Daughters, Maxx Princeſs of Orange, and 
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Anz Princeſs of Denmark, and their Iſſue. And fail- 
ing them, on WILLIAM Prince of Orange; for, his Mo- 
ther, Mary Stewart, was King James's eldeſt Sifter : 
But ORANGE was to reign only during Life. Accord- 
ingly, on the 13th of February, 1688-9, 

5. King WiLlLiam III. aged q were proclaimed 
thirty-eight Years, and his Wife, | King and Queen, 

6. Queen Mary II. Stuart, | Joint Sovereigns 
aged twenty-ſix Years, of England; and 

SHe died at Kenſmmgton without Scotland ſoon pro- 
Iſſue on the 28th of December, 1694. J claimed them. 

PARTICULAR Lodges were not ſo frequent, and moſtly 
eccaſional, in the South, except in or near the Places where 
great Works were carried on. T hus Sir Robert Clayton, . 
Lord Mayor of Zondon, got an occaſional Lodge of his 
Brother Mafters to meet at St. Thomas's Hoſpital NSouth- 
wark, A. D. 1693, and to adviſe the Governors about 
the beſt Deſign of rebuilding that Hoſpital, as it now 
ſtands moſt beautiful; near which a /ated Lodge conti- 
nued long afterwards. 

BEesIDEs that and the a Lodge of St. Paul's, as could 
be remembered by ſome Broti::rs that were living in 
4730, there was another in Piccadilly, over-againſt Si. 
Fames's Church; one near JYeſtminſter Abby, another 
near Cætent-Garden, one in Heolboarn, one on Tower- Hill, 
and ſome more that aſſembled ſtatedly. 

Tre King was privately made a Free-1afon, approved 
of their Choice of Grand Maſter WREN, and encou- 
raged him in rearing St. Paul's Cathedral, and the great 
New Part of HameTon-Count, in the Auguſtan Style, 
by far the fineſt Royal Houſe in England, after an old 
Deſign of [niga Jones, where a bright Lodge was held 
during the Building. The Facade, or King's Apartment, 
fronting the Privy-garden, and Thames, extends 328 
Feet; the Facade, or Queen's Apartment, fronting the 
Houſe-park, extends 330 Feet; the Acceſs to the prin- 
cipal Stair-caſe leading to the K:ng's-ſide, is through a 
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beautiful Portico of about ninety Feet long, conſiſting 


of a Colonade of ſixteen duplicated Pillars, of the Ianict 
Order. Both Houſe and Parks being environed on 
© three Sides with the River Thames, and conſequently 

enjoying as pleaſant a Situation as the Prudence of its 
firſt Founder Cardinal Molſey could ſelect for it, was 
indeed a Piece of Work of great Beauty and Magni- 
ficence for the Age it was built in. But the Addition 
made to it by King William and Queen Mary do fo far 
excel what it was before, that they evidently ſhew 


what vaſt Advancements Architecture has received 
« ſince that Time. 
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Sic Partem Ille Domus, quam vix felicior Ætas 
Finiat, exegit. — 


If the World had not been deprived ſo ſoon of the in- 
eſtimable Life of Queen Mary, and had the Surveyor 
been impowered to have finiſhed his whole Deſign, Le- 
land's Deſcription of Hampton-Caurt would have been a 
truer Reſemblance of its latter than primitive State,

Tux King alſo built his little Palace of Kenſington, and 
finiſhed Chelſea Hoeſpital. The Induſtry and Conduct of 
Sir Chri/topher, and Sir Stephen Fox, jointly in the Erec- 
tion and Settlement hereof, are worthy Remembrance : 
Sir Stephen Fox, a Lord of the Treaſury, took care for the 
due Payment uf the Works; whilſt the Surveyor vigo- 
rouſly proſecuted his Part in the Buildings; and laſtly 
preſcribed the Statutes, and whole Qeconomy of the 
Houſe, 
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Houſe, which for Cleanlineſs, Health, and Conveni- 
ence, is deſervedly eſteemed one of the beſt regulated in 
Europe ; well ſuiting, in every Particular, the pious De- 
fign, and Munificence of its royal Founders. 

HE alſo appointed the fine new Palace of Greenwich, 
(begun by King Charles II.) to be an Hoſpital for old 
Seamen, A. D. 1695, and ordered it to be finiſhed as be- 
gun after Fones's old Deu. The Surveyor was among 
the firſt who addreſſed their Majeſties King William and 
Queen Mary, to convert the Site and Buildings of their 
Royal Palace to this moſt charitable Uſe ; which was al- 
ſo induſtriouſly promoted by the Lord Sommers, Mr. Eve- 
hn, Mr. Bridgman, Secretary of the Admiralty, and Mr. 
Lownds, Secretary of the Treaſury. This extenſive Cha- 
rity was not only calculated for the Relief and Support 
of the veteran Seamen, and ſuch as had been wounded 
or diſabled in the Service, but alſo for the Relief and 
Maintenance of ſuch Widows, and the Education of 
fuch Orphans, whoſe Huſbands and Parents had been 
flain in the Defence of the Nation at Sea. A Project 
ſeaſonably adjuſted for the Encourazement and Improve- 
ment of that other moſt important Branch of the national 
Defence, the naval Arms of Great-Britain, After the 
Grant had paſſed the Great Seal, and an ample Commiſſion 
appointed, with Powers to conduct and regulate all At- 
fairs relating to the Building of the Heſpital; and the 
Surveyor nominated a Directar and chief Architect of this 
great Undertaking, he chearfully engaged in the Work, 
gratis, and contrived the new Fabrick extenſive, durable, 
and magnificent, conformable to the graceful Pavilion, 
which had been erected there by King Charles the Second, 
and originally intended for his own Palace ; contributing 
his Time, Labour, and Skill, and proſecuting the Works 
for ſeveral Years, with all the Expedition the Circum- 
ſtances of Affairs would allow, without any Salary, E- 
molument, or Reward (which good Example, it is to be 
hoped, has bcen ſince followed ;) preferring in this, as 

In 
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in every other Paſſage of his Life, the publick Service to 
any private Advantage of his own, by the Acqueſt of 
Wealth, of which he had always a great Contempt. 

TIIs Year our moſt noble Brother CHARLES Lenxox, 
Duke of Richmond and Lennox, (Father of the late Duke) 
Maſter of a Lodge at Chicheſter, coming to the annual 
Aſſembly and Feaſt at London, was choſen Gand Maſ⸗ 
ter, and approved by the King. 

SIR CHRISTOPHER Edward Strong, ſen. 2 Grand 
Warey was his D. G. Edward Strong, jun. . 
Maſter, who acted as before at the Head of the Craft, 
and was again choſen Grand Maſter, A. D. 1698. 


Ix this Reign NavaLl Architecture was wonderfully 
improved; aud the King diſcovered his high Taſte in 
building his elegant Palace at Les in Holland, till he died 
at Kenſington, March 8, 1701-2, when 

7. ANN Stewart, the other Daughter of King James 
II. aged 38 Years, ſucceeded as Queen Sovereign, Wife 
of GEORGE Prince of Denmark : He was the Patron of 
Aſtranemers and Navigaters, and died at Kenſington, Octo- 
ber 28, 1708. 

QuEEN ANN enlarged St. James's Palace, and after 
the famous Battle of Blenheim, A. D. 1704, demolithed 
the old Royal Caſtle of I tac in Oxfordſhire, and 
built in its ſtead the Caſtle of Blenheim for her General 
Joux Cyurcnitt, Duke of Marlborough. 

Tye Queen, in her fifth Year, united the true King- 
doms of England and Scotland into the NE Kingdom of 
GREAT-BRITAIN, which commenced on May 1, 1707. | 

After the UN ION of the Crowns, 104 Years. 

Tur Queen and Parliament enacted the building of 50 
new additional Pariſh Churches in the Cities of London 
and TV:ſtminſter : Grand Maſter WREN, being appointed 
not only Surveyor, but one of the Commiſſioners for car- 
rying on the Works, attended that Service with all the 


Application his other Offices would permit; and prepa- 
ratory 
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ratory thereunto, he took Occaſion to impart his Thoughts 
to this Effect, in a Letter to a Friend in that Commiſſion. 


IN CE Providence, in great Mercy, has protracted 
my Age, to the finiſhing the Cathedral Church of 
St. Paul, and the Parochial Churches of London, in lieu 
of thoſe demoliſhed by the Fire; (all which were exe- 
cuted during the Fatigues of my Employment in the 
Service of the Crown, from that Time to the preſent 
happy Reign ;) and being now conſtituted one of the 
Commiſſioners for building, purſuant to the late A#, 
Fifty more Churches in London and Meſtminſter; 1 ſhall 
preſume to communicate briefly my Sentiments, after 
Jong Experience ; and without further Ceremony exhi- 
bit to better Judgment, what at preſent occurs to me, 
in a tranſient View of this whole Affair; not doubting 
but that the Debates of the worthy Commiſſioners may 
hereafter give me Occaſion to change, or add to theſe 
Speculations. 
1. Fs r, I conceive the Churches ſhould be built, 
not where vacant Ground may be cheapeſt purchaſed in 
the Extremities of the Suburbs, but among the thicker 
Inhabitants, for Convenience of the better Sort, al- 
though the Site of them ſhould coſt more; the better 
Inhabitants contributing moſt to the future Repairs, and 
the Miniſters and Officers of the Church, and Charges 
of the Pariſh. 
2. I couLD wiſh that all Burials in Churches might 
be diſallowed, which is not only unwholeſome, but the 
Pavements can never be kept even, nor Pews upright: 
And if the Church-yard be cloſe about the Church, this 
alſo is inconvenient, becauſe the Ground being continu- 
ally raiſed by the Graves, occaſions in Time a Deſcent 
by Steps into the Church, which renders it damp, and the 
Walls green, as appears evidently in all old Churches. 
3. Ir will be enquired, where then ſhall be the Bu- 
rials? I anſwer, in Cemeteries ſeated in the Out- ſkirts of 
| the 
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the Town : And fince it is become the Faſhion of the 
Age to ſolemnize Funerals by a Train of Coaches (even 
where the Deceaſed are of moderate Condition) though 
the Cemeteries ſhould be half a Mile, or more, diſtant 
from the Church; the Charge need be little or no more 
than uſual ; the Service may be firſt performed in the 
Church : But for the Poor, and ſuch as muſt be inter- 
red at the Pariſh Charge, a publick Hearſe of two Wheels 
and one Horſe may be kept at ſmall Expence, the uſual 
| Bearers to lead the Horſe, and take out the Corpſe at 
the Grave. A Piece of Ground of two Acres in the 
Fields will be purchaſed for much leſs than two Rods 
among the Buildings : This being incloſed with a ſtrong 
Brick Wall, and having a Walk round, and two croſs 
Walks, decently planted with Yew-trees, the four Quar- 
ters may ſerve four Pariſhes, where the Dead need not 
be diſturbed at the Pleaſure of the Sexton, or piled four 
or five upon one another, or Bones thrown out to gain 
Room. In theſe Places beautiful Monuments may be 
erected ; but yet the Dimenſions ſhould be regulated by 
an Architect, and not left to the Fancy of every Ma- 
ſon; for thus the Rich, with large Marble Tombs, 
would ſhoulder out the Poor ; when a Pyramid, a good 
Buſt, or Statue on a proper Pedeſtal, will take up little 
Room in the Quarters, and be properer than Figures 
lying on Marble Beds: The Walls will contain E- 
ſcutcheons and Memorials for the Dead, and the Area 
good Air and Walks for the Living. It may be conſi- 
dered further, that if the Cemeteries be thus thrown in- 
to the Fields, they will bound the exceſſive Growth of 
the City with a graceful Border, which is now encircled 
with Scavengers Dung-Stalls. 

4. As to the Situation of the Churches, I ſhould pra- 
poſe they be brought as forward as poſhble into the 
larger and more open Streets, not in obſcure Lanes, nor 
where Coaches will be much obſtructed in the Paſſage. 
Nor are we, I think, too nicely to obſerve Eaſt or Weſt 
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in the Poſition, unleſs it falls out properly: Such Fronts 
as ſhall happen to lie moſt open in View ſhould be 
adorned with Porticoes, both for Beauty and Conve- 
nience ; which, together with handſome Spires, or Lan- 
thorns, riſing in good Proportion above the neighbour- 
ing Houſes, (of which I have given ſeveral Examples in 
the City of different Forms) may be of ſufficient Orna- 
ment to the Town, without a great Expence for en- 
riching the outward Walls of the Churches, in which 
Plainneſs and Duration ought principally, if not wholly, 
to be ſtudied. When a Pariſh is divided, I ſuppoſe it 
may be thought ſufficient, if the Mother-Church has a 
Tower large enough for a good Ring of Bells, and the 
other Churches ſmaller Towers for two or three Bells : 
Becauſe great Towers, and lofty Steeples, are ſometimes 
more than half the Charge of the Church, 

5. I SHALL mention ſomething of the Materials for 
publick Fabricks. It is true, the mighty Demand for 
the haſty Works of thouſands of Houſes at once, after 
the Fire of Londen, and the Frauds of thoſe who built 
by the Great, have ſo debaſed the Value of Materials, 
that good Bricks are not now to be had, without greater 
Prices than formerly, and indeed, if 8 made, will 
deſerve them; but Brick-makers ſpoil the Earth in the 
mixing and haſty burning, till the Bricks will hardly 
bear Weight; though the Earth about London, rightly 
managed, will yield as good Bricks as were the Raman 
Bricks, (which I have often found in the old Ruins of 
the City) and will endure, in our Air, beyond any Stone 
our Ifland affords ; which, unleſs the Quarries lie near 
the Sea, are too dear for general Uſe : The beſt is Port- 
land, or Rach- Abbey Stone; but theſe are not without 
their Faults. The next Material is the Lime: Chalk- 
Lime is the conſtant Practice, which, well mixed with 
good Sand, is not amiſs, though much werſe than hard 
Stone-Lime. The Vaulting of St. Paul's is a rendering 
as hard as Stone; it is compoſed of Cockle-ſhell — 
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well beaten with Sand; the more Labour in the beating, 
the better and ſtronger the Mortar. I ſhall ſay nothing 
of Marble, (though England, Scotland, and Ireland, afford 
good, and of beautiful Colours) but this will prove too 
coſtly for our Purpoſe, unleſs for Altar-pieces, In Win- 
dows and Doors, Portland Stone may be uſed, with good 
Bricks, and Stone Quoins. As to Roofs, good Oak is 
certainly the beſt ; becauſe it will bear ſome Negligence : 
The Church-wardens Care may be defective in ſpeedy 
mending Drips ; they uſually white-waſh the Church, 
and ſet up their Names, but negle& to preſerve the 
Roof over their Heads : It muſt be allowed, that the 
Roof being more out of Sight, is ſtill more unminded, 
Next to Oak, is good yellow Deal, which is a Timber 
of Length, and light, and makes excellent Work at 
firſt ; but if neglected, will ſpeedily periſh, eſpecially if 
Gutters (which is a general Fault in Builders) be made to 
run upon the principal Rafters, the Ruin may be ſudden. 
Our Sea-ſervice for Oak, and the Wars in the North-ſea, 
make Timber at preſent of exceſſive Price. I ſuppoſe 
ere long we muſt have Recourſe to the V- Indies, where 
moſt excellent Timber may be had for cutting and fetch- 
ing. Our Tiles are ill made, and our Slate not good; 
Lead is certainly the beſt and lighteſt Covering, and be- 
ing of our own Growth and Manufacture, and laſting, 
if properly laid, for many hundred Years, is, without 
queſtion, the moſt preferable; though I will not deny 
but an excellent Tile may be made to be very durable: 
Our Artiſans are not yet inſtructed in it, and it is not 
ſoon done to inform them. 

6. Tu Capacity and Dimenſions of the new Churches 
may be determined by a Calculation. It is, as I take 
it, pretty certain, that the Number of Inhabitants, for 
whom theſe Churches are provided, are five Times as 
many as thoſe in the City, who were burnt out, and 
probably more than 400,000 grown Perſons that ſhould 
come to Church, for whom theſe fifty Churches are to 
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be provided, (beſides ſome Chapels already built, though 
too ſmall to be made parochial.) Now, if the Churches 
could hold each 2000, it would yet be very ſhort of the 
neceſſary Supply. The Churches therefore muſt be 
large; but ſtill, in our reformed Religion, it ſhould ſeem 
vain to make a Pariſh-church larger than that all who are 
preſent can both hear and fee. The Romanifts, indeed, 
may build larger Churches; it is enough if they hear 
the Murmur of the Maſs, and ſee the Elevation of the 
Hoſt, but ours are to be fitted for Auditories. I can 
hardly think it practicable to make a ſingle Room ſo 
capacious, with Pews and Galleries, as to hold above 
2000 Perſons, and all to hear the Service ; and both to 
hear diſtinctly, and ſee the Preacher. I endeavoured to 
effect this, in building the Pariſh Church of St. James's, 
Weſtminſter, which, I preſume, is the moſt capacious, 
with theſe Qualifications, that hath been yet built; and 
yet at a ſolemn Time, when the Church was much 
crowded, I could not diſcern from a Gallery, that 2000 
were preſent, In this Church I mention, though very 
broad, and the middle Nave arched up, yet as there are 
no Walls of a ſecond Order, nor Lanthorns, nor But- 
treſſes, but the whole Roof reſts upon the Pillars, as do 
alſo the Galleries; I think it may be found beautiful and 
convenient, and as ſuch the cheapeſt of any Form I could 
invent. 

7. CONCERNING the Placing of the Pulpit, I ſhall 
obſerve A moderate Voice may be heard fifty Feet diſ- 
tant before the Preacher, thirty Feet on each Side, and 
twenty behind the Pulpit; and not this, unleſs the Pro- 
nunciation be diſtin& and equal, without loſing the 
Voice at the laſt Word of the Sentence, which is com- 
monly emphatical, and if obſcured, ſpoils the whole 
Senſe. A Frenchman is heard further than an Englþ 
Preacher, becauſe he raiſes his Voice, and not ſinks his 
laſt Words : I mention this as an inſufferable Fault in 
the Pronunciation of ſome of our otherwiſe excellent 
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Preachers ; which Schoolmaſters might corre& in the 
young, as a vicious Pronunciation, and not as the Ro- 
man Orators ſpoke : For the principal Verb is in Latin 
uſually the laſt Word; and if that be loſt, what be- 
comes of the Sentence ? 

8. By what I have ſaid, it may be thought reaſona- 
ble, that the new Churches ſhould be at leaſt ſixty Feet 


broad, and ninety Feet long, beſides a Chancel at one 


End, and the Bellfrey and Portico at the other. Theſe 
Proportions may be varied ; but to build more Room, 
than that every Perſon may conveniently hear and ſee, 
is to create Noiſe and Confuſion. A Church ſhould 
not be ſo filled with Pews, but that the Poor may have 
Room enough to ſtand and fit in the Alleys, for to them 
equally is the Goſpel preached. It were to be wiſhed 
there were to be no Pews, but Benches ; but there is no 
ſtemming the Tide of Profit, and the Advantage of 
Pew-keepers ; eſpecially too, fince by Pews in the 
Chapels of Eaſe, the Miniſter is chiefly ſupported. It 
is evident theſe fifty Churches are not enough for the 
preſent Inhabitants, and the 'Town' will continually 
grow ; but it is to be hoped, that hereafter more may be 
added, as the Wiſdom of the Government ſhall think fit; 
and therefore the Pariſhes ſhould be ſo divided, as to l:ave 
Room for Sub-diviſions, or at leaſt for Chapels of Eaſe.” 


AZouT the ſame Time the excellent 1a/7z5, under 
the Direction of their Grand Maſter, ſhewed their Skil! 
in Buckingham Houſe and Marlborough Houſe in St. Fames's 
Park, Potis Houſe in Ormond-/trect, the Opera Houſe 


in the Hay-Market, and many more about Town : 


And in the Country the Duke of Devonſbire's ſine 
Chatſworth in Derbyſhire, Steurton in Wilthire, the Earl 
of Cariifle's, at Caſtle- Howard near Yori, Helmſey Houſe 
or Duncamb Park, Mereworth Houſe in Kent, Wiltury 
Houſe in J/iltfhire, &c. Nay, after the Peace of U- 
recht, many rich old Officers in the Army, returning 
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home good Connoiſſeurs in Architecture, delighted in 
railing ſtately Manſions. 

Bur the AucusTAN Stile was moſt richly diſplayed 
at Oxford, in the New Chapel of Trinity College by Dr. 
BaTHuRsT, in Peck-]/ater-Square of Chriſt-Church Col- 
lege by Dr. Al DpRIOE, in Qucen's College by Dr. LAx- 
CASTER, elegantly rebuilt, in Allhallows Church, the 
new Printing- Houſe, &c. 

Grand Maſter WREN, who had deſigned ST. PauL's, 
Landen, A. D. 1673; and, as Mafter of Work, had con- 
ducted it from the Foot-Stone, had the Honour to finiſh 
that noble Cathedral. The firſt Stone of this Baſilica 
was laid in the Year 1675, and the Works carried on 
with ſuch Care and Induſtry, that by the Year 1685, the 
Walls of the Choir and Side-Ailes were hniſhed, with 
the circular North and South Porticoes ; and the great 
Pillars of the Dome brought to the ſame Height: And 
it pleaſed God in his Mercy to bleſs the GRAND Mas- 
TER with Health and Length of Days to enable him to 
compleat the whole Structure in the Year 1710, to the 
Glory of his moſt holy Name, and Promotion of his 
divine Worſhip, the principal Ornament of the Impe- 
rial Seat of this Realm. Majeſtas conventt iſta Deo. 

Tre higheft or laſt Stone on the Top of the Lan- 
thorn was laid by the Hands of the GRAND MasTER's 
Son, CHRISTOPHER Wren, Eſq; deputed by his Fa- 
ther in the Preſence of that excellent Artificer Mr. 
Strong, and his Son, GRaxp WARDENS, and other Free 
and Acc -epted Maſons, and the Fellow-Crafts, chiefly em- 
ployed in the Execution of the Work. 

Tnus was this mighty Fabrick, the ſecond Church for 
Grandeur in Europe, in the Space of 35 Years, begun and 
finiſhed by one Architect, and under one Biſhop of Len- 
dom, Dr. Henry Compton; the Charge ſupported chiefly 
by a ſmall and eaſy Impoſition on Sea-Coal brought to 
the Port of Londen: Whereas the Church of St. Peter 

in 
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in Rome (the only Edifice that can come in Competi- 
tion with it) continued in the Building the Space of 
145 Years, carried on by no leſs than twelve Architects 
ſucceſſively ; aſſiſted by the Police and Intereſts of the 
Roman See; the ready Acquiſition of Marble, and at- 
tended by the beſt Artiſts of the World in Sculpture, 
Statuary, Painting, and Moſaick Work, during the 
Reigns of nineteen Popes *.

Tre Age and Infirmities of the Grand Mafter, which 
prevented his Attendance on this ſo/emn Occaſion, obliged 
him from this Time forward to great Retirement: So 
that the Lodges ſuffered greatly for Want of his Preſence, 
as uſual, in viſiting and regulating their Meetings; and 
were at laſt reduced to the ſmall Number, as mentioned 
on Page 184. 

QUEEN ANN died at Kenſington, without Iſſue on Aug. 
I, 1714. She was the laſt of the Race of King Charles I. 
upon the Throne of Britain; for the others, being 
Romans, are excluded by the Act of Parliament for 
ſettling the Crown upon the Proteſtant Heirs of his 
Siſter ELIZABETH Stewart, Queen of Bohemia, viz. on 
her Daughter the Princeſs Sormta, Electreſs-Dowager 
of Brunſwick-Lunenbourg ; and ſhe dying a little before 
Queen Ann, her Son GEoRGE, the Elector of Hanover, 
ſucceeded on the ſaid firſt of Auguft, 1714. 

Saxon Kings of Great- Britain. 

1. KING GEoRGE I. entered London moſt magnificent- 
ly on September 20, 1714; and, after the Rebellion, 
A. D. 1716, the few Lodges at London, wanting an active 
Grand Maſter, by Reaſon of Sir CHRISTOPHER WREN's 
Difability, thought fit to cement under a new Grand 
Maſter, as the Center of Union and Harmony. For 
this Purpoſe, the Lodges, 

1. At the Gooſe and Gridiron, in St. Paul's Church-yard, 

2. At the Crown, in Parker's Lane, near Drury Lane, 

3. At the Apple-tree Tavern, in Charles-ſtreet, Covent- 
Garden, 

4. At the Rummer and Grapes Tavern, in Channel Raw, 
Weſtminſter, 

And ſome ald Brothers, met at the ſaid Apple-tree; and 
having put into the Chair the o/d:/* Maſter Maſon (being 
0 3 the 
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the Maſter of x Zodge) they conſtituted themſelves a 
GRaxD LODGE pro Tempore, in due Form, and forthwith 
revived the Quarterly Communication of the Officers of 
Lodges (called the 5::nd Lodge) reſolved to hold the 
Annual As8$:MBLY and FeasT, and then to chuſe a 
GRAND MasTER from among themſelves, till they 
ſhould have the Honour of a NoBLE Brother at their 
Head. |

On ST. Joan BArrisr's Day, in the third Year of 
King GEoRGE I. A. D. 1717, the ASSEMBLY and 
FeasT of the Free and Accepted Maſons was held at 
the aforeſaid Gooſe and Gridiron ; now removed to the 
Bueen's Arms Tavern in St. Paul's Church-yard. 


BEFORE Dinner, the oldeſt Maſter Maſon (being the 
Maſter of a Lodge) in the Chair, propoſed a Lift of pro- 
per Candidates; and the Brethren, by a Majority of

I. Concerning Gop and REL1G10N. 


Maſon is obliged, by his Tenure, to obey the mo- 

ral Law; and if he rightly underſtands the Art, 

he will never be a ſtupid Atheiſt, nor an irreligious 
Libertine. But though in ancient Times Maſons were 
charged in every Country to be of the Religion of that 
Country or Nation, whatever it was, yet it is now 
thought more expedient only to oblige them to that Re- 
ligion in which all Men agree, leaving their particular 
Opinions to themſelves; that is, te be good Men and 
true, or Men of Honour and Honeſty, by whatever De- 
nominations or Perſuaſions they may be diſtinguiſhed ; 
„ whereby 
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whereby Maſonry becomes the Center of Union, and the 
Means of conciliating true Friendſhip among Perſons 


that muſt have remained at a perpetual Diftance. 


II. Of the CIVIL MactsTRATE, Supreme and Subordinate, 
A Maſon is a peaceable Subject to the Civil Powers, 


wherever he reſides or works, and is never to be con- 
cerned in Plots and Confpiracies againſt the Peace and 
Welfare of the Nation, nor to behave himſelf unduti- 
fully to inferior Magiſtrates ; for as Maſonry hath been 
always injured by War, Bloodſhed, and Confuſion, 
ſo ancient Kings and Princes have been much diſpoſed 
to encourage the Craftſmen, becauſe of their Peaceable- 
neſs and Loyalty, whereby they practically anſwered the 
Cavils of their Adverſaries, and promoted the Honour 
of the Fraternity, who ever flouriſhed in Times of 
Peace. So that if a Brothet ſhould be a Rebel againſt 
the State, he is not to be countenanced in his Rebellion, 
however he may be pitied as an unhappy Man; and, if 
convicted of no other Crime, though the loyal Brother- 
hood muſt and ought to diſown his Rebellion, and give 
no Umbrage or Ground of political Jealouſy to the Go- 
vernment for the Time being ; they cannot expel him 
from the Lodge, and his Relation to it remains indefeaſible. 


III. Of Lopces. 


A LoDGE is a Place where Maſons aſſemble and work: 
Hence that Aſſembly, or duly organized Society of Ma- 
ſons, is called a Lovct ; and every Brother ought to 
belong to one, and to be ſubject to its By-Laws and the 
GENERAL REGULATIONS, It is either particular or ge- 
neral, and will be beſt underſtood by attending it, and 
by the Regulations of the General or Grand Lodge here- 
unto annexed, In ancient Times no Maſter or Fellow 
£culd be abſent from it, eſpecially when warned to ap- 
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pear at it, without incurring a ſevere Cenſure, until it 
appeared to the Maſter and NM urdent, that pure Neceſſity 
hindered him. 

Tus Perſons admitted Members of a Lodge, muſt be 
good and true Men, free-born, and of mature and diſ- 
creet Age, no Bondmen, no Women, no immoral, or 
ſcandalous Men, but of good Report. 


IV. Of MasTERs, WaARDENs, Fellows and Apprentices, 


ALL Preferment among Maſons is grounded upon real 
Worth and perſonal Merit only; that ſo the Lords may 
be well ſerved, the Brethren not put to Shame, nor the 
Royal Craft deſpiſed : Therefore no Maſter or Warden is 
choſen by Seniority, but for his Merit. It is impoſſible 
to deſcribe theſe Things in Writing; and every Brother 
muſt attend in his Place, and learn them in a Way pe- 
culiar to this Fraternity : Only Candidates may know, that 
no Maſter ſhould take an Apprentice, unleſs he has ſuffi- 
cient Employment for him, and unleſs he be a perfect 
Youth, having no Maim or Defect in his Body, that 
may render him incapable of learning the Art, of ſerving 
his Maſter's LorD, and of being made a Brother, and 
then a Fellow-Craft in due Time, even after he has ſerved 
ſuch a Term of Years, as the Cuſtom of the Country 
directs; and that he ſhould be deſcended of honeſt Pa- 
rents; that ſo, when otherwiſe qualified, he may arrive 
to the Honour of being the W arDeN, and then the 
MasTER of the Lodge, the GRAND WaRrDen, and at 
length the GRAND MASTER of all the Lodges, accord- 
ing to his Merit. | 

No Brother can be a WARDEN, until he has paſſed 
the Degree of a Maſter Maſon, nor a MasTER, until 
he has ated as a Warden, nor GRANp WARDEN, un- 
til he has been Maſter of a Lodge, and ſerved the Office 
of Steward at a Grand Feaſt ; nor Deputy Grand Maſter, 
until he has ſerved the Office of Grand Warden ; nor 
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G2and Mater, unleſs he has been a Maſter of a regular 
Lodge before his Election, who is alſo to be nobly born, 
or a Gentleman of the beſt Faſhion, or ſome eminent 
Schelar, or ſome curious Architect, or other Artiſt, de- 
ſcended of honeſt Parents, and who is of fingular great 
Merit in the Opinion of the Lodges. And for the better, 
and eaſier, and more honourable Diſcharge of his Office, 
the Grand Maſter has a Power to chuſe his own DET Ur 
GRAND MasTER, who muſt be then, or muſt have 
been formerly, the after of a particular Lodge ; and 
has the Privilege of acting whatever the GranD 
MasTER, his Principal, ſhould act, unleſs the ſaid 


Principal be preſent, or interpoſe his Authority by a 
Letter. 


Tuksk Rulers and Governors, ſupreme and ſubordinate, 
of the ancient Lodge, are to be obeyed in their reſpective 
Stations by all the Brethren, according to the old 
Charges and Regulations, with all Humility, Reverence, 
Love, and Alacrity. 


V. Of the Management of the CRAFT in working. | 


Att Maſons ſhall work honeftly on working Days, 
that they may live creditably on Holidays; and the Time 


appointed by the Law of the Land, or confirmed by 
Cuſtom, ſhall be obſerved. 


Tu moſt expert of the Fellow Craftſmen ſhall be 
choſen or appointed the Maſter or Overſeer of the Lord's 
Work; whois to be called MASTER by thoſe that work 
under owns: The Craftſmen are to avoid all ill Lan- 
guage, and to call each other by no diſobliging Name, 
but Brother or Fellow ; and to behave themſelves cour- 
teouſly within and without the Lodge. 


Tre Maſter, knowing himſelf to be able of Cunning, 
ſhall undertake the Lord's Work as reaſonably as poffible, 
and wary diſpend his Goods as if they w were his own; 

nor 
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nor to give more Wages to any Brother or Apprentice, 
than he really may deſerve. 

Born the Maſter and the Maſons receiving their 
Wages juſtly, ſhall be faithful to the Lord, and honeſt- 
ly finiſh their Work, whether Taſt or Journey; nor put 
the Work to Taſk that hath been accuſtomed to Fourney. 

Nox ſhall diſcover Envy at the Proſperity of a Bro- 
ther, nor ſupplant him, or put him out of his Work, 
if he be capable to finiſh the ſame; for no Man can 
finiſh another's Work ſo much to the Lord's Profit, un- 
leſs he be thoroughly acquainted with the Deſigns and 
Draughts of him that began it. 

Wren a Fellow-Craftſman is choſen Warden of the 
Work under the Maſter, he ſhall be true to both Maſter 
and Fellows, and ſhall carefulſy overſce the Work in the 
Maſter's Abſence, to the Lord's Profit; and his Bre- 
thren ſhall obey him. 

ALL Maſons employed, ſhall meekly receive their 
Wages without murmuring or Mutiny, and not deſert 
the Mafter till the Work is finiſhed. 

A younger Brother ſhall be inſtructed in Working, to 
prevent ſpoiling the Materials for Want of Judgment, 
and for increafing and continuing of Bretherly Love. 

ALL the Tools uſed in N {hall be approved by 
the Grand Lodge. 

No Labourer ſhall be 8 in the proper Work 
of Maſenry; nor ſhall Free Maſons work with thoſe 
that are not Free, without an urgent Neceſſity; ; nor ſhall 
they teach Labourers and wnaccepted Maſons, as they 
ſhould teach a Brother or Fellow. 


VI. Of BEHaviouR, viz. 
1. In the Lodge, while conſtituted. 


You are not to hold private Con mi:tces, or ſeparate 
Converſation, without Leave from the Maſter, nor. to 
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talk of any Thing impertinent or unſeemly, nor inter- 
rupt the Maſter or Wardens, or any Brother ſpeaking to 
the after : Nor behave yourſelf ludicrouſly or jeſting- 
ly while the Lodge is engaged in what is ſerious and ſo- 
lemn ; nor uſe any unbecoming Language upon any 
Pretence whatſoever ; but to pay due Reverence to your 
Maſter, Wardens, and Fellows, and put them to worſhip. 

Ir any Complaint be brought, the Brother found 
guilty ſhall ſtand to the Award and Determination of 
the Lodge, who are the proper and competent Judges of 
all ſuch Controverſtes, (unleſs you carry it by Appeal to 
the GRAND LonGE) and to whom they ought to be re- 
ferred, unleſs a Lord's Work be hindered the mean 
while, in which Caſe a particular Reference may be 
made; but you muſt never go to Law about what con- 
cerneth Maſonry, without an abſolute Neceſſity apparent 
to the Lodge. 


2. Behaviour ofter the LopoE is over, and the 
Brethren not gone. 


You may enjoy yourſelves with innocent Mirth, 
treating one another according to Ability ; but avoiding 
all Exceſs, or forcing any Brother to eat or drink be- 
yond his Inclination, or hindering him from going when 
his Occaſions call him, or doing or ſaying any Thing 
offenfive, or that may forbid an eaſy and free Converſa- 
tion; for that would blaſt our Harmony, and defeat our 
laudable Purpoſes. Therefore no private Piques or 
Quarrels muſt be brought within the Door of the Lodge, 
far !:fs any Quarrels about Religion, or Nations, or State- 
P:iicy, we being only, as Maſons, of the Catholic Reli- 
gion above-mentioned ; we are alſo of all Nations, Tongues, 
Kindreds, and Languages, and are refolved againſt all 
Politicke, as what never yet conduced to the Welfare 
of the Lodge, nor ever will. This Charge has been al- 
ways ftrict!y enjoined and obſerved ; but * 

nce 
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fince the Reformation in Britain, or the Difſent and 
Seceſſion of theſe Nations from the Communion of Rome. 


3. Behaviour when Brethren meet without Strangers, 
but not in a Lodge fo2med. 


You are to ſalute one another in a courteous Man- 
ner, as you will be inſtructed, calling each other Bro- 
ther, freely giving mutual Inſtruction as ſhall be thought 
expedient, without being overſeen or overheard, and 
without encroaching upon each other, or derogating 
from that Reſpect which is due to any Brother, were he 
not a Maſon : For though all Maſons are as Brethren 
upon the fame Level, yet Maſonry takes no Honour from 
a Man that he had before; nay, rather it adds to his 
Honour, eſpecially if he has deſerved well of the Bro- 
therhood, who muſt give Honour to whom it is due, 
and avoid 11 Manners. 


4. Behaviour i» Preſence of STRANGERS * Paſons. 


You ſhall be cautious in your Words and Carriage, 
that the moſt penetrating Stranger ſhall not be able to 
diſcover or find out what is not proper to be intimated ; 
and ſometimes you ſhall divert a Diſcourſe, and manage 
it prudently for the Honour of the worfhipful Fraternity. 


5. Behaviour 4 Hot, and in your Neighbourhood. 


| You are to act as becomes a moral and wiſe Man; 
particularly, not to let your Family, Friends, and Neigh- 
bours, know the Concerns of the Lodge, &c. but wiſely 
to conſult your own Honour, and that of the ancient 
Bratherhood, for Reaſons not to be mentioned here. You 
muſt alſo conſult your Health, by not continuing toge- 
ther too late, or too long from home, after Lodge Hours 
are paſt ; and by aygiding of Gluttony and Drunken- 

VT: & | neſs, 
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neſs, that your Families be not neglected or injured, nor 
you diſabled from working. 


6. E ehavicur towards a ſtrange Brother. 


You are cautiouſly to examine him, in ſuch a Me- 
thod as Prudence ſhall direct you, that you may not be 
impoſed upon by an ignorant falſe Pretender, whom you 
are to reject with Contempt and Deriſion, and beware 
of giving him any Hints of Knowledge, 

Bur it you diſcover him to be a true and genuine 
Brother, you are to reſpect him accordingly ; and if he 
is in want, you mult relieve him if you can, or elſe di- 
rect him how he may be relieved: You muſt employ 
him ſome Days, or elſe recommend him to be employed. 
But you are not charged to do be; ond your Ability, on- 
ly to prefer a poor Brother that is a good Mar and true, 
before any other poor People in the ſame Circumſtances. 


FinALLY, All theſe Charge: you are to obſerve, and 
alſo thoſe that ſhall be communicated to you in another 
Ny; cultivating BROTHERLY Love, the Foundation 
and Cape-Stone, the Cement and Glory of this ancient 
Fraternity, avoiding all Wrangling and Quarrelling, all 
Slander and Backbiting, not permitting others to flan- 
der any honeſt Brother; but defending his Character 
and doing him all the good Offices, as far as is conſiſtent 
with your Honour and Safety, and no farther. And if 
any of them do you Injury, you muſt apply to your own 
or his Ledge; and from thence you may appeal to the 
GRAND LopGe, at the Quarterly Communication, and 
from thence to the annual GRAND Lop og, as has been 
the ancient laudable Conduct of our Forefathers in 
every Nation; never taking a legal Courſe, but when 
the Caſe cannot be otherwiſe decided; and patiently 
liſtening to the honeſt and friendly Advice of Maſter 
and Fellows, when they would prevent your going to 
Law 
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Law with Strangers, or would excite you to put a ſpeedy 
Period to all Law-Suits, that ſo you may mind the Af- 

air of Masonry with the more Alacrity and Succeſs ; 
but with Reſpect to Brothers or Fellows at Law, the Maſ- 
ter and Brethren ſhall kindly offer their Mediation, which 
ought to be thankfully ſubmitted to by the contending 
Brethren ; and if that Submiſſion is impracticable, they 
muſt however carry on their Proceſs, or Law-Suwt, with- 
out Wrath and Rancour (not in the common Way) 
ſaying or doing nothing which may hinder Brotherly 
Love, and good Offices to be renewed and continued ;

The REGULATIONS of the GRAND Lopce. 


ARr. I. HE GRAND Lope conſiſts of, and is 

formed by, the Maſters and Wardens of 
all the particular Lodges upon Record, with the GRanD 
MasTER at their Head, the DeeuTY on his Right 
Hand, and the GRAND WARDENSs in their proper 
Places. 

ALL who are, or have been Grand Officers, ſhall be 
Members of, and vote in all Grand Lodges. 

ART. II. A BRoTHER Maſter Maſon ſhould be ap- 
pointed the Tyler, to look after the Door ; but he muſt 
be no Member of the Grand Lodge. 

AxT. III. No Brothers ſhall be admitted into the 
GRAND LopGt but thoſe that are the known Members 
thereof, viz. The four preſent and all former GRAND OF- 
FICERS ; the Treaſurer, Secretary, and Sword- Bearer ; the 

Maſt:r, 
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Maſter, Wardens, and nine Aſſiſtants of the Stewards 
Lodge, and the Maſters and Wardens of all regular 
Lodges ; except a Brother, who is a Petitioner, or a 
Witneſs in ſome Caſe, or one called in by a Motion. 

ART. IV. Trxst muſt have three Quarterly Commu- 
nications before the Grand Feaſt, in ſome convenient 
Place, as the Grand Maſter ſhall appoint ; where none 
are to be preſent but its own proper Members, without 
Leave aſked and given: And while ſuch Stranger 
(though a Brother) ſtays, he is not allowed to vote, nor 
even to ſpeak to any Queſtion, without Leave of the 
Grand Lodge, or unleſs he is defired to give his Opinion. 

ART. V. Ir at any Grand Lodge, Stated or Occaſional, 
Quarterly or Annual, the Grand Maſter and Deputy 
ſhould both be abſent, then the prefent Senior Grand 
Warden ſhall take the Chair, and preſide as Grand Maſ- 
ter pro Tempore, and ſhall be vefted with all his Honour 
and Power for the Time being ; and, in his Abſence, 
the preſent Junior Grand Warden ; and in his Abſence, 
the oldeſt former Grand Warden in Company; provided, 
no paſt Grand Majter or paſt Deputy Grand Maſter be 
preſent ; and if no former Grand Officer be found, then 
the Maſter of the Stewards Lodge; or, in his Abſence, 
the Maſter of the Senior Lodge then preſent. 

ART. VI. On March 17, 1730-1, the Grand Lodge 
(to cure ſome Irregularities) ordered, That none but 
the Grand Maſter, his Deputy, Wardens, Treaſurer, Se- 
cretary, and Sword-Bearer, (who are the only Grand 
Offcers) ſhall wear their Jewels in Gold, pendant to blue 
Ribbons about their Necks, and white Leather Aprons 
with blue Sik; which Sort of Aprons may be alſo worn 
by former Grind Officers. 

ART.VII. THAT the Grand Officers preſent and former, 
each of them, who ſhall attend the Grand Lodge in Com- 
munication (except on the Fea/t-Day) ſhall pay Half a 
Crown, towards the Charge of ſuch Communication when 
he attends. 


ART. 
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ART. VIII. Maſters and Wardens of Lodges ſhall ne- 
ver attend the Grand Lodge without their Jewels and 
Cloathing. 

Ir any Officer cannot attend, he may ſend a Brother 
of that Lodge (provided he is a Maſter Maſon, and has 
* for twelve Months) with his Jewel, to ſupply 


his Room, and ſupport the Honour of his Lodge. 

ArT. IX. Arr Differences, or Complaints, that can- 
not be made up, or accommodated privately, nor by a 
particular Lodge, ſhall be reduced into Writing, and de- 
livered to the Grand Secretary, who ſhall ſummon all Par- 
ties concerned to attend at the next Committee of Charity, 
where the ſame ſhall be ſeriouſly conſidered, and finally 
decided. 

ART. X. Tarty ſhall alſo appoint a TREASURER, a 
Brother of good worldly Subſtance, who ſhall be a Mem- 
ber of the Grand Lodge by virtue of his Office, and 
ſhall be always preſent, and have a Power to move to 
the Grand Ledge any Thing that concerns his Office. 

ART. XI. TE GRAND MasTER, or DEPUTY, have 

Authority always to command the Treaſurer and Secre- 
tary to attend him, with their Clerks and Books, in order 
to ſee how Matters go on ; and to know what is expe- 
dient to be done upon any Emergency. 
_ Arr. XII. Tnar the GRAND Lope, in ample Form, 
aſſembled, has a Power to amend or explain any of the 
printed Regulations in the Book of Conſtitutions, while 
they deviate not from the ancient Rules of the Frater- 
nity. For 

On the 24th of June, 1723, at the Fegſt, the Grand 
Lobo before Dinner made this Reſolution, That it is 
not in the Power of any Man, or Body of Men, to make 
any Alteration or Innovation in the Body of Maſonry, with- 
out the Conſent firſt obtained of the GRAND LoDGE. 

No Motion for a new Regulation, or for the Altera- 
tion of an old one, ſhall be made, till it is firſt handed 
up in Wriging to the Chair: And after it has been 
| | peruſed 
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peruſed by the Grand MASH, at leaſt about ten Mi- 
nutes, the Thing may be moved publickly; and then it 
ſhall be audibly read by the Secretary: And if it be ſe- 
conded and thirded, it muſt be immediately committed 
to the Conſideration of the whole Aſſembly, that their 
Senſe may be fully heard about it: After which the 
GRAND MASTER ſhall put the Queſtion pro and con. 

ArT. XIII. Arr Matters in the Grand Lodge are to 
be determined by a Majority of Votes; each Member 
having one Vote, and the GRAND MASTER two Votes; 
unleſs the Lodge leave any particular Thing to the De- 
termination of the GRAND MAsrER for the Sake of 
Expedition. 

TRE Opinions or Votes of the Members are always to 
be ſignified by each holding up one of his Hands : Which 
uplifted Hands the Grand Wardens are to count; unleſs 
the Number of Hands be ſo unequal as to render the 
counting uſeleſs. Nor ſhould any other Kind of Divi- 
ſion be ever admitted on ſuch Occaſions, 

ART. XIV. Ar the third Stroke of the GRAN D Mas- 
TER's Hammer (always to be repeated by the Grand 
Wardens) there ſhall be a general Silence ; and he who 
breaks Silence, without Leave from the Chair, ſhall be 
publickly reprimanded. 

UNDER the ſame Penalty every Brother ſhall take his 
Seat, and keep ſtrict Silence, whenever the GRAND 
MazTER or Deputy ſhall think fit to riſe from the Chair, 
and call to Order. 

In the Grand Lodge, every Member ſhall keep in his 
Seat, and not move about from Place to Place, during 
the Communication ; except the Grand Wardens, as having 
more immediately the Care of the Lodge. 

AccoRDING to the Order of the Grand Lodge, no 
Brother is to ſpeak but once to the ſame Affair, unleſs 
to explain himſelf, or when called by the Chair to ſpeak. 

Every one that ſpeaks ſhall riſe and keep ſtanding, 
addreſſing himſelf to the Chair: Nor ſhall any preſume 
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to interrupt him, under the aforeſaid Penalty; unlefs 
the GRAND MasTER, finding him wandering from the 
Point in Hand, ſhall think fit to reduce him to Order ; 
for then the ſaid Speaker ſhall fit down : But after he 
has been ſet right, he may again proceed, if he pleaſes. 

IF, in the Grand Lodge, any Member is twice called 
to Order, at one Aſſembly, for tranſgrefling theſe Rules, 
and is guilty of a third Offence of the ſame Nature, 
the Chair ſhall peremptorily command him to quit the 
Lodge-Room for that Night. 

WHOEVER ſhall be ſo rude as to hiſs at a Brother, or 
at what another ſays, or has ſaid, he ſhall be forthwith 
ſolemnly excluded the Communication, and declared in- 
capable of ever being a Member of any Grand Lodge for 


the future, till another Time he publickly owns his 
Fault, and his Grace be granted. 


Axr. XV. TurxE ſhall be a Book kept by the A 
MasTER, or Deputy, or rather by ſome Brother appoint- 
ed Secretary of the Grand Lodge; wherein ſhall be re- 
corded all the Lodges, with the ufual Times and Places 
of their Forming, and the Names of all the Members of 


each Lodge ; alſo all the Aﬀairs of the Grand Lodge that 
are proper to be written. 


ARrT. XVI. TrarT no Brother, for the future, ſhall 
ſmoak Tobacco in the Grand Lodge, at the Quarterly 


Communication, or Committee of Charity, till the Lodge 
ſhall be cloſed. 


Of the GRAND MASTER. 


Azt. I. Tux new GAAuD MasTER ſhall by the pre- 
ſent be propoſed to the Grand Lodge, at their Communi- 
cation ſome Time before the Day of the Annual Feat; 
and if approved of then, and no Objection made, he 
ſhall be forthwith ſaluted GRAND MasTer Ele, if 
there; or if abſent, his Health ſhall be toaſted as ſuch, 

and 
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and he is to march at the Fea/?, on the preſent Ga Aus 
MasTER's left Hand. 

Arr. II. Ir the GRAND a of laſt Vear, up- 
on Application made to him by a Perſon deputed from 
the Grand Lodge for that Purpoſe, conſents to continue 
for the Year enſuing, then ſuch Perſon ſo deputed ſhall 
repreſent to all the Brethren, his Worſhip's good Go- 
vernment, &c. and if they agree, by a Majority, to 
continue the preſent Grand MASTER, his Worſhip 
ſhall, in the Name of the Grand Ledge, be humbly re- 
queſted to do the Fraternity the Honour of continuing 
to be their Gx AND MASTER for the Year enſuing; and 
his Worſhip declaring his Conſent in ſuch Manner as 
he pleaſes, the faid deputed Member of the Grand Lodge 
ſhall drink to him as 

Grand MASTER Ele of Masoxs. 
All the Members ſhall falute him as ſuch in due Form, 
and declare their Satisfaction, Pleaſure, and Congra- 
tulation. 

AR r. III. Ir the GRAND MAsrER dies during his 
Aafterſhip, or by Sickneſs, or by being beyond Seas, or 
any other Way, ſhould be rendered incapable of diſ- 
charging his Office, the Deputy, or in his Abſence the 
Senior Grand Warden, or in his Abſence the Funter 
Grand Warden, or in his Abſence fome other paſt Grand 
Offcer, according to his Right of Seniority, ſhall afſem- 
ble the Grand Lodge immediately, in order to adviſe to- 
gether upon that Emergency, and ſend two of their 
Number to invite the laſt GRAND MasTER to reſume 
his Office, which now of Courſe reverts to him : And 
if he refuſe to act, then the next laſt, and ſo backward ; 
but if no former GRAN D MasTER be found, the pre- 
ſent Deputy ſhall act as Principal, till a new GRAN 
MasTER is choſen ; or if there be no Deputy, then the 
preſent Senior Grand Warden, or in his Abſence the Ju- 
nior Grand Warden, or in his Abſence ſome other paſt 
Grand Offer, . to his Right of Seniority. 

ART, 
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Ar. IV. No Grand Mafter, Deputy Grand Maſter, 
Grand Warden, Treaſurer, Secretary, Sword-Bearer, or 
whoever acts for them, or in their Stead, pro Tempore, 
can, at the ſame Time, act as Warden of a particular 
Lodge ; but as ſoon as any of them has diſcharged his 
publick Office, he returns to that Poſt or Station in his 

particular Lodge, from which he was called to officiate. 
Axr. V. Txt GRAND MasTER may, if he pleaſes, 
with his Deputy, Grand Wardens, Treaſurer, Sword- Bearer, 
and Secretary, go round and viſit all the Lodges about 
Town, during his Maſterſbip, or ſend his Grand Officers 
to viſit them. | 

TRE Grand MasTER, or Deputy, has full Autho- 
rity and Right, not only to be preſent, but alſo to pre- 
fide in every Lodge, with the Maſter of the Lodge on 
his left Hand; and to order his Grand Wardens to attend 
him, where they are to act as Wardens of that particular 
Lodge during his Preſence ; for the GRAND MASTER 
cannot deprive them of their Office, without ſhewing 
Cauſe fairly appearing to the Grand Lodge : But if the 
Grand Wardens are abſent, the GRAN D MasTER, while 
in a particular Lodge, may command the Yardens of that 
Lodge, or any other Maſter Maſons, to act there as his 
Fardens pro Tempore. 

ART. VI. Tre GRAND MAsrER ſhould not receive 
any private Intimations of Buſineſs concerning Maſons 
and Maſonry, but from his Deputy firſt ; except in ſuch 
Caſes as his Worſhip can eaſily judge of: And if the 
Application to the Grand Maſter be irregular, his Wor- 
ſhip can order the Grand Wardens, or any other ſo ap- 
plying, to wait upon the Deputy, who is immediately to 
prepare the Bulineſs, and to lay it orderly before his 
Worſhip. | 

ArT. VII. Ir the GRAN D MasTER abuſe his great 
Power, and render himſelf unworthy of the Obedience 
and Sudjection of the Lodges, he ſhall be treated in a 
Way and Manner, to be agreed upon in a new Regu- 

| 2 lation, 
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| lation, becauſe hitherto the ancient Fraternity have had 
no Occaſion for it, and firmly hope they never ſhall. 


Of the Drury GRAND MasTER, 


Ak r. I. Tre Perſon nominated DeeuTy Grann 
MasTER, and alſo the Grand I ardens, cannot be diſ- 
charged, unleſs for ſome Cauſe clearly appearing to the 
Grand Lodge; for the GRand MASTER, if he is diſſa- 
tisfed with the Conduct of his Grand Officers, or either 
of them, may call a Grand Ledge on Purpoſe, and lay 
the Cauſe before them, for their Advice and Concur- 
rence ; and if it ſhall appear to the Majority of the Bre- 
thren preſent, that the Complaint is well founded, he 
ſhall have Power to diſplace ſuch Grand Officer, or Officers, 
and forthwith nominate another or others, in his or their 
Stead ſo diſplaced, that ſo Harmony and Peace may be 
preſerved. 

Arr. II. Ir at any Grand Lodge, Stated or « Occaſional, 
Quarterly or Annual, the DeevTy ſhall be abſent, then 
the preſent Senior Grand Harden ſhall act as DErurx 
pro Tempore ; and in his Abſence the Junior Grand War- 
den, and in his Abſence the oldeſt former Grand Warden 
in Company (provided no paſt DzeuTyY be preſent) and 
if no former Grand Officer be found, then the Maſter of 
the Stewards Lodge, or in his Abſence the Maſter of 
the Senior Lodge preſent. 


Of the GRAND WARDENs. 


ARrT. I. Ix the Grand Lodge, none can act as War- 
dens, but the preſent GRAND WARDENs, if in Com- 
pany; and, if abſent, the oldeſt former Grand Wardens 
ſhall ſupply their Places pro Tempore; or if no paſt Grand 
Wardens are preſent, then the GRAND MASTER, or he 
that preſides, calls forth whom he pleaſes to act as Grand 
Wardens pro Tempore, 


ART. 
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Ant. II. Tun Grand Wardens, or any others, are firſt 
to adviſe with the Deputy about the Affairs of the Lodges, 
or of private ſingle Brothers; and are not to apply to 
the Grand Maſter, without the Knowledge of the De- 
puty, unleſs he refuſe his Concurrence. 

This is intended for the Eaſe of the GRAND MASHER, 
and for the Honour of the DeevuTy. 

In which Caſe, or in Caſe of any Difference of Sen- 
timent between the Deputy and Grand Wardens, or other 
Brothers, both Parties are to go to the Grand Maſter by 
Conſent; who, by Virtue of his great Authority and 
Power, can eaſily decide the Controverſy, and make up 
the Difference, 


Of the GRAND TREASURER, 


ArT. I. Tat Grand Treaſurer is choſen annually by 
the Grand Lodge, at the firſt Quarterly Communication af- 
ter each Grand Feat; at which Time he ſhall give a 
joint Bond, with two other Brethren, who ſhall be ap- 
proved of by the Grand Lodge, to the GRAND MasTER, 
Deputy Grand Maſter, and Grand Wardens for the Time 
being, in the Penalty and with ſuch Condition as ſhall 
be approved of by the Grand Lodge, for the due Per- 
formance of his Truft, 

ART. II. To him ſhall be committed all Money raiſcd 
for the General Charity, or for any other Uſe of the 
Grand Lodge; which he ſhall keep an Account of in a 
Book, ſpecifying the reſpective Ends and Utes for which 
the ſeveral Sums are intended; and ſhall expend or diſ- 
burſe the ſame in ſuch Manner as the Grand Lodge ſhall 
direct; and produce his Account of Receipts and Diſ- 
burſements fair; and lay them before the Grand Lodge, 
at every Quarterly Communication, with the V ouchers for 
the Diſburſements; the Items of the Account to be then 
publickly read over; and if any Diſpute or Difficulty 
ſhall ariſe upon any of them, the Matter to be referred 
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to five Brethren nominated by the GRAND Mavrer, 
and approved of by the Grand Lodge, to examine into 
the Merits of the ſame, againſt the next Quarterly Com- 
munication ; where they are to report their Proceedings, 
with the State of the Caſe, for the final Judgment and 
Direction of the Grand Lodge. 

Arr. III. THAT the Treaſurer's Accounts be approved 
and allowed from Time to Time by the Grand Lodge, 
and fizned by the GRAN D MASTER, or Deputy Grand 
Maſter; and the Account ſo ſigned to be entered by the 
Grand Secretary, in the GRand MasTER's Book. 

ART. IV. IF it ſhould be found neceſſary for the Trea- 
ſurer to employ under him an Aſſiſtant or Clerk, he may 
be at Liberty fo to do, ſuch Clert or Aſſiſtant to be a Bro- 
ther and a Mafter Maſon, and to have ſuch Allowance, 
from Time to Time, as the Grand Lodge ſhall think fit, 
out of the Money paſſing through the Treaſurer's Hands, 
not exceeding one Shilling in the Pound ; and this to be 
charged and allowed in the Treaſurer's Accounts : But 
ſuch Aſſiſtant or Cler+ is not to be conſidered as a Mem- 
ber of the Grand Lodge; nor is he to ſpeak therein, 
without being allowed or commanded fo to do. 


Of the GRAND SECRETARY, 


Tux Grand Secretary is nominated yearly at the Grand 
Feaſt, by the GRAND MasTER ; and is by his Office a 
Member of the Grand Lodge, and may have a Clerk or 
Aſſiſtant, if he thinks fit, who muſt be a Brother and a 
Maſter Maſon; but is not, during ſuch lime, to be 
conſidered as a Member of the Grand Lodge; nor is he 


to ſpeak therein, without being allowed or commanded 
ſo to do. 


Of PROVINCIAL Gzand Masrrxs. 


Arr. I. Taz Office of PRovinciat GRAND Mas- 
TER was found pecticulaety neceſſary in the Year 1726 3 
when 
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when the extraordinary Increaſe of the Craftſmen, and 
their travelling into diſtant Parts, and convening them- 
ſelves in Lobos, required an immediate HEAD, to 
whom they might apply in all Caſes, where it was not 
poſſible to wait the Deciſion or Opinion of the GRAN D 
LopGce. 

Arr. II. Txt Appointment of this Grand Officer is a 
Prerogative of the GRand MASTER; from whom, or 
in his Abſence from his DeevuTy, a Deputation may be 
granted to ſuch Brother of Eminence and Ability in the 
Craft, as he or either of them ſhall think proper ; not 
for Life, but during Pleaſure. 

ART. III. TRE PROVINcIAL Grand MASTER thus 
deputed, is inveſted with the Power and Honour of a 
Grand Maſter in his particular Diſtrict, and is intitled 
to wear the Cloathing of a GRAN D OFFICER, to conſti- 
tute Lodges within his own Province, and in all pub- 
lick Aſſemblies to walk immediately after the Grand 
Treaſurer. He is alſo empowered to appoint a Deputy, 
IV ardens, Treaſurer, Secretary, and Sword- Bearer, who 
are entitled to wear the Claathing of Grand Officers while 
they officiate as ſuch, within that particular Diſtrict ; 
but at no other Time or Place. 

ARr. IV. H is enjoined to correſpond with the 
Grand Lodge, and to tranſmit a circumſtantial Account 
of his Proceedings, at leaft once in every Year, At 
which Times, he is required to ſend a Liſt of thote 
Lodges he has conſtituted ; their Contributions for the 
general Fund of Charity; and the uſual Demand, as 
ſpecified in his Deputation, for every Lodge he has 
conſtituted. .

By the original Order and Conſtitution of Nature, 
Men are fo made and framed, that. they of Neceſlity 
| 4 want 
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want one anether's Aſſiſtance for their Support and Pre- 
ſervation in the World: Being fitted by an implanted 
Diſpoſition to live in Societies, and eftabliſh themfelves 
into diftin Bodies, for the more effectual promulging and 
propagating a Communication of Arts, Labour, and u 
try, of which CHARITY and mutual FRIENDSHIP confti. 
tute the common Bond. It is in this Refpe only, that all 
the human Race ſtand upon a Level, having all the ſame 
Wants and Deſires, and are all in the ſame Need of each 
other's Aſſiſtance; as by this common Cement, every 
one is bound to look upon himſelf as a Member of this 
univerſal Community, and eſpecially the Rich and 
Great; for the truly noble Diſpoſition never ſhines ſo 
bright, as'when engaged in the noble Purpoſes of ſocial 
Love, Charity, ane Benevolence. Influenced by theſe great 
and good Principles, 

ArT.I. Tn Gran Lodge came to a Refolution to 
conſider of the moſt prudent and effectual Method of 
collecting and diſpoſing of what Money ſhould be lodged 
with them in Charity, towards the ReLitF only of 2 
true Brother, fallen into Poverty and Decay ; but of 
none elſe. 

WHEN it was reſolved, That each particular Lodge 
might diſpoſe of their own Charity for paor Brothers, 
according to taeir own By-Laws ; until it ſhould be 
agreed by al- Lodges (in a new Regulation) to carry in 
the Charity, collected by them, to the Grand Lodge, at 
the Duarterly or Annual Communication; in order to make 

a common Stock for the more handſome Relief of poar 
Brethren. | 

Arr. II. In conſequence of which Regulation at the 
G2and Lodge, on Nov. 21, 1724, CHARLEs LENnNox, 
Duke of R:chmond, Lennox, and Aubigny, being Gꝛand 
Maſter, 

BROTHER FRAXCts SCOTT, Earl of Dalkeith (after- 
wards Duke of 'Bucc/:ugh) the laſt Grand Maſter, pro- 
poſed, That in order to promate the charitable Diſpoſition 


of 
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of FREE MASONS, and to render it more extenſively 
beneficial to the Society, each Lodge may make a certain Col- 
lection, according to Ability, to be put into a JoINT-Srock, 
lodged in the Hands fd TREASURER, at every Quarterly 
Communication, for the Relief of diſtreſſed Brethren that 


Hall be recommended by the Contributing LoDGes to the 
Grand Officers from Time to Time. 
The Motion being readily agreed to, 

RicyumonD, Grand Maſter, deſired all preſent to 
come prepared to give their Opinion of it, at the next 
G2and Lodge; which was held in ample Form, on 
March 17, 1724-5. When, 

AR r. III. Ar the Lodge's Deſire, Grand Maſter Rich- | 
MOND named a Committee for conſidering of the beſt 
Methods to regulate the ſaid Jaſons general Charity 
They met, and choſe for Chairman, WiLLiam Cowes, 
Eſq; Clerk of the Parliament, who drew up the Report. 

Bur the Affair requiring great Deliberation, the Report 
was not made till the 32and Lodge met in ample Form, 
on Nov. 27, 1725, when RicHMonD, Grand Maſter, 
ordered the Report to be read. It was well approved, 
and recorded in the Book of the Grand Lodge ; for which 
that Committee received publick Thanks; and Copies of 
it were ordered to be ſent to the particular Lodges in 
this Form : 

Tu Committee, to whom it was referred to conſider 
of proper Methods to regulate the general Charity, after 
ſeveral Meetings for that Purpoſe, came to the follow- 
ing Reſolutions, which they ſubmit to the Judgment of 
the Grand Ladge, as conducive to the End propoſed by the 
Reference. 

1. THAT it is ts Opinion of the Committee, that 
the Contributions from the ſeveral Lodges be paid quar- 
terly and voluntarily. 

2. THarT no Brother be recommended by any Lodge, 

as an Object of this Charity, but who was a Member of 

ſome Regular Lodge, which ſhall contribute to the

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ſame Charity, on or before. the 21ſt Day of November, 


1724, when the general Charity was firſt propoſed in the 
Grand Lodge. 


3. THAT no Brother, who has been admitted a Mem- 
ber of any ſuch Lodge, ſince that Time, or ſhall here- 
after be ſo admitted, be recommended till three Years 
after ſuch Admiſſion: And as to the Methods or Rules 
to be obſerved by the Grand Lodge in relieving ſuch Bre- 
thren, who ſhall be qualified as aforeſaid, whom they 
ſhall think fit, upon Application to themſelves, to re- 
lieve, viz. Thoſe concerning the Circumſtances of the 
Perſons to be relieved, the Sums to be paid, the Times 
or Terms of Payment, the Continuance, ſuſpending, 
or taking off ſuch Allowance, with the Reaſons there- 
of, whether ariſing from the Circumſtances of the aſ- 
ſiſted Brother being bettered, or from his Behaviour, in 
any Reſpect, rendering him unfit to have it continued 3 
and, in general, all other Circumſtances attending the 
regular and ordinary Diſtribution of the Charity, where 
the Grand Lodge think fit to put any one upon it, the Com- 
mattee are of Opinion, they are moſt decently and ſecurely 
left to the Wiſdom, Care, and Diſcretion of the Grand 
Lodge, to act therein, from Time to Time, as Caſes ſhall 
happen, in a Manner moſt agreeable to the Exigencies of 
them ; which, as the Committee cannot foreſee with any 
Certainty, ſo they are unable to lay down any fixed 
Propoſals concerning them; but as it may fall out that 
2 Brother, who is in all Reſpects qualified for Relief, 
and in Need of it, may by the Preſſure of his Circum- 
ſtances be forced to apply, perhaps, a good while before 
2 Quarterly Communication may be had, or the Grand 
Laage aſſembled, for a preſent Relief or Subſiſtance, till 
he can make his Caſe known to the Grand Lodge, for 
their further Favour : The Committee took that Caſe in- 
to their particular Conſideration ; and as to that, are 
humbly of Opinion, 


4. THAD 
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4. THAT three Pounds, and no more, may be given 
to any particular diſtreſſed Brother, who ſhall be re- 
commended by any Lodge, as an Object of this Charity, 
without the Conſent of the Grand Lodge. 


5. THAT the aboveſaid caſual Charity of three Pounds, 
or under, be diſpoſed of as there ſhall be Occaſion, by 
a ſtanding Committee of Five, to conſiſt of the Grand 
Maſter, Deputy, and Senior Grand Warden, for the Time 
being, and two other Members of the Grand Lodge, to 
be named by the Grand Maſter, of which Committee three 
always to be a Quorum. And it being abſolutely neceſ- 
ſary that, for collecting and diſburſing the Sums which 
ſhail be given for ſo charitable a Purpoſe, there ſhould 
be a Receiver or Treaſurer publickly entruſted and 
known, 


6. THE Committee think it neceſſary, that every Trea- 
ſurer, upon his Appointment, be defired to give the ear- 
lieſt general Notice he can, where he may be applied 
to, from Time to Time, for the Purpoſes of this Cha- 
rity, as Need ſhall require. All which they ſubmit ta 
your Judgment and Direction.

* who, after a warm Exhortation, ordered the Lodges to 
be called over a ſecond Time, when ſome Officers gave 
in the Benevolence of their reſpective Lodges, for which 
they were thanked; and their Charity, being forthwith 
recorded, was put into the Hands of the Treaſurer, as 
an hopeful Beginning: And other Lodges following the 
good Example, 


ARr. VI. Ar the G2and Lodge, in due Form, on 
Dec. 27, 1729, Deputy Grand Maſter BLacktRBy, the 
Treaſurer, in the Chair, had the Honour to thank ma- 
ny Officers of Lodges, for bringing their liberal Charity - - 
When by a Motion of Brother Thomas Batſon, Coun- 
ſellor at Law, the Grand Lodge ordained, That every new 
Lodge, for their Conſtitution, ſhall pay two Guineas to- 
wards this general Charity of Maſons. 


AnD ever ſince, the Lodges, according to their Ability, 
have, by their Officers, ſent their Benevolence to every 
Grand Lodge, except on the Grand Feaft Day: And ſe- 
veral diſtreſſed Brothers have been handſomely relieved. 


ART. VII. Bur the Committee of Seven being 
thought too few for this good Work, the G2and Lodge, 
in due Form, on Aug. 28, 1730, NoRFOLK being Grand 
Maſter, and, in his Abſence, Deputy Grand Maſter 
BLACKERBY, the Treaſurer, in the Chair, reſolved, That 
the Committee of Charity ſhall have added to them twelve

whom they relieved, not exceeding three Pounds to each 
Petitioner : And adjourned from Time to Time, for 
ſupplying the Diſtreſſed according to their Powers; or 


elſe recommended them to the greater Favour of the 
Grand Lodge. 


Ax r. VIII. Turs Committee had not all their Powers 
at once: For, at the Gand Lodge, on Dec. 15, 1730, 
NorFoLk being Grand Maſter, and, in his Abſence, the 
Deputy BLACKERBY in the Chair, it was ordained, That 
for Diſpatch, all Complaints and Informations abont Charity 
ſhall be referred, for the future, to the Committee of Cha- 
rity ; and that they ſhall appoint a Day far hearing the ſame, 
Hall enter their Proceedings in their own Book, and ſhall re- 
port their Opinion ta the Grand Lodge.

That no Petition for Charity ſhall be received, which has

ARr. XXVII. Ar the Gzand Lodge, on March 20,

ART. XXX. AT the Gzand Lodge, on July 24, 
1755, CarRnaRvan, Grand Maſter, it was ordered, 
That, for the future, every Certificate granted to a Brother 
of his being a Maſon, fhall be ſealed with the Seal of Ma- 
ſonry, and figned by the Grand Secretary, for which five

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Shillings ſhall be paid to the Uſe of the general Fund of 
Charity. 

Tuus the CounITTEE of CHARITY has been efta- 
bliſhed among the Free and AcceeTeD Masons of 
ENGLAND, who have very generouſly contributed to 
their general Fund, and do ſtill perſevere in that good 
Work. 

ArT. XXXI. Tun Commuttee regularly meets, ac- 
cording to the Summons of the Grand MasTER, or 
his Deputy, and has relieved many diſtreſſed Brothers 
with ſmall Sums, not excecding 51. to each : But the 
G2and Lodge has ordered the Treaſurer to pay to ſome 
Petitioners ten, or fifteen, or twenty Pounds, as they 
thought the Caſe required. So that the Diſtreſſed have 
found far greater Relief from this general Charity, than 
can be expected from particular Lodges ; and the Contri- 
butions, being paid by the Lodges at various Times, 
have not been burdenſome. 

ART. XXXII. Tag TREASURER's Accounts have 
been audited and ballanced at every Grand Lodge; where- 
by all know the Stock in Hand, and how every Parti- 
cular of the Charity has been diſpoſed of ; every Thing 
being duly recorded in the Grand Lodge-Book, and in 
that of the Committee, of which every Maſter of a contri- 
buting Lodge is a Member. 


Of the STEWARDS. 


IT having been formerly the Cuſtom, for the two 
Grand Wardens to take upon themſelves the Trouble of 
regulating and conducting the Annual Grand Feaſt, it has 
ſince been thought proper, in order to relieve them from 
that extraordinary Trouble, and that all Matters might 
be expeditiouſly and properly managed, that the Grand 
Maſter, or his Deputy, ſhould have a Power to nominate 
and appoint a certain Number of Stewards, to whom 
the Conduct and Care of the ſame ſhould be committed ; 


and 
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and that all Things relative to the Feaſt ſhould be de- 
cided among them by a Majority of Votes; except the 
Grand Maſter, or his Deputy, ſhould interfere; and, in 
conſequence thereof, the following Regulations have 
been entered into, viz. | 

ArT. I. THarT at the Feaſt, the Stewards ſhall open 
no Wine till Dinner be laid on the Tables; that the 
Members of each Lodge ſhall fit together, as much as 
poſſible ; that after Eight of the Clock at Night, the 
Stewards ſhall not be obliged to furniſh any Wine or 
other Liquors ; and that either the Money or Tickets ſhall 
be returned to the Stewards. 

ART. II. On Nov. 26, 1728, the Office of Stewards, 
that had been diſuſed at three preceding Feaſts, was re- 
vived by the Grand Lodge, and their Number ſettled to 
be always Twelve. 

ART. III. Tus Stewards for the Year are allowed to 
have Jewels of Silver (though not gilded) pendant to red 
Ribbons, about their Necks, to bear white Kods, and 
to line their white Leather Aprons with red Silk. 

FoRMER Stewards are alſo allowed to wear the ſame 
Sort of Aprons, white and red. 

AR r. IV. Each of the acting Stewards is allowed, 
for the future, at the Feaſt, the Privilege of naming his 
Succeſſor in that Office, for the enſuing Year. 

ART. V. ON June 24, 1735, upon an Addreſs from 
thoſe that have been Stewards, the Grand Lodge, in 
conſideration of their paſt Service and future Uſefulneſs, 
ordained, 

THAT they ſhould be conſtituted a Ladge of Maſters, 
to be called the STEWARDS LonGe ; to be regiſtered as 
ſuch in the Grand Lodge Book and printed Liſts, with the 
Times and Place of their Meetings. 

ART. VI. THAT the Stewards Lodge ſhall have the 
Privilege of ſending a Deputation of Twelve to every 
Grand Lodge, viz. the Maſter, two Wardens, and nine 
more; and each of the Twelve ſhall vote there; and 

each 
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each of them that attends ſhall pay Half a Crown, to- 
wards the Expence of the Grand Lodge. 
ARr. VII. Tar no Brother, who has not been a 
Steward, ſhall wear the ſame Sort of Aprons and Ribbons. 


ARr. VIII. THar each of the twelve Deputies from the 
Stewards Lodge ſhall, in the Grand Lodge, wear a peculiar 
Jewel ſuſpended in the red Ribbon; the Pattern of which 
was then approved. 


Of ConsTiTuTIONS. 
The Ancient Manner F ConsTiTUTING Lodge. 


A new Lodge, for avoiding many Irregularities, ſhould 
be ſolemnly conſtituted by the GRAND MASTER, with 
his Deputy and I ardens; or, in the Grand Maſter's Ab- 
ſence, the DeypuTyY acts for his Worſhip, the Senior 
Grand Warden as Deputy, the Junior Grand Warden as the 
Senior, and a preſent Maſter of a Lodge as the Junior. 

OR, if the Deputy is alſo abſent, the GRAND MASTER 
may depute either of his Grand J/ardens, who can ap- 
point others to be Grand Officers pro Tempore. 

THe Lodge being opened, and the Candidates, or the 
new Maſter and Wardens being yet among the Fellow- 
Crafts, the GRAND MasTER ſhall aſk his Deputy, if he 
has examined them, and finds the Candidate Mafter well 
ſkilled in the Noble Science and the Royal Art, and duly 
inſtructed in our Myſteries, &c. 

Tun DeevrTy, anſwering in the Affirmative, ſhall, 
by the Grand Mzafter's Order, take the Candidate from 
among his Fellows, and preſent him to the Grand Maſter, 
ſaying, Right Warſhipful GRAND MASTER, the Brethren 
here deſire to be formed into a Lodge; and I preſent my wor- 
thy Brother A. B. to be their Maſter, whom I know to be of 
good Morals and great Skill, true and truſty, and a Lover 
of the whole Fraternity, whereſoever diſperſed ter the Face 
of the Earth, 


A a THEN 
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Tut the GRAND MAsrER, placing the Candidate 
on his left Hand, having aſked and obtained the unani- 
mous Conſent of the Brethren, ſhall ſay, I con/#itute and 
Herm theſe geod Brethren into a New Lodge, and appoint you, 
Brother A. B. the Maſter of it, not doubting of your Capa- 
city and Care to preſerve the Cement of the Lodge, Sc. 
With ſome other Expreſſions that are proper and uſual 
on that Occaſion, but not proper to he written. 


PON this, the Deputy ſhall rehearſe the Charges of a 

; the GRAN D MASTER fhall aſk the Candi- 
Pr faying, Do you ſubmit to theſe Charges, as Maſters 
have done in all Ages? And the New Maſter ſignifying 
his cordial Submiſſion thereunto, 


Trnz Grand MasTER ſhall, by certain ſignificant 
Ceremonies and ancient U ſages, inſtal him, and preſent 
him with the Beck of Con/titutions, the Ladge- Book, and 
the Inſtruments of his Office; not altogether, but one 
after another, and after each of them the Grand Maſter 
or his Deputy ſhall rehearſe the ſhort and pithy Charge 
that is ſuitable to the Thing preſented. 

NexT, the Members of this New Lodge, bowing all 
together to the Grand Maſter, ſhall return his Worſhip 
their Thanks; and ſhall immediately do Homage to 
their New Maſter, and ſignify their Promiſe of Subjec- 
tion and Obedience to him by the uſual Congratulation. 


Tur Deputy and Grand Wardens, and any other Bre- 
thren preſent, that are not Members of this New Lodge, 
ſÞali next congratulate the NEW MASTER; and he ſhall 
return his becoming Acknowledgements to the GRAN D

Tux the GRAND MasTER orders the New Maſter 
to enter immediately upon the Exerciſe of his Office, via.

Txt Jewels and Furniture of every Lodge 
ſhall belong to, and be the Property of, the Maſter, 
Ward:ns, and Brethren of ſuch Lodge ; and thg Maſter of 
the Houſe where ſuch Lodge is held, ſhall have no other 
Property therein, than as appertaineth to him as a pri- 
vate Member; and no Maſter of any Publick Houſe ſhall 
be ſuffered to own, or purchaſe, ſuch Jewels and Fur- 
niture, for the Purpoſe of having a Lodge conſtituted or 
held at his Houſe ; under Penalty (if diſcovered) of for- 
feiting ſuch Conſtitution. 


Arr. V. Ir any Set or Number of Maſons ſhall take 
upon themſelves to form a Lodge, without the GRann 
MasTEr's Warrant, the regular Lodges are not to coun- 
tenance them, nor own them as fair Brethren, duly 
formed, nor approve of their Acts and Deeds; but muſt 
treat them as Rebels, until they humble themſelves, as 
the Grand Maſter ſhall in his Prudence direct, and un- 
til he approve of them by his Warrant ſignified to the 
other Lodges; as the Cuſtom is, when a New Lodge is 
to be regiſtered in the Grand Lodge Book. 


Of MaxinGs. 


Ar. I. No Lodge ſhall make more than five new Bro- 
thers at one and the ſame Time, without an urgent Ne- 
ceſſity ; nor any Man under the Age of twenty-oneYears 
(who mult be alſo his own Mafter) unleſs by a Diſpen- 
ſation from the GRAN’ MasTER or his DepuTy, 


ART. II. ThaT no Lodge ſhall ever make a Maſon 
without due Enquiry into his Character ; nejther ſhall 
any Lodge be permitted to make and raiſe the ſame Bro- 
ther, at one and the ſame Meeting, without a Diſpen- 
i2tion from the Grand Maſter or his Deputy, which, on 
very particular Occafions only, may be requeſted. 


4 N. B. This 
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N. B. This Article is not to extend to Foreigners, 
or Natives of theſe Kingdoms, whoſe particular Buſi- 
neſs it ſhall clearly appear to the Maſter obliges them 
immediately to go Abroad ; but if the Maſter makes, 
and raiſes ſuch Perſon on the ſame Night, he muſt give 
the firſt convenient Notice to the Grand Maſter, or De- 
puty Grand Maſter, of his having ſo done. 

ART. III. Tnar no Lodge ſhall ever make a Maſon 
for a leſs Sum than One Guinea; and that Guinea to be 
applied either to the private Fund of the Lodge, or to 
the publick Charity, without deducting from ſuch Depo- 
fit any Money towards the defraying the Expence of 
the 7 r, &c. under the Forfeiture of their Conſti- 
tution. But this is not to extend to the Making of 
Waiters, Servitors, or menial Servants, who may be 
inſtituted by the Lodge they are to ſerve ; provided ſuch 
Mating or Inſtitution be done without Fee or Reward. 

ART. IV. Every new Brother, at his Entry, is de- 
cently to cloath the Laage, that is, all the Brethren pre- 
ſent ; and to depoſit ſomething for the Relief of indigent 
and decayed Brethren, as the Candidate ſhall think fit to 
beſtow, over and above the ſmall Allowance that may be 
ſtated in the By-Laws of that particular Lodge : Which 
Charity ſhall be kept by the Caſhier “. 

ALs0 the Candidate ſhall ſolemnly promiſe to ſubmit 
to the Conſtitutions, and other good Uſages, that ſhall 
be intimated to him in T ime and Place convenient. 
Ar. V. Every Brother concerned in making Ma- 
ſons clandeſtinely, ſhall not be allowed to viſit any Lodge 
till he has made due Submiſſion, even though the Bro- 
thers ſo made may be allowed. 

Ar. VI. None, who form a Stated Lidge without 
the Grand Maſter's Leave, ſhall be admitted into regular 
Lodges, till they make Submiſſion and obtain Grace.

Only particular Lodges are not limited, but may take 
their own Method for Charity. 
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Ax T. VII. Ir any Brethren form a Lodge without 
Leave, and ſhall irregularly make new Brothers, they 
ſhall not be admitted into any regular Lodge, no, not as 
Viſitors, till they render a good Reaſon, or make due Sub- 
miſſion. 

AR r. VIII. SEIN q that ſome extraneous Brothers 
have been made lately in a clandeſtine Manner, that is, 
in no regular Lodge, nor by any Authority or Diſpenſation 
from the Grand Mafter, and upon ſmall and unworthy 
Conſiderations, to the Diſhonour of the Craft ; 

THE Grand Lodge decreed, that no Perſon ſo made, 
nor any concerned in making him, ſhall be a Grand Of- 
ficer, nor an Officer of a particular Lodge; nor ſhall any 
ſuch partake of the general Charity, if they ſhould come 
to want it. 


Of the MasTERs and WARDENS of particular Lopoxs. 


ART. I. Ir a Maſter of a particular Lodge is depoſed 
or demits, the Senior I/arden ſhall forthwith fill the 
Maſter's Chair, till the next Time of chuſing; and he 
ever does, in the Mafter's Abſence, fill the Chair, even 
though a former Maſter be preſent. | 

Tre MasTzR of a particular Lodge has the Right 
and Authority of congregating the Members of his 
Lodge into a Chapter, upon any Emergency or Occur- 
rence ; as well as to appoint the Time and Place of 
their uſual Forming. 

ArT. II. Maſters, Nardens, and the Members of par- 
ticular Lodges, if they chooſe to line their white Lea- 
ther Aprons, are to do it with white Silk; and the Offi- 
cers are to wear their Jewels pendant to white only. 

ArrT. III. TAE MASTER of each particular Lodge, or 
one of the / ardens, or ſome other Brother, by Appoint- 
ment of the Maſter, ſhall keep a Book, containing their 
By-Laws, the Names of their Members, and a Liſt of 
all the Lodges in Town, with the uſual Times and

Of the Duty of Mempers, 


ARr. I. No Man can be accepted a Member of a 
particular Lodge, without previous Notice, one Month 
before, given to the Lodge; in order to make due En- 
quiry into the Reputation and Capacity of the Candi- 
date, unleſs by a Diſpenſation. 


Arr. II. Bur no Man can be entered a Brother in 
any particular Lodge, or admitted a Member thereof, 
without the unanimous Conſent of all the Members of 
that Lodge then preſent, when the Candidate is propoſed, 
and when their Conſent is formally aſked by the Mafter. 
They are to give their Conſent in their own prudent 
Way, either virtually or in Form, but with Unanimity. 
Nor is this inherent Privilege ſubje& to a Diſpenſation ; 
becauſe the Members of a particular Lodge are the beſt 
Judges of it; and becauſe if a turbulent Member ſhould 
be impoſed upon them, it might ſpoil their Harmony, 
or hinder the Freedom of their Communication; or even 
break and diſperſe the Lodge, which ought to be avoided 
by all True and Faithful. 


Bor it was found inconvenient to inſiſt upon Unani- 
mity in ſeveral Caſes: And therefore the GRAND Mas- 
TERS have allowed the Lodges to admit a Member, if 
not above three Ballats are againſt him; though ſome 
Lodges defire no ſuch Allowance. 


Arr. III. Tag Majority of every particular Lodge, 
when congregated, not elſe, ſhall have the Privilege of 
giving Inſtructions to their Maſter and Wardens, before 
the Meeting of the Grand Chapter, or Quarterly Commu- 
nication ; becauſe the ſaid Officers are their Repreſenta- 
tives, and are ſuppoſed to ſpeak the Sentiments of their 
Brethren at the ſaid Grand Lodge. 

Aa 4 rox 
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Uron a ſudden Emergency, the Grand Lodge has al- 
lowed a private Brother to be preſent, and with Leave 
aſked and given, to ſignify his Mind, if it was about 
what concerned Maſonry. 

Akr. IV. AI I particular Lodges are to obſerve the 
ſame Uſages as much as poſſible; in order to which, and 
alſo for cultivating a good Underſtanding among Free- 
Maſons, ſome Members of every Lodge ſhall be deputed 
to viſit the other Lodges, as often as ſhall be thought con- 
venient. 

THe ſame Uſages, for Subſtance, are actually obſerved 
in every Lodge; which is much owing to vi/iting Bro- 
thers, who compare the U/ages. 

ART. V. Ir any Lodge, within the Bills of Mortality, 
ſhall ceaſe to meet regularly, during twelve Months ſuc- 
ceſſive, its Name and Place ſhall be erazed or blotted out 
of the Grand Lodge Book, and engraved Lift : And if they 
petition to be again inſerted, and owned as a Regular 
Lodge, ſhall, on paying two Guincas for a Conſtitution, 
and two Guincas to the publick Charity, be admitted in- 
to their former Place and Rank of Precedency. 

ART. VI. Bur if any Brother fo far miſbehave him- 
ſelf as to render his Lodge uncaſy, he ſhall be thrice duly 
admoniſhed by the after and Wardens in a Lodge formed > 
And if he will not refrain his Imprudence, nor obe- 
diently ſubmit to the Advice of his Brethren, he ſhall 
be dealt with according to the By- Laws of that particular 
Lodge; or elſe in ſuch a Manner as the Quarterly Com- 
munication ſhall in their great Prudence think fit. 


Of Visrronxs. 
No Viſitor, however ſkilled in Maſaury, ſhall be admit- 


ted into a Lodge, unleſs he is perſonally known to, or well 
vouched for and recommended by one of that Lodge pre- 
lent. Nor ſhall any Perſon made a Maſou in England, un- 
der any other Conſtitution but this, be admitted as a Fi-

Year enſuing ; which he graciouſly condeſcending to do, 
was proclaimed as ſuch amidſt the joyful Acclamations 
of the Brethren, and on being again inveſted with the 
Maſter's Fewel, and inftalled in Solomon's Chair, he ap- 
pointed the Honourable CHARLES DiLLon, Eſq; to be 
his Deputy; alſo nominated RowLand HoLT, Eſq; to 
be Senior Grand Marden, Mr. HENRY JaFFRAY, Ju- 
nior Grand Warden, and continued the other Offices to 
the Brethren who were in Poſſeſſion of them before the 
Election. | 

Tux Appointment of the Honourable Mr. DitLow 
to be Deputy Grand Maſter, gave ſome Diſguſt, not only 
to Col ox EL SALTER (by being done without any pre- 
vious Intimation to him, who had fo long filled that im- 
portant Poſt with ſuch diſtinguiſhed Honour to himſelf, 
as well as Advantage to the Craft in general) but to 
many of the Brethren preſent, who taking into Confide- 
ration the ſaid Nomination, and conceiving it as tend- 


ing to be productive of diſadvantageous Effects, drew 
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up 2 Memorial i in conſequence thereof, which they pre- 
ſented to -his Grace. In this Memorial they humbly 
repreſented their Fears that the Craft would ſuffer great 
Inconveniencies from being deprived of ſo able a Direc- 
tor, and prayed that his Grace would recall that Ap- 
pointment, and confer it on Colonel Salter. But it be- 
ing obſerved, on the Behalf of the Grand Maſter, by 
| ſeveral of the paſt Grand Officers, That as it had been 
Time out of Mind the Cuſtom, and was undoubtedly 
conſiſtent with Reaſon, that the Grand Maſter ſhould, 
without the leaſt Controul, appoint whom he thought 
proper to be his Repreſentative, the ſaid Nomination 
was acquieſced with. | 

HowEveER well judged, at the Time of the Appoint- 
ment, the Brethren's Fears of the Capacity of the 
Honourable Mr. DiIIox might be, his manly and ſpi- 
rited Behaviour in the executive Parts of his Office 
fince, have removed every Chimera that the moſt ſuſpi- 
cious Mind could form. 

Tux Committees of Charity and the Quarterly Communi- 
cations in Grand Lodge aſſembled, in the Courſe of this 
Year's Government of the Grand Mafter, were fraught 
with the moſt ſtriking Examples of Generoſity and Li- 
berality, by relieving all ſuch diſtreſſed Brethren as ap- 
plied for, and were juſtly entitled to their Benevolence, 
as well as a noble Emulation in the ſeveral Lodges, by 
their bountifully contributing to the General Fund of 
Charity, and thereby preventing the leait Diminution of 
the Capital Stock. f 

Ar the Committee of Charity held at the Horn Tavern 
in Fleet- Street, on Tueſday the 26th of February, 1769, 
previous to the Quarterly Communication at the Crown 
and Anchor in the Strand, on the Friday following, it 
was declared by the Honourable Mr. DitLLown, That 
his Grace the Duke of BeauForT propoſed to petition 
his Majefty for a Charter of Incorporation in Favour of 
Free and A cepted Maſons under the Conflitution of Eng- 

CEC 2 bead; 
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land; but the particular Circumſtances under which 
ſuch Incorporation ſhould be founded not being either 
generally known, nor clearly underſtood, occaſioned 
much Altercation ; as it did alſo when reported to the 
Grand Lodge aſſembled in Duarterly Communication. In 
order therefore to remove all Doubts, and that every 
Lodge might have an Opportunity maturely to confider 
of the ſaid Charter of Incorporation, the Honourable Mr. 
Ditton, by Command of the Grand Maſter, promiſed, 
that a Copy of the ſaid intended Charter ſhould be ſent 
to every Lodge under the immediate Government of the 
Grand Maſter of Free and Accepted Maſons, together with 
two printed Notes, one implying an Aﬀent, the other a 
Diſſent, in order to have one of them ſigned by the 
Maſter and Wardens, and witneſſed by the Secretary, 
of each reſpective Lodge, agreeably to each Lodge's 
Determination. In conſequence of which Proceeding 
there were ſent up to the Grand Secretary the Approbation 
of One Hundred and Sixty-eight Lodges, and the Diſ- 
. approbation of only Forty-three. 

Ix the Quarter Communication, in ample Form, held 
by his Grace, HENRY DUKE or BRAU FORT, Grand 
Maſter, with the rett of the Grand Officers, and a nume- 
rous Body. of Mafters and Wardens from the various 
Lodges, at the Cr-wn and Anchor Tavern in the Strand, 
on Friday, April the 28th, 1769, after the Minutes of 
the Committee of Charity, held at the Fn Tavern in 
Fleet Street, the Tre/day preceding, were read and con- 
firmed, the Object of [ncorporation was again taken into 
Conſideration, and after being ſtrongly debated, the 
Queſtions were put, when a very great Majority ap- 
peared in Favzur of the Incorporation. 

AFTER the Buſineſs of the Grand Lodge was gone 
through, but before it was cloſed, his Grace the Duke 
oF BEAUFORT was put in Nomination by the Honour- 
able Mr. DitLon to be Grand 1ajter of Free and Ac- 
cepted Maſons for the enſuing Lear; which Motion was 
joyfully 
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joyfully received, and univerſally approved of, as it 
would give his Grace an Opportunity to carry into Ex- 
ecution thoſe great and noble Deſigns which he has fo 
generouſly adopted for the Good of Maſons in Ma- 


ſenry. 


Copy of the Charter of Incorporation of Free and Accepted 
Maſons. 


Grone THE THIRD, by the Grace of God, 
> of Great Britain, France, and Ireland, King, De- 
fender of the Faith, TO ALL to whom theſe PRE- 
SENTS ſhall come, Greeting, WHEREAS the SO- 
EIETY of FREE and ACCEPTED MASONS have 
for Ages held frequent Meetings within this Realm, and 
have ever demeaned themſelves with Duty and Loyalty 
to Us and Our Predeceflors, with Revercnce and Obe- 
dience to the Laws, and Kindneſs and Good- Will to 
their Fellow-SubjeRts : And whereas, the ſaid Society 
appears to have been originally inſtituted for humane 
and beneficent Purpoſes, and have diſtributed from 
Time to Time to all without Diſtinction, who have had 
the ſingle Claim of Wretchedneſs, Sums to a great A- 
mount, collected by voluntary Contribution among 
themſelves. And whereas, Our entirely beloved, Cc. 
&c. &c. 

Members of the Society of FREE and ACCEPTED 
MASONS, under the Conſtitution of England, in Be- 
half of themſelves and many others of the ſaid Society, 
by their Petition humbly preſented to Us, have mott 
humbly beſought us, to grant Our moſt gracious LET“ 
TERS PATENT to INCOPORATE the ſaid SoCIETY, and 
make them a Body Politic and Corporate forever. NOW 
KNOW YE, That we, out of our Princely Regard to 
a Body of Men, aſſociated for ſuch laudable Purpoſes, 
willing to manifeſt to the World our entire Approbation 


of their paſt Conduct, and defirous to enable them to 
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anſwer more effectually the humane Ends of their Inſti- 
tution, of Our eſpecial Grace, certain Knowledge, and 
mere Motion, have ordained, given, and granted, and 
by theſe Preſents for Us, Our Heirs, and Succeſſors, do 
ordain, give, and grant, That for the future there ſhall 
be a PERPETUAL SOCIETY, which ſhall be called by the 
Nameof THE SOCIETY OF FREE AND ACCEPT- 
ED MASONS OF ENGLAND. And We do hereby 
declare, That the ſaid Society ſhall conſiſt of a Grand Maſ- 
ter, Deputy Grand Maſter, Grand Wardens, Paſt Grand 
Officers, Provincial Grand Maiters, Grand Treaſurer, 
Grand Secretary, Grand Sword Bearer, Twelve Stewards, 
and of the Maſters and Wardens of the ſeveral ſubordinate 
Lodges, who, together with thoſe already numerated, com- 
poſe the GRAN D LoDGE, who by the name of THE SO- 
CIETY OF FREE AND ACCEPTED MASONS 
OF ENGLAND, ſhall for ever hereafter be a Body Po- 
litic and Corporate, in Deed and in Law, and that, by 
the ſame Name, they and their Succeſſors, ſhall have 
perpetual Succeſſion; and that they and their Succeſſors, 
by that Name, ſhall and may, for ever hereafter be 
enabled, and rendered capable, and have Power (not- 
withſtanding the Statute of Mortmain) to purchaſe, 
have, take, acquire, receive, polleſs, enjoy, and hold, 
to them and their Succeſſors, Manors, Meſſuages, Lands, 
Rents, Tenements, Goods and Chattels, Annuities, 
and Hereditaments, of whatſoever Nature or Kind, in 
Fee and Perpetuity, or for Terms of Life or Years, or.

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Perſon or Perſons, Bodies Politic or Corporate, their 
Heirs and Succeſſors, reſpectively, ſuch Manors, Lands 
Tenements, Rents, and Hereditaments, as they ſhall think 
fit to purchaſe, or ſhall be given, granted, deviſed, or con- 
veyed to them by Deed, or otherwiſe, not exceeding the 
Yearly Value of | 
over and above all Charges and Reprizes, fo 
far as they are not reſtrained by Law: And alſo, to ſell, 
grant, demiſe, exchange, and diſpoſe of any of the 
ſame Manors, Meſſuages, Lands, and Tenements, 
whereof or wherein they ſhall have an Eſtate of Inhe- 
ritance for Life or Lives, or Years, as aforeſaid. And 
we further grant, That the ſaid Society and their Suc-

for ever ſhall and may have and uſe a Common Seal, for 
the Cauſes and Buſineſſes of them and their Succeflors, 
and that it ſhall and may be lawful for them and their 
Succeſſors, to change, break, alter, and make new the 
ſaid Seal, from Time to Time, as they ſhall think fit.

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And, for the better Execution of this Our Grant, 
We do nominate, conſtitute and appoint Our Right 
Truſty and dearly beloved Couſin and Counſellor 
Henry Duke of Beaufort to be Firſt Grand Mafter, Our 
Truſty and Well-beloved the Honourable Charts Dillon 
to be the Firſt Deputy Grand Maſter, 


each of them reſpectively to be and continue 
in their ſeveral and reſpective Offices of Grand Maſter, 
Deputy Grand Maſter, &c. Sc. Cc. 


until the Feaſt of 

St. Jahn the Evangeli/? which ſhall happen next after the 
Expiration of One Year from the Day of the Date of 
theſe Preſents, and from thence until other fit and able 
Perſons be choſen into the ſaid Offices in their reſpective 
Rooms. Provided always, That all the Perſons ſo ap- 
pointed, or hereafter to be appointed, Members of the 
Grand Lodge ſhall, in all Things, aid, adviſe and aſ- 
ſiſt in conducting the Buſineſs, and in all Matters re- 
lating to the Regulation and Government of the ſaid 
Society of FREE AND ACCEPTED MASONS OF 
ENGLAND. And we do give and grant unto the ſaid 
Grand Maſter, or his Deputy, his or their Succeffor or 
Succeſſors for the Time being, full Power and Autho- 
rity, by virtue of theſe Qur Letters Patent, to iſſue War- 
rants for the conſtituting of ſubordinate Lodges; and 
the ſaid Lodges, warranted as aforeſaid, ſhall be, and 
they are hereby declared to be legal and regular. And 
furthermore, We give and grant to the ſaid Society that 
they ſhall and may hold Meetings of themſelves, for the 
better Management of their Funds, and the Application 
of them to proper Purpoſes, and the Tranſaction of all 
other Buſineſs relating to the Society, when and as of- 
ten as it ſhall be neceſſary, in any Place within the City 
of Lindon, or "Ten Miles thereof. And it ſhall 
be 
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be lawful for the ſaid Society from Time to Time to 
nominate and chuſe, once in every Year, one fit and 
able Perſon to be Grand Maſter, and one other to be 
Grand Treaſurer of the ſaid Society ; the other Officers 
to be appointed in the Manner and Form heretofore eſ- 
tabliſhed by the long and uninterrupted Uſage of the 
Society, to continue ſeverally until the Feaſt of St. John 
the Evangeli/t next after the Expiration of One Year 
from the Time of their reſpective Elections or Appoint- 
ments (if they ſhall ſo long live, or not be removed for 
ſome juſt or reaſonable Cauſe), and from thence till an- 
other be choſen.

vacant. And the Perſon or Perſons ſo choſen or ap- 
pointed ſhall continue till the Expiration of the Year 
for which their Predeceſſor in ſuch Office had been 
choſen or appointed. And if it ſhall happen that the 
Election of the Grand Maſter, and Grand Treaſurer, 
and Appointment of the other Grand Officers, cannot 
be perfected on the Feaſt of St. Jobn the Evangeli/t, We 
do hereby grant, that the Grand Maſter may lawfully 
aſſign or appoint any other Day as near as may be after 
the Feaſt of St. Jahn the Evangeli/t, for the perfecting 
ſuch Election or Elections, which ſhall always be in the 
Manner and Form heretofore obſerved by the ſaid So- 
ciety, and for the Nomination and Appointment of ſuch 
Officers as by the ancient Uſage of the ſaid Society arc 
not elective, and ſo from Day to Day, till the ſaid Elec- 
tions and Appointments ſhall be completed. And We 
further give and grant to the ſaid Society, that the Grand 
Matter, Deputy Grand Maſter, and conſtituent Mem- 
bers 
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ders of the Grand Lodge for the Time being, ſhall and 
may, from Time to Time, aſſemble together in ſuch 
convenient Place in Londen, or within Ten Miles 
thereof, as the Grand Maſter or Deputy Grand Maſter 
(by the Grand Maſter's Authority) fhall appoint, by 
Summons or other Notice, which he is by theſe Prefents 
impowered and required wimely to iſſue for that Purpoſe 
to all the ſaid Members; and that they being ſo met, 
ſhall have full Power to make, conſtitute and ordain ſuch 
Statutes, Bye-Laws and Ordinances as ſhall appear to them 
to be good, and neceſſary and expedient for the Govern- 
ment, Order and Regulation of the ſaid Society, and 
every Member thereof ; which Statutes, Bye-Laws and 
Ordinances, not being repugnant to the Laws of this 


Realm, ſhall and may be effectually obſerved and kept;

Provided never- 
theleſs, and Our Will is, That no Bye-Law, Statute 
or Ordinance, ſo to be made by this Corporation, ſhall 
be binding upon the ſaid Society, until the ſame ſhall 
have been read over and approved of by the Majority 
of the Society aſſembled together for that Purpoſe.

Tur above Copy of a Charter being, as before obſerved, 
ſent to the Members of every Lodge for their Peruſal and 
Conſultation, removed all Ideas of Fear that had aroſe, 
leſt any Innovations ſhould be made in the Polity of a 
Society that had for ſo many Ages ſtood diſtinguiſhed 
for Secrecy, Morality and Good Fellowſhip. 

WHEN this Charter therefore ſhall receive the Royal 
Sanction, it is to be hoped the ſeveral well-intentioned 
Schemes, now in Embryo, will be carried into Execu- 

. tion, 
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tion, and that the good Intentions of many Brethren 


(who have been hitherto with-held from the want of 
ſuch an Incorporation to validate their good Deſigns) 
will then ſhine forth with Luſtre, and demonſtrate to 
the World in general, but to the Craft in particular, 
that they not only profeſs, but exerciſe, the truly noble 
Principles of Brotherly Love, Rehef, and Truth. Prin- 
ciples that ever did, and ever muſt produce thoſe ſalu- 


tary Effects that are pregnant with relieving the Diſtreſſed, 


and removing the ghaſtly Aſpects of Miſery and Want 
from their Abode, by either contributing to their im- 
mediate Afiſtance, and ſo enable them to amend their 
Circumſtances in Life; or if that be impoſſible, to 
place them in ſome comfortable Aſylum, that may ſhel- 
ter them from the dreary Horrors of ſpending their latter 
Days in abſolute Penury and Want. 

To the Aged only let not theſe benevolent Ideas be 
confined, but extend them even to young Lewrſſes 
that ſtand in need of ſuch a Protection, as their ſeveral 
Conditions and Circumſtances ſhall demand. , Actions 
of ſuch an elevated Nature cannot fail of having the 
Sanction of every rational Maſon, nor can the Plan 
propoſed for the Support of ſuch, it is preſumed, be 


ſupported with any Arguments to deſtroy the Exe- 
cution. 


Ar the ASSEMBLY and FEasT, held at Mercbant- 
Taylors- Hall, on Friday the 5th of May, 1769, his 
Grace, Henry Duke of BEAUTORT, Grand Maſter 
Ele, was choſen GRAND MasTER of Free and Ac- 
cepted Maſens for the Year enſuing, and after making 
the accuſtomed Proceſſion, he was inveſted with the Em- 
blems of his Office, and placed in Salomon Chair; when 
he appointed the Honourable Brother DiLLow to be his 
Deputy, named his Grand Wardens, and choſe into 
2 ſuch 
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other Ofces, as became vacant from whatever 
Cauſe, agreeably to his Inclination, and the Cuftom 
pertaining to all Grand Maſters. 

Tur Stewards were then called to the Chair, and 
thanked in Form for their polite Entertainment, and 
requeſted to name their Succeſſors. 


ALL Buſineſs being over, the Lodge was cloſed, 
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
